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LONDON (AP) - A terrorist bomb shattered 


another fashionable London restaurant Tuesday 
night, killing two persons and injuring 17, Scotland 
Yard said.

"Everything is upside down, shattered, and 


nothing's left," said Maryse Chirent, the assistant 
manager, after the blast at Walton's restaurant in 
the chic Chelsea district. "Even the ceiling has 
fallen." 


"There was blood everywhere," waiter Max 


Bundt added. 


Walton's, known as one of London's most expen- 


sive restaurants, was reported crowded with late 
evening diners when the bomb went off. 


The blast was the second at an exclusive London 


restaurant in a week and the latest in a bombing 
campaign blamed on Irish terrorists that began 


Aug. 27. Six persons had been killed and 170 injured 
prior to Tuesday's bombing.

Last Wednesday, terrorists hurled a bomb

telligence committee agreed Tuesday not 
to name a former CIA official linked to 
plots to kill foreign leaders so its final 
report would not be delayed by a court 
battle.

He said the good point is that the universi­ 
ty no longer withholds grade transcripts 
from students with unpaid fin^. 


Duve said booting is the “most efficient 
and least ex pensive” way to collect outstan­ 
ding fines. Violators are charged $5 to have 
the boot removed rather than $12.50 to $15 
for towing, he said. 


Duve said damage to a booted car is un­ 
likely unless it is moved with the boot on. 


“As long as the car is properly tagged 
(with notices that the car has been booted) 
and the boot has not been improperly in­ 
stalled, the driver normally would be con­ 
sidered liable if he tried to drive,” he said. 
“But if we gave no notification, we certainly 
would be liable.” 
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Intelligence Committee 
Lincoln Police 'Help As Well As Arrest' 
Won't Name CIA Man 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate in­ 
telligence committee agreed Tuesday not 
to name a former CIA official Unked to 
plots to kill foreign leaders so its final 
report would not be delay ed by a court 
battle. 
In a surprise reversal of its earlier posi­ 
tion, the committee notified the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia that it would delete the former 
official’s name from its report. 


That action abruptly ended legal efforts 
by the ex -ClA employ e to force the com­ 
mittee to keep his name secret. 
The committee’s 40(H» age report is at 
the Government Pnnting Office where 
employ es were waiting for a court deci­ 
sion on whether to print it with or 
without the former official’s name. 
The select committee formed to in­ 
vestigate alleged abuses by U.S. in­ 
telligence agencies plans to make public 
its report on Thursday after a secret 
Senate session. 


Sen. John Tower of Tetas, ranking 
Republican on the committee, said he 
and Chairman Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
decided that rather than take a chance of 
delay ing issuance of the report because of 
a court battle they “should go ahead m L 
do it this way .” 
Tower emphasized that the committee 
was not acting in resporae to any of the 
legal arguments rais^ in the suit. 


ETV To Air 
Report On CIA 
A special one-hour program will be air­ 
ed at 10 p.m. Thursday by the Nebraska 
ETV Network on the report made by the 
Senate InteUigeoce Committee to tto full 
U.S. Senate. 
The eonmittee report is to incliMte the 
role, if any , of the CIA in assaiiination 
plots. 


The committee decision was disclosed 
in a brief notice issued by the appeals 
court clerk which was headed 
“Anony mous, Appellate v. Thomas F. 
McCormick, Public Printer Government 
Printing Office, et al.” 
The notice said, “Counsel for appellant 
has been advised that the Senate Select 
Committee has voluntarily and umlatera- 
ly reconsidered its action concemii^ 
Anony mous. Based upon such representa­ 
tion of the committee’s chirf counsel, the 
application on behalf of AiKiny mous is 
now moot. The appeal is therefore dis­ 
missed,” 
W hile never nam ed in court 
documents, the former official was 
represented by attorney s who appeared 
before the committee on behalf of Dr. 
Sidney Gottlieb, former director of 
technical services for the CIA. Published 
reports have named Gottlieb as a partici­ 
pant in alleged CIA plots to poison Cuban 
Premier Fide! Castro and Congolese 
leader Patrice Lumumba. 
’Die committee confirmed that the 
former official was one of two witnesses 
who had been granted immunity . The 
only two witnesses who received such a 
grant were Gottlieb and Itob« t Maheu, a 
former aide to Howard H u^ ^ . Maheu 
was represented by a Las Vegas, Nev., at­ 
torney and has publicly admitted his role 
in a 1961 plot to kill Castro. 
The suit was filed last weekend, and on 
Monday U.S. District Court Judge 
Gerhard A. Geseil rejected the req uest 
for a temporal^ restraining ord^r, 
Geseil said he a^eed with the conten­ 
tion that publication of the former of­ 
ficial’s name could place his life in 
danger, but “the public interest greatly 
outweighs any private interest of the in­ 
dividual.”

“It’s nice to know that the 
police are interested in helping 
as well as arresting.” 
That comment from an 
anony mous Lincoln couple was 
in response to the Lincoln Police 
Department’s Drug Intervention 
Project, one of many services 
available to juveniles in Lincoln 
and Lancaster County , one of 
many services discuss^ at the 
Tuesday night Pieces of a City 
presentation on y outh advocacy . 
The drug program is just one 
of “many ex citing things” which 
are happening in the juvenile 


division of the police depart­ 
ment according to Sgt. Gary 
Hoffman, a member of a panel 
which discussed the problems of 
juveniles in the city . 
Other programs include the 
use of a school resource officer 
and a summer y outh camp 
“where y oungsters can get to 
know police under a less tense 
situation,” Hoffman added 
“Very few juveniles in Lincoln 
go to jail after their initial con­ 
tact,” Hoffman noted as he 
ex plained how many can be 
counseled and released to the 
custody of their parents, de­ 
pending on the senousness of 
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the offense. Others are sent to 
the detention home for referral 
to other agencies, he added 
Interagency cooperation was 
stressed by all panel members as 
being the thing which has given 
juveniles in Lincoln and the sur­ 
rounding area a bit more of an 
even break than in some cities. 
In view of the fact that, 
nationally , over 44% of the per­ 
sons responsible for all crimes 
are juveniles, “we’re pretty 
lucky around here,” said Jim Ar- 
not, director of the Youth Ser­ 
vice Sy stem. 
Nancy Bare, director of 
Protective Services, outlined the 
implications of the Nebraska 
child protection law as it applies 
to persons her department deals 
with 
Following initial contact with 
families who are suspected of 
some form of child abuse, a con­ 
tact made by police officers, one 
of six case workers will visit the 
home and determine what form 
of abuse the [wrty has c a u^ . 
“The most prevalent cause of 
child abuse is a socio-economic 
one,” Ms. Bare said. "Persons 


living at the poverty level just 
can’t cope with the problems of 
a complex society , and many 
times take it out on the kids,” 
she added 
“We aim at preservation of the 
family unit as a major objec­ 
tive,” she said, adding that her 
agency works with the parents in 
an attempt to teach them to cope 
with their problems caused by 
outside problems so that the 
children won’t suffer 
“In many cases we wind up 
try ing to niake new parents out 
of the people,” she said. 
Juveniles have the right to an 
attorney when they appear in 
juvenile courts, and that’s 
something “we usually fight for. 
the juvenile’s rights,” said 
Marily n B ^ s , a juvemle court 
probation officer. 
Recent legislation in Nebraska 
stipulates mandatory court 
appearance for juvenile 
offenders 16 y ears and undar, 
and "we’d like to see that raised 
to 18,” she said. 
Juvenile offendere have their 
rights ex plained to them and are 
offered the opportunity to have a 


lawry er if they can obtain one, or 
have one appointed for them, 
she added. 
Hearings may be either formal 
or informal with the former in 
the presence of a judge, not a 
jury , something which is “often 
a good break for the person,” 
she ex plained. 
“Our jury sy stem calls for a 
trial by jury , but it wouldn’t be a 
jury of peers for a juvenile, so 
they usually fare better with a 
judge,” she said. 


“The only time we want to 
lockup juvemles is to protect 
them from themselves,” she 
added. 
“It’s a lot more difficult to 
deal with 13-y ear-olds who think 
they ought to be allowed to go to 
beer parties than it is to deal 
with a kid vriio has stolen a car,” 
she said. 


“My ideal for the future of law 
enforcement with juveniles in 
this area would be that we have 
five or six alternatives to con­ 
finement to choose from in 
dealing with the problem," she 
concluded.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The staff of a Senate 
committee said Tuesday that the FBI waged a 
campaign against the late Rev , Eh. Martin Luther 
King J r„ including sending a letter which King in­ 
terpreted as a suggestion he commit suicide. 
The campaign to destroy King’s influence also 
included the planting of 16 electronic bugs and 
eight wiretaps and an effort to hand pick and 
promote a successor to him as the nation’s most 
influential black leader, committee lawy en said. 
The disclosures came as the top lawy ers of the 
Senate Intelligence Committee detailed FBI ef­ 
forts to investigate, infiltrate and discredit 
thousands of persons in groups ranging from the 
Ku Klux Klan and the Communist party to the 
women’s liberation movement. 
Chief counsel F A 0 Schwan HI and minority 
counsel Curtis Smothers said the full ex tent of the 
bureau’s activities may never be known because 
most of director J . Ed^ar Hoover's personal files 
were destroy ed shortly after his death in 197 2. 
The staff lawy ers gave the most complete ac­ 
count to date (É the FBI's counterintelligence, or 
Cointel programs, which were aimed at disrup­ 
ting the personal lives of members of alleged 
terrò st, radical or new left groups by causing 
them to lose their jobs, fight among themselves 
or be arrested by local police. 
rhey documented several attempts at 
destroy ing the marriages of such persons through 
anony mous letters written by FBI agents. 
In the case of King, Smothen testified that a 
draft of the anony mous letter his wife received 
was found at FBI headquarters in the file of depu­ 
ty director William Sullivan 
They said Sullivan maintains the draft letter 
was planted in his files by persons attempting to 
discredit him 
Bui they added the FBI does not dispute its 
authorship of the letter or the fact it was 
delivered to King 
King received the letter just 34 day s before he 
was to receive the Nobel Peace Prize in 1965 , an 
event which Schwarz said generated intense FBI 
efforts to find information to discredit King. 
Schwarz said the letter “ includes materiais the 
FBI had gathered illegally or improperly through

tapes and bugs and so forth.” Sen. Walter F. Mon- 
dale, D-Minn., said some of the bugs were in­ 
stalled in King’s hotel room. 


Schwarz said later the material sent King with 
the letter was a tape recording gathered by ill^al 
and improper electronic bugs and telephone taps 
containmg information embarassing to King. 
Other sources said the information was of a 
nature that could be used to blackmail King. 


No senator or staff member would disclose the 
nature of the information, and one senator said 
the committee was try ing not to create a situation 
in which the purpose of the FBI to discredit King 
might actually be realized. 


The letter read in part: 
“ King, there is only one thing left for y ou to do. 
You know what it is. You have just M day s in 
which to do. (This ex act number has been 
selected for a specific reason.) It has definite 
practical significance. You are done. There is but 
one way out for y ou.” 


The rest of the letter was not read because of 
privacy reasons, the lawy ers said. 


They said King himself interpreted the letter as 
a clear suggestion that he commit suicide. 


Smothers read from FBI m« nos in which he 
said the bureau outlined its objective of taking 
King “ off his pedestal and reducing him com­ 
pletely in influence.” 


The bureau earmarked a man of its own 
choosing, a person who was not a civil rights 
leader, to take King’s place as “ a new national 
Negro leader.” 
Schwarz and Smothers later declined to identify 
the person concerned, say ing that he asked to re­ 
main anony mous. 
That person was never told by the FBI of the 
role some proposed he play and was “ shocked 
and astonished” when committee staff members 
relay ed the information to him. Smothers said. 
A former FBI agent, meanwhile, told the 


House Intelligence Committee across the Capitol 
that he believes he was asked to help the FBI try 
to prevent the election of black Rep. Andrew 
Young, D-Ga., in 197 2. 


Arthur Murtagh told the House committee his 
supervisor in the FBI Atlanta bureau told him 
Washington wanted him to obtain samples of 
Young’s handwriting. 


Murtagh said he refused and told the super­ 
visor, "I knew damned well it was going to be 
used in an unrecorded counterintelligence opera­ 
tion to destroy Mr. Young’s chances of getting 
elected to the House of Representatives.” 


In other testimony , a New J ersey contractor 
said he reported plans for an assault on the 
Camden, N.J ., draft office in 1971 to the FBI and 
asserted that the FBI turned him into a 
provocateur to encourage the raid. 


Robert Hardy said he tried to get the FBI to 
stop the raid in advance but instead said 100 FBI 
agents were brought into the area to wait for the 
event. 


He asserted that the FBI told him “ that the 
new orders had come directly from the little 
White House in California.” 


The House committee's chairman, Rep. Otis G. 
Pike, D-N.Y., disclosed that an FBI report shows 
either a telephone call or some other communica­ 
tion to Pike’s administrative assistant was in­ 
tercepted by the FBI apparently in 1972. 


Deputy associate FBI director J am^ B.‘Adams 
listened to Pike's account and told the chairman 
he had never heard of the incident and knew 
nothing about it. 


Adams later told the committee that the FBI 
does not use agent provocateurs to entrap people 
into committing crimes but conceded it does per­ 
mit people so incUned to commit crimes on their 
own.

— Agreed by voice vote to 
phase out the federal subsidy to 
military commissaries — the 
food stores available to military 
personnel and retires where 
costs average 23% less than 
thi^e available to civilians. 


The huge appropriation bill 
was passed by the Senate in vir­ 
tually the same form as it 
emerged from the Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee. 


Ex cept for the ^-million cut 
in the subsidy for commissari^, 
the only spending cut was 
renoval of $5 .6 milhon the com­ 
mittee had included for flight 
testing of the Enforcer aircraft. 


The committee had restored 
funds cut by the House for the 
Trident submarine missile 
sy stem, the SAM-D air-defense 
missile sy stem and for the 


AWACS airborne warning 
sy stem. 


The Senate panel slashed $114 
million that the House had voted 
for research on the B1 bomber 
but agreed with the House on a 
$132.8 -million appropriation for 
the F18 lightweight Navy fighter 
plane. 


The Senate bill include $90.7 8 
billion for the current fiscal 
y ear, which began on J uly 1, and 
$21.8 bilhon for the three-month 
transitional period ending Oct. 1, 
1976.

Agrarian Reform Law 


President Luis Echeverria in the first five 
years of his six-year term launched a new 
agrarian reform law, created an agrarian reform 
ministry, increased federal spending for rural 
irrigation from $320 million to $1.7 billion a year 
and has initiated price supports for agricultural 
products. 


However, the bloody confrontations con­ 
tinue. 
Last May in the state of Hidalgo just north of 
Mexico City, peasants who had seized land am­ 
bushed authorities who had come to remove 
them. Seven policemen and six men the peasants 


said had been hired as gunmen by ranchers were 
killed. 


Two months later in the same state, 20 trucks 
filled with gunmen swooped down on a peasant 
meeting. Six peasant leaders were killed. 


Seven Peasants Killed 


Last month seven peasants were killed in the 
Yaqui Valley in Sonora in a clash between 300 
squatters and police and soldiers. A week later, 
another five peasants were killed in the southern 
state of Veracruz when landowners took up arms 
after a government judgment turned part of their 
property over to the peasants. 


In a small village in southern Mexico several 
months ago peasants attacked a landowner in the 
main plaza and hacked him to death with 
machetes. 
* 


In Mexico City, peasants unable to make a 
living in the countryside are squatting on private 
property. Police at times persuade them to move 
by pulling down their cardboard and scrap 
lumber shanties at night. 


An agrarian reform researcher with the 
University of Mexico, Rodolfo Stavenhagen, says 
agrarian reform has failed to lift peasants from 
poverty. Instead, the program has “transformed 
itself into an organism of political control and has 
spread corruption,” he said in an interview. 
The Mexican government has distributed 220 
million acres of land to two millin peasants in the 


last half century. Some of the land is dry and sun- 
scorched desert. 
In Sonora, where seven peasants were killed, 
there are 31,486 legal actions by peasants against 
2,422 private holdings of up to 250 acres each. 


Some of the claims are so entangled in dozens 
of years of buying, selling and of one person 
taking land from another at the point of a gun 
that no one probably ever could determine the 
rightful owner. 


Some peasants feel that the only way to get 
land is to take it. 
“ They killed one of my sons and wounded 
two others,” said Juan Tera who went to the 
Yaqui Valley five years ago looking for a piece of 
land. “ But we are not going to abandon the fight. 
“ We have rights to the land and at least to a 
piece of the meat the land barons throw to their 
dogs.” 
Landowners Determined 
The landowners are just as determined to 
hold onto their land. 


“ I have worked the land all my life,” said one 
rancher in the spacious living room of his home in 
Ciudad Obregon in Sonora. 
“If the authorities don’t stop the invasion, we 
will.” 


Lucinda Castro, a medical student in Mexico 
City, has 247 acres of land in Sonora in her name. 
“My father bought it 10 years ago and spent 


six cleaning the salty soil and digging up rocks in 
order to make it produce. We’re not going to 
allow the lazy peasants to take it from us,” she 
said. 


Peasant leaders claim that much of the land 
is in the hands of absentee landowners. 
Restriction Avoided 
Mexican law prohibits any one person from 
holding more than 247 acres, but peasant leaders 
claim that families put excess acreage in the 
names of their wives, children, brothers, sisters 
and other relatives to get around the law. 


According to government statistics, of 350,882 
acres in the Yaqui Valley privately owned, 12% of 
these proprietors are not yet 16 years old, and 
11% are between 16 and 20. 
Statistics and promises by the government 
are of little consolation, however, to peasants 
who earn as little as 80 cents a day when they can 
find work. 


“Since the massacre of the peasants, they 
won't give work to us organized farmhands,” said 
Olegario Perez, 27, He was one of the 300 
peasants who invaded a ranch in the Yaqui 
Valley. 


“ My grandfather fought in the revolution, 
looking for a piece of land that he never got,” said 
another peasant from the Yaqui Valley, Tomas 
Jimenes. “I’ll keep on looking for a plot, and I’ll 
go off to another revolution in order to get it.” 


Henry Wallace Said 
Truman Small Man 
IOWA C m '. Iowa (AP) - 
Former Vice fResident Henry 
Wallace called former President 
Harry Truman “a small oppor­ 
tunistic man” and compared J. 
Edgar Hoover to Nazi Gestapo 
chief Heinrich Himmler. 
The characterizations were 
made in the 42-volume diary of 
the former vice president, un­ 
sealed Tuesday on the 10th an­ 
niversary of his death. 
The 
University of Iowa 
library, which has custody of the 
diary, released exerpts from the 
volumes giving Wallace’s 
characterizations of some of his 
contemporaries. 
Truman “ is a small man of 
limited background who wants 
to do the right thing,” Wallace 
wrote following a meeting 
between the two in August 1944. 
The meeting came after the 
Democratic convention where 
then-Vice President Wallace was 
dropped 
as Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt’s running mate. 
“ He is a small opportunistic 


man, a man of good instincts 
but, therefore, probably all the 
more dangerous,” Wallace said 
of Truman. “ As he moves out 
more in the public eye. he will 
get caught in the webs of his own 
making.” 
At another date, Wallace 
wrote that he had heard on 
“good authority” that FBI direc­ 
tor Hoover continually had 
columnist 
Drew 
Pearson 
followed. 
“ Hoover 
specializes 
in 
building up a file against the 
various public figures and es­ 
pecially against the columnists,” 
Wallace wrote.

Site Picketing 
Filibuster Ended 
Washington (AP) — The

passed Wednesday. 
The legislation, which has 
been before Congress for 25 
years, has been passed by the 
House.

Public Broadcasting 
Called Male Bastion 
Washington (UPI) — Federal­ 
ly financed public broadcasting 
employs far too few women 
either behind the scenes or on 
the air - in such programs as 
“ Sesame Street,” the Corpora­ 
tion for Public Broadcasting said 
Tuesday in a report on its own 
performance. 
A 141-page report com­ 
missioned by the CPB described 
the corporation as largely a male 
bastion, with few women in 
positions of corporate power and 
with men dominating the broad­ 
cast shows as well. It rated 
“ Sesame Street,” the popular 
educational program, as the 
most male-dominated children’s 
show of all. 
Caroline Isber, director of the 
CPB’s National Task Force on 
Women, said there was a “con­ 
sistent pattern” of de facto job 
segregation against women 
throughout the industry, 
although the discrimination may 
not have been deliberate. 
“ They seem to be conducting 
job segregation,” she said, 
“ Nobody really thought about 
the issue. 
“ We found overwhelming 
evidence of the existence of per­ 
vasive underrepresentation of 
women throughout the public 
broadcasting industry, both in 
employment and in program 
content.” 
Donald R. Quayle, senior CPB 
vice president for broadcasting, 
said the CPB board agreed with 
the study's findings and had 
ordered remedial steps. An in­ 
itial report is due in three 
months. 
# 
Quayle said the CPB did not 


have control over local program­ 
ming or employment, but would 
“attempt to persuade the rest of 
the industry',” to follow the 
recommendations for employ­ 
ment of more females. 
The 
study 
e x am in ed 
nationwide public radio and 
television programs for the week 
of Jan. 19-25 this year, as well as 
employment statistics at both 
national and local levels. 
It show ed 69% of the 
ch a rac te rs in c h ild re n s’ 
programs for that week were 
male and 31 per cent were 
female. 
“ ‘Sesame Street’ had the 
smallest proportion of females 
and ‘C arrascolen d as’ the 
largest,” it said. 
It said 78% of “ Sesame 
Street” characters, including 
puppets, were male, as were 
more than 87% of announcers 
and narrators on the program 
In adult television program­ 
ming, which included such 
events as a presidential news 
conference, captioned ABC 
news, and “ America,” ®>% of 
those who appeared were men. 
Females fared slightly better in 
adult radio, with men com­ 
prising 77% of the participants. 
The report said women held 
less than 30% of all jobs in 
public broadcasting and were 
not likely to hold a top executive 
position. Most were found in 
secretarial and clerical jobs. 
Figures also showed less than 
20% of governing boards of 
public television stations were 
women. On the CPB board 
itself, only 3 of the 15 spots are 
held by women.

Terrorists Take Credit 
For Sabotaging Meters 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
The New World Liberation 
Front, which has taken respon­ 
sibility fur numerous terrorist 
bombings in recent months, 
c laims a new target — the city ’s 
parking meters. 


Police said Tuesday they were 
investigating the group’s claim 
that it poured liquid steel into 
the locks of several hundred 
parking meters in retaliation for 
a recent ticket-writing spree by 
officers. 
The ticket blitz was prompted 
by police anger at voters for 
passing several antipolice 
propositions in the Nov. 4 elec­ 
tion. 
“ They got 400 to 500 meters, 
including a bunch m front of 
police headquarters,” said of­ 
ficer Bob Lenzis. “ You can’t 
prove who did it, but it does 
appear to be retaliation for all 
the tickets. 


“ Luckily the substance used 
wasn’t too good, and we hope to 
have the meters hack in opera­ 


tion in a few days," Lenzis said. 
The liberation front, which is 
under investigation by the FBI 
for more than 20 bombings in 
the San Francisco Bay area in re­ 
cent months, made their claim 
in a communique delivered to 
news media Monday. The com­ 
munique was signed by the 
“ Training Unit, Peoples Forces, 
New World Liberation Front.” 
It read in part; 


“ U the San Francisco police 
who are acting like pigs and 
harassing the people for voting 
‘no confidence’ do not cease 
their activities immediately, we 
will attempt to sabotage every 
parking meter in San Francisco, 
with the assistance of the 
hundreds or thousands of sisters 
and brothers who are tired 
enough with being pushed 
around by the pigs to start 
fighting back.” 


During one day of the blitz, 
police wrote 1,434 parking 
tickets, more than triple their 
dailv average.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The staff of a Senate 


committee said Tuesday that the FBI waged a 
campaign against the late Rev. Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr., including sending a letter which King in- 
terpreted as a suggestion he commit suicide. 


The campaign to destroy King's influence also 


included the planting of 16 electronic bugs and 
eight wiretaps and an effort to hand pick and 
promote a successor to him as the nation's most 
influential black leader, committee lawyers said. 


The disclosures came as the top lawyers of the 


Senate Intelligence Committee detailed FBI ef- 
forts to investigate, infiltrate and discredit 
thousands of persons in groups ranging from the 
Ku Klux Klan and the Communist party to the 
women's liberation movement. 


Chief counsel F.A.O. Schwarz HI and minority 


counsel Curtis Smothers said the full extent of the 
bureau's activities may never be known because 
most of director J. Edgar Hoover's personal files 
were destroyed shortly after his death in 1972. 


The staff lawyers gave the most complete ac- 


count to date of the FBI's counterintelligence, or 
Comtel programs, which were aimed at disrup- 
ting the personal lives of members of alleged 
terro st, radical or new left groups by causing 
them to lose their jobs, fight among themselves 
or be arrested by local police. 


They documented several attempts at 


destroying the marriages of such persons through 
anonymous letters written by FBI agents. 


In the case of King, Smothers testified that a 


draft of the anonymous letter his wife received 
was found at FBI headquarters hi the file of depu- 
ty director William Sullivan. 


They said Sullivan maintains the draft letter 


was planted in his files by persons attempting to 
discredit him. 


But they added the FBI does not dispute its 


authorship of the letter or the fact it was 
delivered to King. 


King received the letter just 34 days before he 


was to receive' the Nobel Peace Prize in 1965, an 
event which Schwarz said generated intense FBI 
efforts to find information to discredit King. 


Schwarz said the letter "includes materials the

Schwarz said later the material sent King with 


the letter was a tape recording gathered by illegal 
and improper electronic bugs and telephone taps 
containing information embarassing to King. 
Other sources said the information was of a 
nature that could be used to blackmail King. 


No senator or staff member would disclose the 


nature of the information, and one senator said 
the committee was trying not to create a situation 
in which the purpose of the FBI to discredit King 
might actually be realized. 


The letter read in part: 
"King, there is only one thing left for you to do. 


You know what it is. You have just 34 days hi 
which to do. (This exact number has been 
selected for a specific reason.) It has definite 
practical significance. You are done. There is but 
one way out for you." 


The rest of the letter was not read because of 


privacy reasons, the lawyers said. 


They said King himself interpreted the letter as 


a clear suggestion that he commit suicide. 


Smothers read from FBI memos in which he 


said the bureau outlined its objective of taking 
King "off his pedestal and reducing him com- 
pletely in influence." 


The bureau earmarked a man of its own 


choosing, a person who was not a civil rights 
leader, to take King's place as "a new national 
Negro leader." 


Schwarz and Smothers later declined to identify 


the person concerned, saying that he asked to re- 
main anonymous. 


That person was never told by the FBI of the 


role some proposed he play and was "shocked 
and astonished" when committee staff members 
relayed the information to him, Smothers said. 


A former FBI agent, meanwhile, told the 


Dr. King 


House Intelligence Committee across the Capitol 
that he believes he was asked to help the FBI try 
to prevent the election of black Rep. Andrew 
Young, D-Ga., in 1972. 


Arthur Murtagh told the House committee his 


supervisor in the FBI Atlanta bureau told him 
Washington wanted him to obtain samples of 
Young's handwriting. 


Murtagh said he refused and told the super- 


visor, "I knew damned well it was going to be 
used in an unrecorded counterintelligence opera- 
tion to destroy Mr. Young's chances of getting 
elected to the House of Representatives." 


In other testimony, a New Jersey contractor 


said he reported plans for an assault on the 
Camden, N.J., draft office in 1971 to the FBI and 
asserted that the FBI turned him into a 
provocateur to encourage the raid. 


Robert Hardy said he tried to get the FBI to 


stop the raid in advance but instead said 100 FBI 
agents were brought into the area to wait for the 
event. 


He asserted that the FBI told him "that the 


new orders had come directly from the little 
White House in California." 


The, House committee's chairman, Rep. Otis G. 


Pike, D-N.Y., disclosed that an FBI report shows 
either a telephone call or some other communica- 
tion to Pike's administrative assistant was in- 
tercepted by the FBI apparently in 1972. 


Deputy associate FBI director James B. 'Adams 


listened to Pike's account and told the chairman 
he had never heard of the incident and knew 
nothing about it. 


Adams later told the committee that the FBI 


does not use agent provocateurs to entrap people 
into committing crimes but conceded it does'per- 
mit people so inclined to commit crimes on their 
own.

voting to shut down the nation's 
only antiballistic-missile system, 
the Senate passed a defense ap- 
propriation bill Tuesday that is 
$8.3 billion below what Presi- 
dent Ford requested.

$112.6 billion for national 
defense during the 15 months 
that began July 1. The House 
voted $111.8 billion. 


The bill now goes to a Senate- 


House conference which will 
work out a compromise between 
the two versions, which differ on 
more than 200 points. 


The ABM had been approved 


in 1969 after much debate and 
was supposed to be the ultimate 
defense against the Soviet 
Union.

$568 million from the spending 
bill. The specific cuts would 
have been made by the Pen- 
tagon. 


— Agreed by voice vote to 


phase out the federal subsidy to 
military commissaries — the 
food stores available to military 
personnel and retirees where 
costs average 23% less than 
those available to civilians. 


The huge appropriation bill 


was passed by the Senate in vir- 
tually the same form as it 
emerged from the Armed Ser- 
vices Committee. 


Except for the 569-million cut 


in the subsidy for commissaries, 
the only spending cut was 
removal of $5.6 million the com- 
mittee had included for flight 
testing of the Enforcer aircraft. 


The committee had restored 


funds cut by the House for the 
Trident submarine missile 
system, the SAM-D air-defense 
missile system and for the 


AWACS airborne 
warning 


system. 


The Senate panel slashed $114 


million that the House had voted 
for research on the Bl bomber 
but agreed with the House on a 
$132.8-million appropriation for 
the F18 lightweight Navy fighter 
plane. 


The Senate bill includes $90.78 


billion for the current fiscal 
year, which began on July 1, and 
$21.8 billion for the three-month 
transitional period ending Oct. 1 
1976.

"No Nations Cited 


Washington - The State Department has reported to 


Congress that it has cited no foreign nations for gross 
violations of human rights because it found "no adequate- 
ly objective way" of distinguishing which countries 
engaged in more reprehensible violations than others.

irrigation from $320 million to $1.7 billion a year 
and has initiated price supports for agricultural 
products. 


However, the bloody confrontations con- 


tinue. 


Last May in the state of Hidalgo just north of 


Mexico City, peasants who had seized land am- 
bushed authorities who had come to remove 
them. Seven policemen and six men the peasants 


property over to the peasants. 


In a small village in southern Mexico several 


months ago peasants attacked a landowner in the 
main plaza and hacked him to death with 
machetes. 
, 


In Mexico City, peasants unable to make a 


living in the countryside are squatting on private 
property. Police at times persuade them to move 
by pulling down their cardboard and scrap 
lumber shanties at night. 


An agrarian reform researcher with the 


University of Mexico, Rodolfo Stavenhagen, says 
agrarian reform has failed to lift peasants from 
poverty. Instead, the program has "transformed 
itself into an organism of political control and has 
spread corruption," he said in an interview. . 


The Mexican government has distributed 220 


million acres of land to two millin peasants in the 


last half century. Some of the land is dry and sun- 
scorched desert. 
. 


In Sonora, where seven peasants were killed, 


there are 31,486 legal actions by peasants against 
2,422 private holdings of up to 250 acres each. 


Some of the claims are so entangled in dozens 


of years of buying, selling and of one person 
taking land from another at the point of a gun 
that no one probably ever could determine the 
rightful owner. 


Some peasants feel that the only way to get 


land is to take it. 


"They killed one of my sons and wounded 


two others," said Juan Tera who went to the 
Yaqui Valley five years ago looking for a piece of 
land. "But we are not going to abandon the fight. 


"We have rights to the land and at least to a 


piece of the meat the land barons throw to their 
dogs." 


Landowners Determined 


The landowners are just as determined to 


hold onto their land. 


"I have worked the land all my life," said one 


rancher in the spacious living room of his home in 
Ciudad Obregon in Sonora. 


"If the authorities don't stop the invasion, we 


will." 


Lucinda Castro, a medical student in Mexico 


City, has 247 acres of land in Sonora in her name. 


"My father bought it 10 years ago and spent 


six cleaning the salty soil and digging up rocks in 
order to make it produce. We're not going to 
allow the lazy peasants to take it from us," she 
said. 


Peasant leaders claim that much of the land 


is in the hands of absentee landowners. 


Restriction Avoided 


Mexican law prohibits any one, person from 


holding more than 247 acres, but peasant leaders 
claim that families put excess acreage in the 
names of their wives, children, brothers, sisters 
and other relatives to get around the law. 


According to government statistics, of 350,882 


acres in the Yaqui Valley privately owned, 127o of 
these proprietors are not yet 16 years old, and 
11 % are between 1C and 20. 


Statistics and promises by the government 


are of little consolation, however, to peasants 
who earn as little as 80 cents a day when they can 
find work. 


"Since the massacre of the peasants, they 


won't give work to us organized farmhands," said 
Olegario Perez, 27. He was one of the 300 
peasants who invaded a ranch in the Yaqui 
Valley. 


"My grandfather fought in the revolution, 


looking for a piece of land that he never got," said 
another peasant from the Yaqui Valley, Tomas 
Jimenes. "I'll keep on looking for a plot, and I'll 
go off to another revolution in order to get it." 


Henry Wallace Said 
Truman Small Man 


IOWA CITY, Iowa (AP) - 


Former Vice President Henry 
Wallace called former President 
Harry Truman "a small oppor- 
tunistic man" and compared J. 
Edgar Hoover to Nazi Gestapo 
chief Heinrich Himmler. 


The characterizations were 


made in the 42-volume diary of 
the former vice president, un- 
sealed Tuesday on the 10th an- 
niversary of his death. 


The University of Iowa 


library, which has custody of the 
diary, released exerpts from the 
volumes giving Wallace's 
characterizations of some of his 
contemporaries. 


Truman "is a small man of 


limited background who wants 
to do the right thing," Wallace 
wrote following a meeting 
between the two in August 1944. 
The meeting came after the 
Democratic convention where 
then-Vice President Wallace was 
dropped as Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's running mate. 


"He is a small opportunistic 


man, a man of good instincts 
but, therefore, probably all the 
more dangerous," Wallace said 
of Truman. "As he moves out 
more in the public eye,-he will 
get caught in the webs of his own 
making." 


At another date, Wallace 


wrote that he had heard on 
"good authority" that FBI direc- 
tor Hoover continually had 
columnist Drew 
Pearson 


followed. 


"Hoover 
specializes in 


building up a file against the 
various public figures and es- 
pecially against the columnists," 
Wallace wrote. 


She's Happy 
Helen Zuckerman Dia- 


mond, 49, of Skokie, HL, 
smiles happily after getting 
the news that she inherited 
$100,000 from her Aunt 
Rose, who she hasn't heard 
from'since the 1940s. Rose 
Zuckerman died at 88 last 
December in a New York 
apartment, and attorneys 
had been trying to find her 
heir ever since.

House. It would allow unions to 
picket an entire construction site 
in a dispute with one subcontrac- 
tor.

Public Broadcasting 
Called Male Bastion 


and Thurs. 9 to 9; other days 9 to 5:30 


Washington (UPI) — Federal- 


ly financed public broadcasting 
employs far too few women 
either behind the scenes or on 
the air- in such programs as 
"Sesame Street," the, Corpora- 
tion for Public Broadcasting said 
Tuesday in a report on its own 
performance.' 
-A 141-page report com- 
missioned by the CPB described 
the corporation as largely a male 
bastion, with few women in 
positions of corporate power and 
with men dominating the broad- 
cast shows as well. It rated 
"Sesame Street," the popular 
educational program, as the 
most male-dominated children's 
show of all. 


Caroline Isber, director of the 


CPB's National Task Force on 
Women, said there was a "con- 
sistent pattern" of de facto job 
segregation against women 
throughout the industry, 
although the discrimination may 
not have been deliberate. 


"They seem to be conducting 


job segregation," she said, 
"Nobody really thought about 
the issue. 


"We found overwhelming 


evidence of the existence of per- 
vasive underrepresentation of 
women throughout the public 
broadcasting industry, both in 
employment and in program 
content." 


Donald R. Quayle, senior CPB 


vice president for broadcasting, 
said the CPB board agreed with 
the study's findings and had 
ordered remedial steps. An in- 
itial report is due in three 
months.

Quavle said the CPB did not 


have control over local program- 
ming or employment, but would 
"attempt to persuade the rest of 
the industry," to follow the 


• recommendations 
for employ- 


ment of more females. 


The 
study 
examined 


nationwide public radio and 
television programs for the week 
of Jan. 19-25 this year, as well as 
employment statistics at both 
national and local levels. 


It showed 69% of the 


characters in childrens' 
programs for that week were 
male and 31 per cent were 
female. 


'"Sesame Street' had the 


smallest proportion of females 
and 'Carrascolendas' the 
largest," it said. 


It said 78% of "Sesame 


Street" characters, Including 
puppets, were male, as were 
more than 87% of announcers 
and narrators on the program. 


In adult television program- 


ming, which included such 
events as a presidential news 
conference, captioned ABC 
news, and "America," 85% of 
those who appeared were men. 
Females fared slightly better in 
adult radio, with men com- 
prising 77% of the participants. 


The report said women held 


less than 30% of all jobs in 
public broadcasting and were 
not likely to hold a top executive 
position. Most were found in 
secretarial and clerical jobs. 


Figures also showed less than 


20% of governing boards of 
public television stations were 
women. On the CPB board 
itself, only 3 of the 15 spots are 
held by women.

Terrorists Take Credit 
For Sabotaging Meters 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


The New World Liberation 
Front, which has taken respon- 
sibility for numerous terrorist 
bombings in recent months, 
claims a new target — the city's 
parking meters. 


Police said Tuesday they were 


investigating the group's claim 
that it poured liquid steel into 
the locks of several hundred 
parking meters in retaliation for 
a recent ticket-writing spree by 
officers. 


The ticket blitz was prompted 


by police anger at voters for 
passing several antipolice 
propositions in the Nov. 4 elec- 
tion. 


"The}' got W to 600 meters. 


including a bunch in front of 
police headquarters," said of- 
ficer Bob Lenzis. "You can't 
prove who did it, but it does 
appear to be retaliation for afl 
the tickets. 


"Lurkily the substance used 


wasn't too good, and we hope to 
have the meters back in opera- 


tion in a few days," Lenzis said. 


The liberation front, which is 


under investigation by the FBI 
for more than 20 bombings in 
the San Francisco Bay area in re- 
cent months, made their claim 
in a communique delivered to 
news media Monday. The com- 
munique was signed by the 
"Training Unit, Peoples Forces, 
New World Liberation Front" 
It read in part: 


"If the San Francisco police 


who are acting like pigs and 
harassing the people for voting 
'no confidence' do not cease 
their activities immediately, we 
will attempt to sabotage every 
parking meter in San Francisco, 
with the assistance of the 
hundreds or thousands of sisters 
and brothers who are tired 
enough with being poshed 
around by the pigs to start 
fighting back." 


During one day of the blitz, 


police wrote 1.434 parking 
tickets, more than triple their 
dailv average.

WASHINGTON - Deep 
within the Central Intelligence 
Agency, locked in one of its 
super-secret, three-way com­ 
bination safes, is the story of an 
illegal operation. 
It was a CIA farce, an exercise 
in domestic deviltry, a Mack 
Sennett comedy come true. It 
was called Project Mudhen. 
I was the villain in this bit of 
CIA hilarity. It began over nfy 
access to information which the 
CIA had intended for the Presi­ 
dent not for me. 
The CIA's top snoops were 
particularly upset over a series 
of columns I wrote in late 
December, 19 71. The most 
urgent of them warned that the 
Soviets had threatened to in­ 
tercept a naval task force, which 
the U.S. had sent into the Bay of 
Bengal during the India- 
Pakistan war. 
In another column, I wrote 
that the strongman we were 
backing in Cambodia, Lon Nol, 
was “a sick man, both physically 
and mentally.” U.S. officials 
were worried, I reported, about 
his “ haphazard, out-of-channel 
and ill-coordinated conduct of 


military operations.” 


I also wrote a Christmas Eve 
column, describing in discomfor­ 
ting detail the threat to the 
peace in the Holy Land. 
☆

☆ 
Not long after the New Year, 
the CIA began a search for my 
sources. A staggering total of 1,- 
566 CIA employes were grilled, 
without a single confession or 
clue. 
Finally, on Feb. 15, 19 72, the 
CIA out of sheer desperation 
placed me under surveillance. 
Twenty CIA heavies, laden with 
binoculars, walkie-talkies, secret 
cameras and other James Bond 
paraphernalia, followed me 
around the country and 
photographed people entering 
my office. 
Three stakeout cars were 
strategically deployed around 
my house, like a scene from a TV 
mystery, ready to tail me 
whichever direction I headed. 
These 
cloak-and-dagger 
routines happen to violate the 
law, which restricts the CIA to 
foreign operations. The CIA is 
also supposed to chase spies, not 


newspaper columnists. 
Project Mudhen, therefore, 
became one of the CIA’s deep, 
dark secrets, in the same 
category as assassinations, 
b u r g la r ie s 
and 
o th er 
extrajudicial doings. 


The project got its code name, 
I presume, because the mudhen 
is noted for rooting around In the 
mud and for its obstreperous 
clacking when riled. But I am 
mystified by the personal code 
name assigned to me, “Brandy,” 
since I am a notorious teetotaler. 
☆

☆ 
For the next few weeks, I was 
accompanied far and near by my 
CIA shadows. They rushed with 
me on March 15 to catch the 
shuttle plane to Newark, N.J., 
where some conspiratorial- 
looking youths hustled me into a 
car and drove me along 
backroads to South Orange. 
But my CIA escorts were dis­ 
appointed. The circuitous route 
was taken to avoid traffic. For 
all their breathless trailing, they 
got to hear me deliver a lecture 
at Seton Hall University. 
The situation became more 


hilarious when CBS chose this 
same period to film a TV report 
on my activities for the show, 
“Sixty Minutes.” For several 
days, CBS cameramen followed 
me around, with the CI^ 
cameramen, presumably, not far 
behind. The result must have 
been a bewildering ring-around- 
a-rosy. 
But for the CIA, the most 
traumatic event occurred on 
March 17 when I had a luncheon 
meeting with the then CIA direc­ 
tor, Richard Helms, at the 
Madison Hotel in Washington. 
Helms’ purpose was to persuade 
me to drop certain lines of in­ 
quiry that might create security 
problems. 


But this required him to 
explain, unhappily, what secret 
national applecarts might be up­ 
set. At P roject Mudhen, 
therefore, the forthcoming en­ 
counter was viewed with grave 
alarm. The CIA, assuming I 
might do unto them as they were 
doing unto me, feared I would 
come to the luncheon rigged up 
with concealed bugging equip­ 
ment. 


I am not privy to what elec­ 
tronic countermeasure the CIA 
took, except that it was 
elaborate. Apparently, Helms 
was rigged with sophisticated 
electronic equipment capable 
e ith e r 
of d e te ctin g 
or 
neutralizing my non-existent 
recording device. A CIA techni­ 
cian, I understand, manned the 


dials in a nearby mobile unit or 
hotel room. 


At the appointed hour, Helms 
faced me across the table, confi­ 
dent of his superior wattage. 
Relaxed and unfettered, he 
made an effective pitch, and I 
agreed to cooperate. 
By late March, strategic 


sources tipped me off that I was 
being followed and helpfully 
provided me with the license 
numbers of the stakeout cars. I 
unleashed my nine children to 
initiate their own surveillance of 
the surveillants. My junior 
sleuths not only located the cars 
but photographed them. 
On April 3,19 72, the men with 
binoculars ceased their vigil, 
perhaps demoralized by the 
co u n te rsn o o p in g of my 
Katzenjammer paparazzi. 
Meanwhile, back at the CIA, 
the gumshoes were able to state 
categorically that my sources 
were located either in the State 
Department, or the National 
Security Agency, or the Defense 
Intelligence Agency, or the 
Naval Intelligence Command. 
Mudhen thus exonerated the 
CIA and narrowed down the 
field of suspects to about half the 
U.S. intelligence community. 


Will a similar extravanganza 
discover the source of today s 
column? Watch out, CIA! The 
kids on my block are ready for 
you.

Mayor Helen Boosalis’ appointments 
to the newly created Police Review Board 
were confirmed Monday on split votes by 
the City Council, illustrating further the 
ongoing controversy surrounding some 
aspects of police-community relations. 


The division between council members 
was rendered insignificant, however, by 
the meaningless obstructionism of Coun- 
cilmen Steve Cook and Bob Sikyta who said 
since they opposed creation of the board in 
the first place, they couldn’t vote to fill the 
seats. They voted against all seven ap­ 
pointments. Lincolnites might well ques­ 
tion the reasoning behind those negative 
votes. The Police Review Board is a fact. 
Are Sikyta and Cook fulfilling their duty to 
represent their constituents by blindly 
voting against each and every appointment 
to a board which will function despite their 
votes against it several weeks ago? Respon­ 
sibility, in our opinion, requires council 
members to pass independent judgment on 
each mayoral appointment’s fitness to 
serve regardess of whether or not the coun­ 
cil members believe the post is needed. 


Although he still seems to be uncon­ 
vinced of the mayor s right of appointment 
and apparently feels the council should 
share that right equally with the mayor. 
Councilman Richard Baker nevertheless 
offered the only reasonable opposition to 
the review board appointments. Baker 
questioned the geographic and socio­ 
economic mix of the seven Boosalis ap­ 


pointees, suggested the appointments (six 
of the seven are Democrats) were tinged 
with a partisan bias and voiced concern 
that those named might be “ anti-police.” 
We thinfc Baker’s charge that Boosalis 
didn’t supply enough information on the 
appointees’ backgrounds was phony and 
his assertions that the panel does not repre­ 
sent a cross-section of the community and 
that it is “ anti-police” are unfounded, but 
we do believe that Baker is taking the 
matter of reviewing appointments serious­ 
ly. Baker is still caught in a bad attitude 
trap, however, and, if past debates are any 
clue, in it with him are Sikyta and Cook. 
The bad attitude, or perception, is that 
anyone who is not mindlessly pro-police, 
who does not believe that the police can do 
no wrong, must be violently anti-police. 


In Lincoln that is not true. There are 
many, many people in Lincoln who are 
objective about the performance of law en­ 
forcement agencies and we have enough 
confidence in Mayor Boosalis s judgment 
that she has found such people. The mayor 
has not tried to “ stack” the police review 
board. Neither strongly anti-police nor un­ 
questioning pro-police people should be on 
the panel. People who tend to open- 
m in d e d n e ss 
sh o u ld 
c o m p rise 
its 
membership. 


It all boils down to the same basic 
point: 
A good police department has 
nothing to fear from the review of responsi­ 
ble citizens. 


Th e Hig h e st Sta n d a rd 


President Ford has made up his initial 
list of prospective nominees to Justice 
William 0 . Douglas’ seat on the U S, 
Supreme Court. He possibly will add other 
names to it before sending one name to the 
Senate for confirmation. 


As speculation over Douglas’ successor 
conUnues, it is well to consider what New 
York Times columnist Anthony Lewis 
wrote on this page Tuesday. 


“ . . . there is no formula for choosing 
justices except to seek excellence,” Lewis 
wrote. “ President Ford was right when he 
said, last month, that presidents usually try 
to choose ‘somebody that has a somewhat 
similar political 
philosophy.’ 
But that 
attempt often miscarries, and the political 
advantage to be gained is trivial. 


“ The credit that history has given to 
presidents for their nominees to the 
Supreme Court has usually been not for 
doctrine but for wisdom and character.” 


The standard which ultimately should 
prevail for the benefit of the people who 
are affected by the court’s rulings is 
excellence. Too many times — once is real­ 
ly too often—presidents of either party 
have ignored the highest standard in 
choosing a member of the highest court. 
Short-term political gain has been more im­ 
portant than quality. 


Judge Carswell’s unsuccessful nomina­ 
tion was to be expected from the likes of 
Richard Nixon. It will be interesting to see 
which standard his successor uses.

General Assembly’s approval of 
a resolution declaring that 
Zionism “ is a form of racism and 
racial discrimination” is only the 
latest in a series of votes 
demonstrating that American in­ 
fluence in the world organization 
has deteriorated over the years. 
At its birth jn 1945, the United 
Nations had 51 member coun­ 
tries. Today there are 142, the 
great majority of which are 
Third World, developing, or non- 
aligned countries. 


In tb$ early days of the U.N., 
the United States could usually 
count on other non-communist 
members for support in Uje 
General Assembly. Today, on 
the other hand, the 100-odd less- 
developed member countries 
often vote in opposition to the

that. The Soviet government has 
been so hopelessly mired in 
political cynicism for so long 
that one has come to take it for 
granted. Criticizing it would be 
as pointless as criticizing a 
dinosaur afloat in mud. But 
rehabilitating Hitlerism — sure­ 
ly there were some things they 
would not do. 
There weren't. We may sup­ 
pose there aren’t.

In this case, Russian policy 
was dictated by desire to play 
the regular fellow with the Arab, 
as well as the so-called “ Third- 
World ” states which are 
becoming the arbiters of inter­ 
national moral conduct.

A curiosity of the Soviet 
government is its utter inability 
to be embarrassed. It has the 
true cynic’s indifference to 
public exposure of its own 
hypocrisy. Trudging about the 
earth championing the freedom 
of oppressed peoples, it deports 
or imprisons its own people for 
attempting to exercise free 
expression. 
Throughout the Watergate 
catastrophe in Washington, so 
long as it appeared that Nixon, 
with whom it was doing 
profitable business, might sur­ 
vive, it printed and broadcast 
nothing of what was going on. 
After Nixon’s removal, it used 
the squalor revealed in the 
Watergate hearings as text to 
denounce the United States for a 
police state. 


It was shocked — it was ap­

palled — to discover that the 
American government had been 
conducting 
w ire-tapping, 
bugging, burglaries, character

Imagine A1 Capone denoun­ 
c e Jersey City for harboring 
corrupt politicians. It is the sort 
of thing the Soviet government 
does regularly without even a 
wink. 


Now, in addition to leading its 
client states down to the haber­ 
dasher to fit anti-Semitism out in 
a fancy new suit, it paused at the 
visa office to forbid Andrei 
Sakharov to leave the country to 
collect his Nobel Peace Prize. 


Sakharov has misbehaved. He 
has criticized the Soviet govern­ 
ment. The Soviet government, 
however, always has a better 
explanation of why beastliness is 
the best policy. Sakharov’s 


request to travel is refused for 
security reasons. He is a nuclear 
physicist. 


In the same way it will in 
other arenas have other 
explanations for endorsing anti- 
Semitism. Henry Kissinger, who 
is not entirely without cynicism 
himself, doubtless understands 
these without having them ar­ 
ticulated. 


“ The General Assembly,” 
Moscow might say. “ What does 
it amount to? A cave of wind­ 
bags with no more divisions than 
the Pope. A place for Banana 
republics to puff themselves up, 
give themselves airs, let off 
steam and pass ridiculous 
resolutions. 


“ It is like being stuck in a 
downpour with a garrulous, 
opinionated cab driver. One 
nods, agrees, humors him 
without listening, then goes 
about his business. The General 
Assembly — it amounts to 
nothing finally.” 


What it will be telling the 
Arabs, of course, is something 
quite different. Like &U the great 
political opportunists, it tells the 
audience whatever it wants to 
hear. 


One can speak of it this way 
outside the Soviet Union without 
annoying it in the least. 
Criticizing it from without is like 
sticking pins in a rhinoceros.

United States and other western 
industrial powers. 


The situation is deeply distur­ 
bing to American officials. “ The 
future of the United Nations is 
clouded,” Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger said in an ad­ 
dress to the Institute of World 
Affairs in Milwaukee on July 14. 
. . Troubling trends have 
appeared in the General 
Assembly and some of its 
specialized agencies. Ideological 
confrontation, bloc voting and 
new attempts to manipulate the 
charter to achieve unilateral 
ends threaten to turn the United 
Nations into a weapon of 
political warfare rather than a 
healer of political conflict and a 
promoter of human welfare.”

The General Assembly’s only 


functions are to discuss, to 
study, to recommend and to call 
world attention to problems and 
recommended solutions. It has 
no authority to commit U.N. 
members to direct action. That 
power resides in the Security 
Council, of which the United 
States is one of the five perma­ 
nent members. 


The council’s principal duties 
are to investigate Underbox 
situations, to mediate disputes 
between nations, to determine 
when a threat to peace exists, to 
call on members to apply 
economic sanctions and — most 
significant of all — to take 
military action. Security Council 
decisions require the affirmative 
votes of at least nine of the 15 
members, Including those of all 
five permanent members. Any 


one of the five thus may veto a 
council decision. 


In certain circumstances, it is 
possible to sidestep a Security 
Council veto. The American- 
sponsored “ Uniting for Peace” 
resolution, adopted by the 
General Assembly in 19 50, 
provided that if exercise of the 
veto power prevented the 
Security Council from taking ac­ 
tion to maintain peace, the 
assembly might be called into 
emergency session on 24 hours’ 
notice — at the request of any 
seven members of the Security 
Council or a majority of the 
m em bers of the General 
Assembly — to make recommen­ 
dations for collective security ac­ 
tion. 


The main purpose of the 
resolution was to provide a way 


of neutralizing any Soviet veto of 
a U.N. peacekeeping operation. 
It is entirely possible, however, 
that the resolution will some day 
be invoked in response to an 
American veto of such a venture.

Meanwhile, the Third World 
countries no doubt will continue 
to throw their weight around in 
the General Assembly and tram­ 
ple on American toes in the 
process. The question is whether 
the United States, which con­ 
tributes more money to the U.N. 
than any other country, will suf­ 
fer such treatment in silence or 
attempt some form of reprisal. 
In any event, it is clear that the 
days of American dominance in 
the United Nations have passed 
and are unlikely ever to return.

The city fathers have declared 
war on the paradox once more, 
vowing to rid the area of its 
massage parlors, of book stores 
that flaunt glossy, graphic sex, of 
pimps, of prostitutes and of 
movie theaters that screen 
bizarre sexual couplings. 
Although administrations have 
come and gone with unkept 
vows to clean up Times Square, 
Mayor Abraham D. Beame says 
that this time, with the 
Democratic National Convention 
due in July, the campaign will 
work. 
“ We realize it's going to be dif­ 
ficult,” says Deputy Mayor Paul 
Gibson, who is in charge of the 
crackdown. “ We realize we’re 
going to have a lot of problems.” 
The deputy mayor himself 
says he doubts Times Square will 
ever be totally free of sleazy 
doings. But, he continues, “ We 
certainly can* reduce the impact 
they have on the area.” 
Its habitues are sanguine. 
Says one bookseller who admits 
to 75 pornography arrests since 
1970: “ The vast majority will 
stay." 
Another bookseller who has 
survived multiple arrests says 
the campaign is a waste of time 
and money. 
“ I don’t kill people. I don’t 
make movies — none of that 
nonsense,” he says. 
“ No one 
gets hurt over here.” 


But according to the 
Broadway Association, the 
League of New York Theaters 
and Producers and City Hall, 
people do indeed get hurt, peo­ 
ple like the six salesmen waiting 
forlornly in their empty haber­ 
dashery just yards from a movie 
marquee trumpeting “ the ul­ 
timate porno trip.” 
“ It’s the concentration that’s 
damaging, and I'm talking from 
a business viewpoint, not a 
moral viewpoint,” says real es­ 
tate speculator Seymour Durst, 
chairman of the Broadway 
Association. 


Nowhere is that concentration 
more evident than on 42nd 
Street, throbbing with the in­ 
candescent glitter of one tawdry’ 
movie theater after another. A 
half-century ago, this street gave 
Broadway's Great White Way its 
brilliance. 
Now it is a street of sin, per­ 
fumed with pizzerias, lined with 
burly houses, pornographic book 
stores and a blaze of tourist- 
trapping shops. 
Shuffling 
streams of humanity pass by, 
eyeing the shadowy figures, 
male and female, slouched in 
doorways, retailing easy sex. 
“ Anyone who expects we re 
going to eliminate prostitution is

on the problem” and that the ef­ 
fort will be sustained. 
No one is promising any 
miracles. 
“ You can’t expect it to be 
done quickly,” says the 
Broadway Association’s Durst, 
whose land assembling once 
found him the embarassed 
owner of a prostitution hotel. 
“ It's taken 20 years to reach this 
condition, and it will take a long 
time'to recover from it.” 
Police Inspector Milton 
Schwartz, whose command in­ 
cludes Times Square, says it's 
not that dangerous now and 
cleaning up what he calls its 
"visual pollution” is not a high 
priority with him. 


Considering the number of 
persons who pass through the 
area, he adds, “ the chance of 
being mugged there is almost 
nil.” 
What about legalizing prostitu­ 
tion and creating a special "red 
light’’ zone for prostitutes, 
massage parlors, dirty book 
stores and porno movie houses 
— a zone like the “ boys’ towns” 
in many Mexican border cities or 
Boston’s Combat Zone? 
For the time being, the city 
says, no, it won’t consider 
legalizing prostitution or setting 
aside a red-light district. 
The deputy mayor and the 
mayor’s assistant say such 
measures create as many 
problems, political and legal, as 
they might solve. They say that 
New Yorkers, despite their 
reputation, are pretty moral and 
don’t want to legalize prostitu­ 
tion.

WASHINGTON - Deep 


within the Central Intelligence 
Agency, locked In one of Its 
super-secret, three-way com- 
bination safes, is the story of an 
illegal operation. 


It was a CIA farce, an exercise 


in domestic deviltry, a Mack 
Sennett comedy come true. It 
was called Project Mudhen. 


! was the villain in this bit of 


CIA hilarity. It began over niy 
access to information which the 
CIA had intended for the Presi- 
dent, not for me. 


The CIA's top snoops were 


particularly upset over a series 
of columns I wrote in late 
December, 1971. The most 
urgent of them warned that the 
Soviets had threatened to in- 
tercept a naval task force, which 
the U.S. had sent into the Bay of 
Bengal during the India- 
Pakistan war. 


In another column, I wrote 


that the strongman' we were 
backing in Cambodia, Lon Nol, 
was "a sick man, both physically 
and mentally." U.S. officials 
were worried, I reported, about 
his "haphazard, out-of-channel 
and ill-coordinated conduct of 


military operations." 


I also wrote a Christmas 


column, describing in discomfor- 
ting detail the threat to the 
peace in the Holy Land. 
ft ft £ 


Not long after the New Year, 


the CIA began a search for my 
sources. A staggering total of 1,- 
566 CIA employes were grilled, 
without a single confession or 
clue. 


Finally, on Feb. 15,1972, the 


CIA out of sheer desperation 
placed me under surveillance. 
Twenty CIA heavies, laden with 
binoculars, walkie-talkies, secret 
cameras and other James Bond 
paraphernalia, followed me 
around the country and 
photographed people entering 
my office. 


Three stakeout cars were 


strategically deployed around 
my house, Uke a scene from a TV 
mystery, ready to tail me 
whichever direction I headed. 


These cloak-and-dagger 


routines happen to violate the 
law, which restricts the CIA to 
foreign operations. The CIA is 
also supposed to chase spies, not 


newspaper columnists. 


Project Mudhen, therefore, 


became one of the CIA's deep, 
dark secrets, In the same 
category as assassinations, 
burglaries 
and 
other 


extrajudicial doings. 


The project got its code name, 


I presume, because the mudhen> 
is noted for rooting around in the 
mud and for its obstreperous 
clacking when riled. But I am 
mystified by the personal code 
name assigned to me, "Brandy," 
since I am a notorious teetotaler.

For the next few weeks, I was 


accompanied far and near by my 
CIA shadows. They rushed with 
me on March 15 to catch the 
shuttle plane to Newark, N.J., 
where some conspiratorial- 
looking youths hustled me into a 
car and drove me along 
backroads to South Orange. 


But my CIA escorts were dis- 


appointed. The circuitous route 
was taken to avoid traffic. For 
all their breathless trailing, they 
got to hear me deliver a lecture 
at Seton Hall University. 


The situation became more 


hilarious-when. CBS chose this 
same period to film a TV report 
on my activities for the show, 
"Sixty Minutes." For several 
days, CBS cameramen followed 
me around, with the CIA 
cameramen, presumably, not far 
behind. The result ,must have 
been a bewildering ring-around- 
a-rosy. 


But for the CIA, the most 


traumatic event occurred on 
March 17 when I had a luncheon 
meeting with the then CIA direc- 
tor, Richard Helms, at the 
Madison Hotel in Washington. 
Helms' purpose was to persuade 
me to drop certain lines of in- 
quiry that might create security 
problems. 


But this required him to 


explain, unhappily, what secret 
national applecarts might be up- 
set. At Project Mudhen, ,• 
therefore, the forthcoming en- 
counter was viewed with grave 
alarm. The CIA, assuming I 
might do unto them as they were 
doing unto me, feared I would 
come to the luncheon rigged up 
with concealed bugging equip- 
ment. 


I am not privy to what elec- 


. tronlc countermeasure the CIA 
took, except that it was 
elaborate. Apparently, Helms 
was rigged with sophisticated 
electronic equipment capable 
either of detecting or 
neutralizing my non-existent 
recording device. A CIA techni- 
cian, I understand, manned the 


dials in a nearby mobile unit or 
hotel room. 


At the appointed hour, Helms 


faced me across the table, confi- 
dent of his superior wattage. 
Relaxed and unfettered, he 
made an effective pitch, and I 
agreed to cooperate. 


By late March, strategic 


sources tipped me off that I was 
being followed and helpfully 
provided me with the license 
numbers of the stakeout cars. I 
unleashed my nine children to 
initiate their own surveillance of 
the surveillants. My junior 
sleuths not only located the cars 
but photographed them. 


On April 3,1972, the men with 


binoculars ceased their vigil, 
perhaps demoralized by the 
countersnovoping 'of my 
Katzenjammer paparazzi. 


Meanwhile, back at the CIA, 


the gumshoes were able to state 
categorically that my sources 
were located either in the State 
Department, or the National 
Security Agency, or the Defense 
Intelligence Agency, or the 
Naval Intelligence Command. 
Mudhen thus exonerated the 
CIA and narrowed down the 
field of suspects to about half the 
U.S. intelligence community.

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Mayor Helen Boosalis' appointments 


to the newly created Police Review Board 
were confirmed Monday on split votes by 
the City Council, illustrating further the 
ongoing controversy surrounding some 
aspects of police-community relations. 


The division between council members 


was rendered insignificant, however, by 
the meaningless obstructionism of Coun- 
cilmen Steve Cook and Bob Sikyta who said 
since they opposed creation of the board in 
the first place, they couldn't vote to fill the 
seats. They voted against all seven ap- 
pointments. Lincolnites might well ques- 
tion the reasoning behind those negative 
votes. The Police Review Board is a fact. 
Are Sikyta and Cook fulfilling their duty to 
represent their constituents by blindly 
voting against each and every appointment 
to a board which will function despite their 
votes against it several weeks ago? Respon- 
sibility, in our opinion, requires council 
members to pass independent judgment on 
each mayoral appointment's fitness to 
serve regardess of whether or not the coun- 
cil members believe the post is needed. 


Although he still seems to be uncon- 


vinced of the mayor's right of appointment 
and apparently feels the council should 
share that right equally with the mayor, 
Councilnian, Richard Baker nevertheless 
offered the only reasonable opposition to 
the review board appointments. Baker 
questioned the geographic and socio- 
economic mis of the seven Boosalis ap- 


pointees, suggested the appointments (six 
of the seven are Democrats) were tinged 
with a partisan bias and voiced concern 
that those named might be "anti-police." 
We think Baker's charge that Boosalis 
didn't supply enough information on the 
appointees' backgrounds was phony and 
his assertions that the panel does not repre- 
sent a cross-section of the community and 
that it is "anti-police" are unfounded, but 
we do believe that Baker is taking the 
matter of reviewing appointments serious- 
ly. Baker is still caught in a bad attitude 
trap, however, and, if past debates are any 
clue, in it with him are Sikyta and Cook. 


The bad attitude, or perception, is that 


anyone who is not mindlessly pro-police, 
who does not believe that the police can do 
no wrong, must be violently anti-police. 


In Lincoln that is not true. There are 


many, many people in Lincoln who are 
objective about the performance of law en- 
forcement agencies and we have enough 
confidence in Mayor Boosalis's judgment 
that she has found such people. The mayor 
has not tried to "stack" the police review 
board. Neither strongly anti-police nor un- 
questioning pro-police people should be on 
the panel. People who tend to open- 
mindedness should comprise its 
membership. 


It all boils down to the same basic 


point: A good police department has 
nothing to fear from the review of responsi- 
ble citizens.

President Ford has made up his initial 


list of prospective nominees to Justice 
William 0. Douglas' seat on the U.S. • 
Supreme Court. He possibly will add other 
names to it before sending one name to the 
Senate for confirmation. 


As speculation over Douglas' successor 


continues, it is well to consider what New 
York Times columnist Anthony Lewis 
wrote on this page Tuesday. 


"... there is~no formula for choosing 


justices except to seek excellence," Lewis 
wrote. "President Ford was right when he 
said, last month, that presidents usually try 
to choose 'somebody that has a somewhat 
similar political philosophy.' But that 
attempt often miscarries, and the political 
advantage to be gained is trivial. 


"The credit that history has given to 


presidents for their nominees to the 
Supreme Court has usually been not for 
doctrine but for wisdom and character." 


The standard which ultimately should 


prevail for the benefit of the people'who 
are affected by the court's rulings is 
excellence. Too many times — once is real- 
ly too often—presidents of either party 
have ignored the highest standard in 
choosing a member of the highest court. 
Short-term political gain has been more im- 
portant than quality. 


Judge CarswelTs unsuccessful nomina- 


tion was to be expected from the likes of 
Richard Nixon. It will be interesting to see 
which standard his successor uses.

American Status In U.N. Slipping 


United States and other western 
industrial powers. 


The situation is deeply distur- 


bing to American officials. "The 
future of the United Nations is 
clouded," Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger said in an ad- 
dress to the Institute of World 
Affairs in Milwaukee on July 14. 
". . . Troubling trends have 
appeared in the General 
Assembly and some of its 
specialised agencies. Ideological 
confrontation, bloc voting and 
new attempts to manipulate the 
charter to achieve unilateral 
ends threaten to turn the United 
Nations into a weapon of 
political warfare rather than a 
healer of political conflict and a 
promoter of human welfare." 


. 
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The General Assembly's only 


functions are to discuss, to 
study, to recommend and to call 
world attention to problems and 
recommended solutions. It has 
no authority to commit U.N. 
members to direct action. That 
power resides in the Security 
Council, of which the United 
States is one of the five perma- 
nent members. 


The council's principal duties 


are to investigate tinderbox 
situations, to mediate disputes 
between nations, to determine 
when a threat to peace exists, to 
call on members to apply 
economic sanctions and — most 
significant of all — to take' 
military action. Security Council 
decisions require the affirmative 
votes of at least nine of the 15 
members, including those of all 
five permanent members. Any 


one of the five thus may veto, a 
council decision. 


In certain circumstances, it is 


possible to sidestep a Security 
Council veto. The American- 
sponsored "Uniting for Peace" 
resolution, adopted by the 
General Assembly in 1950, 
provided that if exercise of the 
veto power prevented the 
Security Council from taking ac- 
tion to maintain peace, the 
assembly might be called into 
emergency session on 24 hours' 
notice — at the request of any 
seven members of the Security 
Council or a majority of the 
members of the General 
Assembly—to make recommen- 
dations for collective security ac- 
tion. 


The main purpose of the 


resolution was to provide a way 


of neutralizing any Soviet veto of 
a U.N. peacekeeping operation. 
It is entirely possible, however, 
that the resolution will some day 
be invoked in response to an 
American veto of such a venture.

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Meanwhile, the Tnkd World 


countries no doubt will continue 
to throw their weight around in 
the General Assembly and tram- 
ple on American toes in the 
process. The question is whether 
the United States, which con- 
tributes more money to the U.N.

Square: a paradox of por- 
nography amid a plenty of 
restaurants and cultural 
pastimes, a center of vice at the 
crossroads of New York, the 
place where the New Year 
begins on everybody's TV set. ' 


They're going to try to clean it 


up — again. 


The city fathers have declared 


war on the paradox once more, 
vowing.to rid the area of its 
massage parlors, of book stores 
that flaunt glossy, graphic sex, of 
pimps, of prostitutes and of 
movie theaters that screen, 
bizarre sexual couplings. 


Although administrations have 


come and gone with unkept 
vows to clean up Times Square, 
Mayor Abraham D. Beame says 
that this time, with the 
Democratic National Convention 
due in July, the campaign will 
work.. 


"We realize it's going to be dif- 


ficult," says Deputy Mayor Paul 
Gibson, who is in charge of the 
crackdown. "We realize we're 
going to have a lot of problems." 


The deputy mayor himself 


says he doubts Times Square will 
ever be totally free of sleazy 
doings. But, he continues, "We 
certainly can* reduce the impact 
they have on the area." 


Its habitues are sanguine. 


Says one bookseller who admits 
to 75 pornography arrests since 
1970: "The vast majority will 
stay."

-doorways, retailing easy sex.

"Unless faith is restored; it 
is going to be a long, hard 
winter." 


Chairman Gerald Schoenfeld 


of the Shubert organization, ac- 
tive in'the Broadway Association 
and the theater group, concurs: 


"When you have an unhealthy 


environment, not only are we 
affected, but the whole city is 
affected. The whole city is vic- 
tim." 


Prodded mainly by real estate 


interests arid the theater, which 
foresook its earlier ostrich 
stance, the city has obtained a 
$432,000 federal- grant to fight 
the problem. 


Its two-pronged attack, which 


began last month, would 
eliminate litter and close down 
undesirable operations by 
building a record against them 
as public nuisances. 


This is being done through a 


team of fire, building,.electrical 


and health inspectors who 
repeatedly 
visit sleazy 


operations with a police officer 
to detect violations and in that 
way build a public nuisance case. 


The city will hold hearings 


Wednesday on a proposed zoning 
ordinance that would classify 
legitimate massage operations as 
physical culture establishments. 


They would be allowed in 


Times Square only if they meet 
the standards of a nationally 
recognized ..sports institution or 
if they, are to be situated in a 
community facility or hotel with 
more than 200 rooms. New ones 
would be prohibited for a year. 


Additionally, Baumgarten is 


seeking passage of a new an-, 
tiloitering law. The old one was 
declared unconstitutional last 
year. 


"The1 legislature has been 


either unwilling or unable to 
focus on the problem, and that's 
where it belongs," he says. 


The zoning ( and the an- 


tiloitering proposals are said by 
legal experts to be on. shaky 
ground and to face constitutional 
challenges if enacted. 


Part of the financially 


strapped city's strategy has been 
to encourage the community's 
participation. Some groups are 
buying sidewalk vacuums, and 
one private source is giving the 
city 5150,000 for each of the next 
three years for midtown 
enhancement. 


Nor is participation solely 


economic. A citizens' advisory 
panel is being formed to monitor 
the effectiveness of the cleanup 
campaign. 


Will Times Square ever be free 


of its prostitutes, its pimps and 
its pornography? 


"I doubt if that time will ever 


come, but... we're going to be 
able to contain it all over the 
city,'" says Deputy Mayor Gib- 
son. 


The reason, he says, is that the 


city has made "a conscience ef- 
fort to coordinate whatever 
resources we can bring to bear 


on the problem" and that the ef- 
fort will be sustained. 


No one is promising any 


miracles. 


• "You can't expect it to be 
done quickly," 
says the 


Broadway Association's Durst, 
whose land assembling once 
found him the embarassed 
owner of a prostitution hotel. 
"It's taken 20 years to reach this 
condition, and it will take a long 
time to recover from it." 


Police Inspector Milton 


Schwartz, whose command in- 
cludes Times Square, says it's 
not that dangerous now and 
cleaning up what he calls its 
"visual pollution" is not a high 
priority with him. 


Considering the number of 


persons who pass through the 
area, he adds, "the chance of 
being mugged there is almost 
nil." 
, 


What about legalizing prostitu- 


tion and creating a special "red 
light" zone for prostitutes, 
massage parlors, dirty J]ook 
stores and porno movie houses 
— a zone like the "boys' towns" 
in many Mexican border cities or 
Boston's Combat Zone? 


For the time being, the city 


says, no, it won't consider 
legalizing prostitution or setting 
aside a red-light district. 


The deputy mayor and the 


mayor's assistant say such 
measures create as many 
problems, political and legal, as 
they might solve. They say that 
New Yorkers, despite their 
reputation, are pretty moral and 
don't want to legalize prostitu- 
tion.

You must make 
an application to the Commissioner of Patents in Washington, D.C. 
The application must include plans of your invention. There is a $65 
filing fee and a $100 final fee if the patent is granted. The process is 
sufficiently complex that it is usually handled by a patent attorney. 
The Omaha center is sending you the government pamphlet 
"Questions and Answers About Patents" that gives a detailed 
explanation. Other readers can obtain a free copy by writing to 
Federal Information Center, 215 No. 17th St., Omaha.

Washington — For most Americans, World 
War II ended on Aug. 15,1945. Though the United 
States would send troops into foreign battle twice 
in the next 30 years it would never return to the 
war footing of the early 1940s. Now an 11-month 
congressional investigation of the nation’s in­ 
telligence agencies has disclosed that for the spies 
and counerspies, World War II never really 
ended. 
On May 21, 1940, in the face of the armed 
might of Germany and Japan, President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt issued a secret memorandum to the 
attorney general stating that he believed elec­ 
tronic surveillance would be proper under the 
Constitution where “grave matters involving the 
defense of the nation” existed. 
He authorized the attorney general, and thus 
the FBI, “to secure information by listening 
devices (directed at) the conversation or other 
communications of persons suspected of subver­ 
sive activities against the government of the 
United States, including spies.” 
It was drastic action, but a world war 
loomed. 
Truman Carried It On 
With a signature scribbled on a letter from 
his attorney general, Tom C. Clark, President 
Harry S. Truman carried the practice into 
peacetime in July 1946. Clark had told the presi­ 
dent that there was “an increase in subversive ac­ 
tivities.” 
The FB I used this authority for 24 years of 
tagging and wiretapping without a court order. It 
placed some 6.000 wiretaps and 1,800 secret 
microphones. Since the microphones were usual­ 
ly put on private premises, each placement con­ 
stituted a break-in. The current attorney general, 
Edward H. Levi, has gently dubbed them 
“ trespassory microphone surveillances.” 


The wiretapping and bugging were sharply 
reduced in the mid-1960s. FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover was one of those who noticed the political 
atmosphere had changed. 
Cables are not a dissimilar case. During 
World War II the military censored every 
overseas communication leaving or entering the 
United States, It was war, and every serviceman 
knew that his letter or telegram was probably 
going to be read by someone else. 
Cable Copies Turned Over 
In 1947, two years after the war ended, James 
V. Forrestal, then secretary of defense, per­ 
suaded the three major cable companies to give 
the government secretly copies of overseas cables 
of certain targets of foreign intelligence. 
Presumably the targets were Soviet bloc nations. 
Between 1947 and 1975 this practice, 
expanded and abetted by technology, enabled the 
National Security Agency to monitor virtually 
every overseas cable communication. Inter­ 
national telephone calls have also been 
eavesdropped upon. Members of the Senate 
Select Committee on Intelligence, which has been 
investigating the practice, believe the entire 
operation violates the Fourth Amendment of the 
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Constitution and sections of the Federal Com­ 
munications Act. 
Mail opening, another wartime practice that 
brought few outcries, was secretly continued by 
the FBI and the Central Intelligence Agency for 
two decades after World Wr II. 
The men who manned U.S. intelligence agen­ 
cies from the days of the Berlin airlift to the an­ 
tiwar riots by and large believed that the nation 
was in an undeclared conflict with Soviet com­ 
munism. 
Men Died In Cold War 
“ You know there was a cold war,” one 
retired CIA intelligence officer remarked in a re­ 
cent interview. “I know, I fought in it and my 
friends died in it.” 
The various intelligence agencies have, in 
general, relied upon what they believed to be the 
president’s powers to suspend civil liberties in 
national emergencies as the justification for their 
domestic surveillance programs, Indeed, the 
wiretap law of 1968, which ran into constitutional 
problems in the courts, set out this proposition. 
“ Nor shall anything contained in this chapter 
be deemed to limit the constitutional power of 
the President to take such measures as he deems 
necessary to protect the United States against the 
overthrow of the government by force or other 
unlawful means, or against any other clear and 
present danger to the structure or existence of the 
government.” 
Ths was the atmosphere in 1968 as cities 
burned in racial rioting and antiwar groups par­ 
ticipated in civil disturbance. 
Both Presidents Lyndon B Johnson and 
Richard M. Nixon pressed the intelligence agen­ 
cies to find out if civil disturbance was secretly 
supported by the Russians. The cold war was 
clearly still on. 
But Is U.S. Still In War? 
There are indications that next year, when 
the Senate and House debate new laws for the in­ 
telligence agencies, a significant part of the issue 
will be whether in this time of detente the United 
Still is still in a war. 
At one point in a recent public hearing, Sen. 
Frank Church of Idaho, the Democratic chairman 
of the intelligence committee, posed one 
position: 
“I think we should recognize the distinction 
between war and peace, and it poses the question 
whether this country in peacetime wants to live 
always under the customs of war,” 
Sen. John G. Tower of Texas, the Republican 
vice chairman, quickly responded with the other 
side: 
“ I think to make a fine distinction on a 
matter of war and peace ignores the fact that we 
are confronted in this world by a very powerful 
adversary that would not hesitate to resort to 
military means to achieve its political objectives 
... we are in effect in a war of sorts . . . ” 
Church believes the Senate can write legisla­ 
tion curbing the internal powers of the in­ 
telligence agencies without reducing their effec­ 
tiveness. If the Senate cannot, and Tower’s 
analysis is correct, the United States will be in a 
perpetual war.

Bus ine s s e s Allowe d To Solic it 
Politic a l Mone y From Employ e s 


WASHINGTON (APi - The 
Federal Election Commission 
voted Tuesday to permit cor­ 
porations to solicit political con­ 
tributions from among their 
employes. 
By a 4-2 vote, the com­ 
missioners said companies may 
support the election campaigns 
of candidates for Congress or 
president, as long as the money 
comes from voluntary employe 
contributions. 
The FEC said in a final opi­ 
nion, however, “ that there is in 
the best mtentioned plans a 
potential for coercion which is 
inherent in the employment 
relationship and which may be 
triggered by solicitation of 
employes by or on behalf of an 
employer.” 
The commission acted in 
response to a request from Sun 
Oil Corp., which sought to con­ 
tinue administering and paying 
the costs of organizing a political 
fund.

The FEC said in its opinion 
that within each company, “no 
superior should solicit a subor­ 
dinate.” 
The commissioners also said 
each worker should be told the 
purpose of any political fund for 
which he is solicited. The 
employe should also be in­ 
formed of his right to refuse to 
contribute "without reprisal of 
any kind,” the FEC said. 


In a closely related issue, the 


FEC also said corporations may 
establish and pay for the ad­ 
ministration of nonpartisan bank 
accounts into which their 
employes would deposit political 
contributions to candidates of 
their choosing 
The contributions would be 
automatically deducted from the 
paychecks of workers who 
signed up to participate.

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For Spies, World War II 
Never Come To An End

Washington — For most Americans, World 


War H ended on Aug. 15,1945. Though the United 
States would send troops into foreign battle twice 
in the next 30 years it would never return to the 
war footing of the early 1940s. Now an 11-month 
congressional investigation of the nation's in- 
telligence agencies has disclosed that for the spies 
and counerspies, World War n never really 
ended. 


On May 21, 1940, in the face of the armed 


might of Germany and Japan, President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt issued a secret memorandum to the 
attorney general stating that he believed elec- 
tronic surveillance would be proper under the 
Constitution where "grave matters involving the 
defense of the nation" existed. 


He authorized the attorney general, and thus 


the FBI, "to secure information by listening 
devices (directed at) the conversation or other 
communications of persons suspected of subver- 
sive activities against the government of the 
United States, including spies." 


It was drastic action, but a world war 


loomed. 


Truman Carried It On 


With a signature scribbled on a letter from 


his attorney general, Tom C. Clark, President 
Harry S. Truman carried the practice into 
peacetime in July 1946. Clark had told the presi- 
dent that there was "an increase in subversive ac- 
tivities." 


The FBI used this authority for 24 years of 


bugging and wiretapping without a court order. It 
placed some 6,000 wiretaps and 1,800 secret 
microphones. Since the microphones were usual- 
ly put on private premises, each placement con- 
stituted a break-in. The current attorney general, 
Edward H. Levi, has gently dubbed them 
"trespassory microphone surveillances." 


The wiretapping and bugging were sharply 


reduced in the mid-1960s. FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover was one of those who noticed the political 
atmosphere had changed. 


Cables are not a dissimilar case. During 


World War II the military censored every 
overseas communication leaving or entering the 
United States. It was war, and every serviceman 
knew that his letter or telegram was probably 
going to be read by someone else. 


Cable Copies Turned Over 


In 1947, two years after the war ended, James 


V. Forrestal, then secretary of defense, per- 
suaded the three major cable companies to give 
the government secretly copies of overseas cables 
of certain targets of foreign intelligence. 
Presumably the targets were Soviet bloc nations. 


Between 1947 and 1975 this practice, 


expanded and abetted by technology, enabled the 
National Security Agency to monitor virtually 
every overseas cable communication. Inter- 
national telephone calls have also been 
eavesdropped upon. Members of the Senate 
Select Committee on Intelligence, which has been 
investigating the practice, believe the entire 
operation violates lie Fourth Amendment of the 


Constitution and sections of the Kecierai Com- 
munications Act. 


Mail opening, another wartime practice that 


brought few outcries, was secretly continued by 
the FBI and the Central Intelligence Agency for 
two decades after World Wr II. 


The men who manned U.S. intelligence agen- 


cies from the days of the Berlin airlift to the an- 
tiwar riots by and large believed that the nation 
was in an undeclared conflict with Soviet com- 
munism. 


Men Died In Cold War 


"You know there was a cold war," one 


retired CIA intelligence officer remarked in a re- 
cent interview. "I know. I fought in it and my 
friends died in it." 


The various intelligence agencies have, in 


general, relied upon what they believed to be the 
president's powers to suspend civil liberties in 
national emergencies as the justification for their 
domestic surveillance programs. Indeed, the 
wiretap law of 1968, which ran into constitutional 
problems in the courts, set out this proposition. 


"Nor shall anything contained in this chapter 


be deemed to limit the constitutional power of 
the President to take such measures as he deems 
necessary to protect the United States against the 
overthrow of the government by force or other 
unlawful means, or against any other clear and 
present danger to the structure or existence of the 
government." 


Ths was the atmosphere in 1968 as cities 


burned in racial rioting and antiwar groups par- 
ticipated in civil disturbance. 


Both Presidents Lyndon B. Johnson and 


Richard M. Nixon pressed the intelligence agen- 
cies to find out if civil disturbance was secretly 
supported by the Russians. The cold war was 
clearly still on. 


But Is U.S. Still In War? 


There are indications that next year, when 


the Senate and House debate new laws for the in- 
telligence agencies, a significant part of the issue 
will be whether in this time of detente the United 
Still is still in a war. 


At one point in a recent public hearing, Sen. 


Frank Church of Idaho, the Democratic chairman 
of the intelligence committee, posed one 
position: 


"I think we should recognize the distinction 


between war and peace, and it poses the question 
whether this country in peacetime wants to live 
always under the customs of war.'' 


Sen. John G. Tower of Texas, the Republican 


vice chairman, quickly responded with the other 
side: 


"I think to make a fine distinction on a 


matter of war and peace ignores the fact that we 
are confronted hi this world by a very powerful 
adversary that would not hesitate to resort to 
military means to achieve its political objectives 
... we are in effect in a war of sorts ..." 


Church believes the Senate can write legisla- 


tion curbing the internal powers of the in- 
telligence agencies without reducing their effec- 
tiveness. If the Senate cannot, and Tower's 
analysis is correct, the United States will be in a 
perpetual war. 


Contributions Must Be Voluntary . . . 
Businesses Allowed To Solicit 
Political Money From Employes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Federal Election 
Commission 


voted Tuesday to permit cor- 
porations to solicit political con- 
tributions from among their 
employes. 


By a 4-2 vote, the com- 


missioners said companies may 
support the election campaigns 
of candidates for Congress or 
president, as long as the money 
comes from voluntary employe 
contributions. 


The FEC said in a final opi- 


nion, however, "that there is in 
the best intentioned plans a 
potential for coercion which is 
inherent in the employment 
relationship and which may be 
triggered by solicitation of 
employes by or on behalf of an 
employer." 


The commission acted in 


response to a request from Sun 
Oil Corp., which sought to con- 
tinue administering and paying 
the costs of organizing a political 
fund. 


Two dissenting com- 


missioners, Thomas Harris and 
Robert 0. Tiernan, said a cor- 
poration should be permitted to 
use funds from its treasury only 
to solicit stockholders for con- 
tributions. 


Long before creation of the 


commission, it had been illegal 
for corporations to tap their 
treasuries to make political con- 
tributions. Dozens of companies 
were taken to court by the 
Special Watergate Prosecutor's 


Rumsfeld 
Confirmed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate confirmed President 
Ford's choice of Donald 
Rumsfeld as the nation's new 
secretary of defense by a vote of 
93 to 2 Tuesday, 


Both senators casting negative 


voles, Jes.se Helms, R-N.C, and 
Hjchard Stone, D-Fla., said they 
were protesting the way Ford 
fired Defense Secretary Flames 
K SchJesmger 16 days earlier 
and replaced him with 
Rumsfeld, the White House 
chief of staff.

The FEC ruling allows com- 


panies to dip into their 
treasuries to administer political 
funds, which must be kept 
separate from the rest of their 
operations. 


Staff lawyers of the FEC had 


urged an end to employe 
solicitations. Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Richard L. Thomfaurgh had said 
the Justice Department 
probably would refuse to 
prosecute violations of the FEC 
ruling even if employe 
solicitations were declared il- 
legal. 


The FEC said in its opinion 


that within each company, "no 
superior should solicit a subor- 
dinate.'' 


The commissioners also said 


each worker should be told the 
purpose of any political fund for 
which he is solicited. The 
employe should also be in- 
formed of his right to refuse to 
contribute "without reprisal of 
any kind,'' the FEC said. 


In a closely related issue, the 


FEC also said corporations may 
establish and pay for the ad- 
ministration of nonpartisan bank 
accounts into which their 
employes would deposit political 
contributions to candidates of 
their choosing. 


The contributions would be 


automatically deducted from the 
paychecks of workers who 
signed up to participate.

An epileptic student has an attack. Another wheezes 
suddenly with bronchitis. A diabetic needs immediate atten­ 
tion — insulin or sugar9 
While teachers serve children's “ mental needs" every 
day, Richard C. Treadway believes Lincoln Public School 
students physical needs — especially in an emergency — are 
often overlooked. 
The Clinton Elementary teacher pointed out that his 
fellow professionals may be confronted with more than 
broken arms, sprains and puncture wounds in any school 
day, 
“There are quite a variety of things, especially in 
elementary school, that a teacher ought to be prepared to 
deal with," Treadway said. 
They also face youngsters' medical problems that could 
go unrecognized until a crisis, when quick action could save a 
life, he said. 
Since first aid training is rarely mandatory among 
teachers colleges, Treadway and Everett Junior High social 
studies teacher Rex J. Scott decided their Lincoln colleagues 
might want to get grounded in emergency health care. 
Treadway was an Army medic and Scott serves in the 
Nebraska National Guard 24th Medical company. They sur­ 
veyed Lincoln school secretaries, teachers and ad­ 
ministrators about student injuries and sudden sicknesses. 
The poll revealed "very unusual" unamity, Treadway 
said: 100% 
felt emergency health care training was 
“ necessary ” 
He explained that some schools, such as Arnold Elemen­ 
tary in extreme northwest Lincoln, are far away from am­ 


bulance services. And nurses aren't always on duty in every 
school building. 
Treadway said his “ eventual goal" is to help teachers 
and staff “fill the void when the nurse is gone." He and Scott 
worked with Betty Dillon, staff development director, and 
set up a nine-week emergency health care course that ends 
Nov. 24. 
Twelve staff members completed a basic Red Cross 
course and Nebraska Heart Association-sponsored CPR 
training. Cardio-pulmonary resuscitation addresses airway 
breathing and circulation — to help a choking child, for 
example. 
The staffers got how-to lectures from pediatricians, 
poison control, epilsepsy, bum and mobile heart team 
experts. 
Health services superviser Helen E. Weber and activities 
director Virgil Home will join Heart Association represen­ 
tatives and mental retardation experts next week in a “com­ 
munity sharing session" with the class. 
Some of the staffers are even writing health care plans 
for their schools, Treadway said. 
"We want them to know how to treat these things on a 
basic level, 
to erase fear of the unknown, he said. Such 
knowledge "could prevent serious injury later on." He and 
Scott are stressing prevention as well as basic treatment. 
The class may benefit not only kids but adults, Treadway 
noted, explaining that teachers as well as parents visiting 
schools could have heart attacks, for instance. 
The interest and time that the staff is devoting to 
emergency health care "does show that teachers care more 
about children than serving their only learning needs,” 
Treadway said.

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Polygamists To Build Backbone City 


Backbone, Utah (UPI) — With his covey of 13 young wives in 


tow, polygairust Alex Joseph and eight followers have abandoned 
their disputed southern Utah homesteads and moved down the 
road to build themselves a city 


"They won't let us be homesteaders so we're going to build a 


city and be city people," said Joseph as he headed for the town he 
has named Backbone (Backers, of the American Constitution to 
Build Our Nation's Energy) 


Joseph said Backbone will be located 11 miles west of Glen 


Canyon City and 16 miles south of the disputed homestead in 
Kane County 


The nine-person group tore down sheds, work shacks and 


trailers and packed them out of the Bureau of Land 
Managements Cottonwood Canyon, leaving behind about 100 
other homesteaders who are not covered by a federal judge's 
order to \acate the dusty, craggy canyon 


Joseph, a 39-year-old excommunicated Mormon who started 


his own church, said the group was leaving to show it wants to 
cooperate with the court, but he vowed to continue the fight to 
legitimize the homestead claims 


"We're trying to cooperate with the court in every way and 


vie always have,' said Joseph, his Indian-style braids pulled back, 
a pistol on his hip 


The exodus began as U S Atty Ramon Child sought a writ of 


assistance, which he described as "in the nautre of an eviction 
order" to send federal marshals to the Kane County homesteads 
to forcibly remove the squatters from the land 


Stephen Bryant, Joseph's attorney, said he had advised his 


clients to move because they can keep up the fight in court 
without actually living on the disputed land 


Joseph said" he has already built the Backbone Electric Co (a 


portable generator) and the Backbone Water Co (a water tank on 
the bed of a truck) and permanent houses and businesses will 
follow

the NFO admitting or denying 
the allegations" 


'1 he judge ordered the NFO to 


print a 600-word statement on 
the Iront page of the December 
issue of "NFO Reporter" out- 
lining the SEC lawsuit and 
explaining steps that can be 
taken, to collect back dues 


On aspect of the dispute over 


the NFO's financial condition is 
the question of whether back 
dues are collectible The SEC 
twice has tried to have a re- 
ceiver appointed for the NFO 


The SEC has contended that 


about $45 million is owed in back 
dues, and that only a small 
percentage can be collected 


The btdtement to be printed 


explains the duties of a receiver, 
says that the receiver may "con- 
tinue the dues collection effort, 
including lawsuits," if ap- 
pointed 


But the statement

members that "should Uie re-

And second, since E ast had 
shown u p with three diamonds 
and had to hav e fou r hearts for 
his two heart bid, it followed 
that E ast had only one clu b and 
the ten finesse was therefore 
bou nd to su cceed. 
It wou ld not hav e helped West 
to cov er the ten with the jack 
becau se, in that case, declarer 
wou ld hav e led a diamond to his 
nine and then finessed du m m y ’s 
sev en of clu bs. 
Note also that if Deery had 
carelessly led the deu ce of clu bs 
to the q u een at trick three, West 
cou ld later hav e m ade it im­ 
possible for declarer to score 
fiv e clu b tricks with proper 
defense.

To Your Good Health; 
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Egg Fancier Worries About Cholesterol 


By George C. Tbosteson, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 


this passion for eggs and have 
enjoyed eating a soft-boiled egg 
almost every day since I was 19. 
I am 30 now. I worry because I 
continue to hear that eggs may 
create a cholesterol problem. 


Presently, I am on a 


hypoglycemla diet on which 
there are other high-cholesterol 
foods. How dangerous is my egg 
eating? - Mrs. J. C. 


Unfortunately, a high-protein 


diet, which is usually 
recommended for control of 
hypoglycemia, may turn out to 
be one rather high in cholesterol, 
but there are ways to beat this. 


I wouldn't call your egg-a-day 


habit a "passion." But frying it 
in fat would boost the already 
high cholesterol content of your 
daily egg. As to your other high- 
protein, cholesterol-rich foods 
such as meat, there are corners 
to be cut. With meat, you can cut 
off those heavy trimmings of fat 
before cooking. Look for meat 
that is not heavily marbleized. 
' This will reduce the cholesterol-

to-weight ratio, and still give you 
the good protein value you want 
for your diet. 


I can't tell for sure, but I 


suspect from your letter that you 
already have a high cholesterol 
reading. With hypoglycemia and 
cholesterol problems existing 
together, it is well to investigate 
thyroid function. An underfunc- 
tioning thyroid can contribute to 
each. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 17 


years old, and I have developed a 
mild case of anorexia nervosa. 
I'm going through psychiatric 
treatment, and recently had a 
physical. My cholesterol is high 
and my thyroid is low. I have 
gained weight. 


I want to know the types of 


food to avoid, and what foods to 
eat. The doctor mentioned 
thyroid medication, then dis- 
carded the idea. — Miss L.S. 


What you have is loss of 


appetite caused by emotional 
states such as anger, fear, anxie- 
ty, and so on. 


It is encouraging that you have 


gained weight. This may be why 
your doctor has decided against 
use of thyroid medication for 
you. In anorexia nervosa there is 
usually a lowered metabolism 
rate (low thyroid function) and a 
heightened cholesterol level in 
the blood. Thyroid medication 
may be necessary to control 
these problems. In most cases of 
anorexia nervosa resumption of 
proper food intake removes the 
thyroid problem. 


As to your diet, your doctor 


should prescribe, but generally 


you want foods high in protein 
and vitamins.

Fires in the home have many 


causes. When fire strikes, do not 
risk a life. Call or send for help. 
Get persons out and away from 
the danger area immediately. 


The Nebraska Medical 


Association points out that 
smoke and heat are usually the 
killers, not flames. Develop a 
home fire drill and escape plan 
with a prearranged meeting 
place so you can have a head- 
count in emergency. 


Fires involving combustible 


materials like wood, paper or 
hay, should be cooled off. Use 
water. 


Grease, oil, paint or gasoline 


fires need to be smothered by 
shutting off the air. Stove-top 
grease fires can be put out with 
baking soda. 


Electricity or electrical equip- 


ment fires must be smothered 
using dry chemical, dioxide or 
vaporizing liquid. 


Ptyalism (TY-a-lism) gets its 


name from ptyalin, an enzyme 
present in saliva which begins 
the digestive process in the 
mouth with chewing. It breaks 
down starch particles, chiefly, 
The enzyme is present in the 
juices secreted into the mouth 
by three pairs of glands (parotid, 
submaxillary, and sublingual). 


Hypersecretion can stem from 


drugs or poisons (including 
tobacco and arsenic), or from 
local inflammation as in 
stomatitis. Nervous disorders 


such ,as migraine, motion 
sickness, tic douloureux, and 
others can be associated with it 
also. Denture material is often 
the irritant involved. 


There are anti-secretory drugs 


that can help alleviate the saliva- 
tion. Atropine is one, but it must 
be prescribed carefully and the 
patient supervised so that the 
opposite problem, undersecre- 
tion, does not occur. 


An alkaline mouthwash can 


help, too.

Twiehaus reco mmended that 
enro llment in the pro po sed 
scho o l be held to 100 students a 
y ear fo r a to tal student bo dy o f 
400 with abo ut 80 graduate 
students. 


‘Whenev er y o u get o v er 100 
students the quality o f the 
v eterinarians pro duced tends to 
dro p because o f a lack o f clinical 
material av ailable,” he said.

If we can t fund this, 
we better fo rget a co llege 
because this is peanuts co m­ 
pared to what that wo uld co st,” 
Marcum said. 
Sen, Schmit no ted that there 
was widespread suppo rt fo r a 
new c o lle ge to p ro d uce 
v eterinarians but little interest 
in increasing tax es to pay the 
co st.

“ The dry , windy weather has made the tall 
grass alo ng fence ro ws readily co mbustible. This 
po ssesses an o bv io us threat to no t o nly adjo ining 
fields, but also to liv esto ck and farm buildings,” 
Westo v er said. 
“ The Nebraska state fo rester’s o ffice is 
reminding farmers that so me electric fence 
chargers no w o n the market may fall belo w the 
sa fety standards set by U nderw riters 
Labo rato ries. These units hav e ex cessiv e 


amperage and duratio n o f charge, so their use in­ 
creases the chance o f fires starting fro m an elec­ 
tric fence,” Westo v er said. 


“ Farmers interested in purchasing a fence 
ch arg er are u rg ed 
to ch eck fo r th e Un d erwriters 
Labo rato ries seal befo re buy ing such a unit, 


Ano ther prev entio n measure wo uld be to 
perio dically mo w v egetatio n under the wire to en­ 
sure that it do esn’t co me in co ntact with the 
fence, he suggested.

Omaha (UPI) — The three majo r fo rces in 
American Beef Packers Inc. bankruptcy 
pro ceedings said Tuesday they ho ped ABP’s plan 
o f arrangement to pay credito rs ho lding so me $25 
millio n in debts co uld be co nfirmed by mid- 
December. 
The statement was issued fo llo wing a clo sed 
do o r meeting in Chicago between ABP, its 
mainline credito r, General Electric Credit Co rp., 
and the ex ecutiv e co mmittee o f the credito rs 
co m m ittee in A BP’s limited bankruptcy 
pro ceedings 
. 
General Electric Credit has agreed to finance 
a $3 6 .5 millio n new line o f credit fo r ABP, but 
so me credito rs hav e felt GECC was hestiating o n 
the o ffer. If ABP fails to o btain the GECC mo ney , 
the meatpacker wo uld be plunged into full 
bankruptcy . 
Ho wev er, the statement fro m the Chicago 
meeting said “ based upo n the clo sing o f pending 
sales o f the two ABP plants at Fo rt Mo rgan, 
Co lo ., and Co uncil Bluffs, Io wa, GECC and ABP 
are pro ceeding with the drafting o f agreements 
fo r a lo an sufficient to fund the ABP plan o f 
arrangement. 
“ It is ho ped the plan o f ABP can be co n­ 
firmed o n o r abo ut Dec. 15 ,” the statement read, 


“ and that the initial pay ment to credito rs can be 
made immediately thereafter,” 
The plan was to hav e been presented to 
Federal Bankruptcy J udge Dav id Crawfo rd in 
Omaha fo r appro v al Mo nday , but ABP and the 
credito rs co mmittee were granted a co ntinuance 
until No v 26 . Sev eral credito rs, including the at 
to rney fo r J . Go rdo n Ro berts, the largest un 
secured credito r, o bjected to the co ntinuances 
and asked fo r a full disclo sure to the bankruptcy 
co urt o f nego tiatio ns between ABP and GECC. 
The participants in the Chicago meeting were 
to repo rt back to Crawfo rd. 
ABP said Mo nday it had reached a $6 .4 
millio n sale agreement with the Kane-Miller 
Co rp , a New Yo rk-based div ersified fo o cl 
pro cessing firm, fo r its Beefland Internatio nal 
Inc. plant in Co uncil Bluffs. 
UPI learned Tuesday an estimated $5 -millio n 
sales agreement has been reached between ABP 
and a gro up o f Co lo rado cattle feeders fo r the 
purchase o f the Fo rt Mo rgan plant.

In this age of ballpoints, they were using quill pens and ink. And 


instead of recycled paper, they did their sums on slates with chalk. 


The fourth-graders from Mrs. Patty Russell's Eastridge School 


class were spending the day at the one-room Heritage School at the 
State Fairgrounds. 


The old District 113 schoolhouse, also known as Cunningham 


School, was transported intact from a site west of Wahoo earlier this 
summer. 


The students came prepared for their living lesson in history. 


Carrying lard lunch buckets (coffee cans with wire handles in disguise) 
and slate rags, the girls wore long pinafore-type dresses while the boys 
sported overalls, flannel shirts and jeans. 


The day's outing had been much anticipated by the youngsters. 


Several weeks' preparation in their own classroom gave them an idea 
of what to expect. And they behaved accordingly. 


First came a solemn flag-raising ceremony, complete with the 


Pledge of Allegiance and singing of "My Country 'Tis of Thee" before 
the students "filed into the cloakroom — girls ahead of boys. 


WASHING UP... with lye and lard soap. 


Heeding the "Silence is GoUen" rule hanging prominently on the 


front wall, the youngsters stifled the lively chatter of the open 
classroom atmosphere they'd just left behind. 


With folded hands and bowed heads, they reverently listened to a 


reading from the Scriptures — long since banned in present day- 
schools by a Supreme Court decision. 


But this was 1875 and the school-goers were caught up in the ritual 


of the time. 


Judy Lewis, Junior League volunteer school marm for the mor- 


ning, recited the rules to abide by. Students were to speak only when 
spoken to. A silence hung in the air. 


But a requirement of good posture, in these modern days of slouch 


and sprawl, sent a shuffle about the room as backs straightened and 
pairs of feet strained for flatness on the floor. 


Penmanship lessons had the 24 youngsters practicing push-pulls 


and ovals first on their slates and then in their copybooks with qujl 
pens and ink. Smudged pages and ink-stained fingers attested to the 
newness of the strange writing tools. 


McGuffey's Third Eclectic Reader provided the reading lesson for 


the day. Reading cursive print from the reprinted readers caused 
several students to pause as they stood up at the recitation bench for 
the oral lesson. 


Each time a student's raised hand was acknowledged, the 


youngster hopped to his or her feet by the side of the desk to recite the 
answer. 


"What happened in 1867 that's really important to the people of 


Nebraska?" Mrs. Lewis asked the class at the conclusion of the 
geography lesson. "The Louisiana Purchase?" one youngster ten- 
tatively queried, only to be corrected by an alert classmate. 


In order to pass the hygiene check before lunch-time, each of the 


students had to scrub his hands clean of ink stains and chalk dust. Lye 
and lard soap and a small wash basin made the job more fun than the 
perfunctory task at home. "Cleanliness is next to Godliness" reminded 
a well-placed sign in the schoolroom. 


Lunch and games were followed by a spelling bee, art and the 


reading of a story with a moral. Then it was flag-lowering time, and a 
last song before the youngsters hopped on the bus — a time capsule 
that would convey them back to modern days. 


The day's adventure, however, was hardly taken lightly by the 


youngsters. The combination of authentic environment and the strict 
curriculum totally absorbed the kids in a replay of the past. 


The unique outing will be experienced by most fourth and 


seventh-graders in the Lincoln school system, as well as by classes 
from surrounding areas. 


The success of the program has prompted a mini-classroom visit 


for afterschool youth groups. Arrangements can be made through 
Tana Warren, schoolroom aide for the year. 


Cooperating in the bicentennial venture are the Lincoln Public 


Schools, State Historical Society, Lincoln Junior League and State Fair 
Board, as well as the building's owners.

State Supreme Court Sets Hearing On 'Gag 


Omaha (AP) — Attorney s for a 
coalition of news-gathering 
organizations challenging a “gag 
order” imposed in the Erwin 
Charles Simants murder case 
have again asked the U.S. 
Supreme Court to stay the order 
which 
has restricted news 
coverage of the case. 
In th e 
m e a nt i m e , t h e 
Nebraska Supreme Court set a 
hearing nex t Tuesday on the 
order, say ing the issues indicate 
that oral arguments arc ad­ 
visable, and that “procedural 
due process requires that we not 
act summarily ." 
Simants, 29 , of Sutherland, is 
charged with slx counts of first- 
degree murder in connection 
with the deaths of slx members 


of a Sutherland family . 
Henry Kellie and five mem­ 
bers of his family were shot to 
death in K ellie’s Sutherland 
residence the night of Oct. 18. 
On Oct. 22, Lincoln County 
Judge Ronald Ruff imposed a 
“gag order” restricting news 
coverage of the case. 
The order was challenged in 
Lincoln County District Court, 
where Judge Hugh Stuart dis­ 
solved Ruff's order, but im­ 
posed one of his own. 
Newsmen then took their case 
to the Nebraska Supreme Court, 
which accepted jurisdiction. But 
when the state's highest court 
failed to act immediately in 
stay ing the gag, the coalition 
took its case to the U.S. Supreme 


C our t , causing the State 
Supreme Court to say it would 
delay its action until finding out 
whether the U.S. Supreme Court 
would accept jurisdiction. 


Late last week, U.S. Supreme 
Court Justice Harry Blackmun 
remanded the case to the Ne­ 
braska Court, temporarily let­ 
ting the order stand. 
But in sending the case back to 
Nebraska, Blackmun said the 
State Supreme Court should act 
promptly . 
In an 11-page opinion, Black­ 
mun said Stuart's order “ob­ 
viously imposes significant prior 
restraints on media reporting." 


However. 
Blackmun 
noted 


that the media may be prohibit­ 
ed from publishing information 
about trials if the restriction “is 
necessary to assure a defendant 
a fair trial. 
The latter sums up 
the contentions of both Stuart 
and Ruff in issuing their orders. 


Blackmun said that he would 
take jurisdiction of the case if 
the Nebraska Court does not act 
promptly . 
However, 
early 
Tuesday 
morning, before the Nebraska 
court said it would hold a hear­ 
ing, Omaha attorney Steve 
McGill, representing the news 
coalition, sent a telegram to 
Washington, again asking the 
U.S. Supreme Court to take ju­ 
risdiction and to stav the order. 


McGill cited the Nebraska 
court's apparent inaction in re­ 
newing the stay request. 
After learning that a hearing 
had been set nex t week, McGill 
said he sent a second telegram to 
Washington, informing the high 
court that the Nebraska court 
had set a hearing date. 


In a later, confirming letter to 
Francis J. Lorson, deputy clerk 
of the U.S. Supreme Court, 
McGill 
said 
George Turner, 
clerk of the Nebraska Supreme 
Court, advised him Monday

eachers Learn First Aid

An epileptic student has an attack. Another wheezes 


suddenly with bronchitis. A diabetic needs immediate atten- 
tion — insulin or sugar? 


While teachers serve children's "mental needs" every 


day, Richard C. Treadway believes Lincoln Public School 
students' physical needs — especially in an emergency — are 
often overlooked. 


The Clinton Elementary teacher pointed out that his 


fellow professionals may be confronted with more than 
broken arms, sprains and puncture wounds in any school 
day. 


"There are quite a variety of things, especially in 


elementary school, that a teacher ought to be prepared to 
deal with," Treadway said. 


They also face youngsters' medical problems that could 


go unrecognized until a crisis, when quick action could save a 
Me, he said. 


Since first aid training is rarely mandatory among 


teachers coHeges, Treadway and Everett Junior High social 
studies teacher Rex J. Scott decided their Lincoln colleagues 
might want to get grounded in emergency health care. 


Treadway was an Army medic and Scott serves in the 


Nebraska National Guard 24th Medical company. They sur- 
veyed Lincoln school secretaries, teachers and ad- 
ministrators about student injuries and sudden sicknesses. 


The poll revealed "very unusual" unamity, Treadway 


said: 100% felt emergency health care training was 
"necessary." 


He explained that some schools, such as Arnold Elemen- 


tary in extreme northwest Lincoln, are far away from am- 


bulance services. And nurses aren't always on duty in every 
school building. 


Treadway said his "eventual goal" is to help teachers 


and staff "fill the void when the nurse is gone." He and Scott 
worked with Betty Dillon, staff development director, and 
set up a nine-week emergency health care course that ends 
Nov. 24. 


Twelve staff members completed a basic Red Cross 


course and Nebraska Heart Association-sponsored CPR 
training. Cardio-pulmonary- resuscitation addresses airway 
breathing and circulation — to help a choking child, for 
example. 


The staffers got how-to lectures from pediatricians, 


poison control, epilsepsy, burn and mobile heart team 
experts. 


Health services superviser Helen E. Weber and activities 


director Virgil Home will join Heart Association represen- 
tatives and mental retardation experts next week in a "com- 
munity sharing session" with the class. 


Some of the staffers are even writing health care plans 


for their schools, Treadway said. 


"We want them to know how to treat these things on a 


basic level," to erase fear of the unknown, he said. Such 
knowledge "could prevent serious injury later on." He and 
Scott are stressing prevention as well as basic treatment. 


The class may benefit not only kids but adults, Treadway 


noted, explaining that teachers as well as parents visiting 
schools could have heart attacks, for instance. 


The interest and time that the staff is devoting to 


emergency health care "does show that teachers care more 
about children than serving their only learning needs," 
Treadway said.

Deery now played the eight of 


clubs (not the deuce) to dum- 
my's queen and cashed the A-K- 
Q of diamonds. He next led the 
ten of clubs and, when West 
followed low, he also played low 
from dummy! The finesse 
succeeding, Deery made four 
notrump. Had he played for a 3- 
2 division in clubs — without 
taking the club finesse — he 
would have gone down one. 


The question is why Deery 


chose to finesse the ten of clubs. 
The answer is, first, that he 
could count East for five spades 
because, if he had had only four, 
West would have held five of 
them and would surely have 
responded two spades instead of 
one notrump. 


And second, since East had 


shown up with three diamonds 
and had to have four hearts for 
his two heart bid, it followed 
that East had only one club and 
the ten finesse was therefore 
bound to succeed. 


It would not have helped West 


to cover the ten with the jack 
because, in that case, declarer 
would have led a diamond to his 
nine and then finessed dummy's 
seven of clubs. 


Note also that if Deery had 


carelessly led the deuce of clubs 
to the queen at trick three, West 
could later have made it im- 
possible for declarer to score 
five club tricks with proper 
defense. The eight of clubs was 
indeed a farsighted play.

SALT LAKE CITY <AP) - 
For Herb Jepko, it all started 
with five hours of unwanted air 
time on a 50.000-watt radio sta­ 
tion 
Now his wee-hours 
telephone chat show has an 
audience of millions 
Avoiding religion, politics and 
anything else controversial, 
Jepko, 45, says he does little to 
make his program interesting. 
But in 12 years on KSL Radio 
in Salt Lake City and more than 
a year on his own mini-network 
of six stations, some callers have 
waited years to get in on one of 
his 25 lines, each for a different 
section of the United States, 
Canada or Mexico. 


Recently the program hooked 
into nearly 70 additional 
stations, members of the 661- 
station Mutual Broadcasting 
System. Jepko said he hopes to 
pick up others. 
Some people fall asleep trying 
to reach Jepko. Callers pay the 
toll. A gentle chime, “ tinker 
bell," signals the end of the five- 
rmnute limit. The caller can’t 
phone again for two weeks. 
“ There's a warmth here,” 
Jepko said “ I’m just a fnend to 
the people, whether they call to 
read a poem, sing a song, tell 
about an interesting experience 
or describe their vegetable gar­ 
den." 
Some don’t say much of 
anything, leaving Jepko to fill 
the gaps. He recognizes

thousands of voices by name, 
claiming he uses no card file or 
other memory aide. 
Jepko began with KSL as a 
daytime disc jockey at a time 
when the station signed off the 
air at midnight. He convinced 
station management to allow a 
six-week experiment with a 
nighttime talk show. At night.

A recently introduced product 
is a $29.95 “ Herbie Nite Lite.” 
Herbie, a bearded caricature 
carry ing a candle and wearing a 
floppy nightcap, is the 
copyrighted symbol of Nitecaps 
International Association. 
The association, with 250,000 
card-carrying members, is non­ 
profit and includes more than 60 
chapters in North America. 
Jepko’s wife, Pat, Nitecap 
network president, said chapters 
operate independently but must 
make regular reports and engage 
in local service projects. 
The network, with a paid staff 
of 25, publishes a bimonthly 
magazine, “ The Wick," with ar­ 
ticles submitted by listeners. 
A letter from a new subscriber 
to “ The Wick“ advocates 
changing the program's format 
to allow controversial topics. 


“ People desperately need out­ 
lets for expressing and arguing 
their fears, misconceptions, 
prejudices and faith in each 
other,” the writer says. 
But six other letters in the 
issue say “ keep the program the 
same." Jepko said he intends to. 
Jepko said the program gets 
about 1,500 letters a day, and he 
estimates hundreds of others cir­ 
culate among Nitecaps. 


Although listeners are not 
allowed to give their telephone 
numbers or addresses over the 
phone, he said the program is 
responsible for more than 500 
marriages through the local 
chapters and other contacts. 
Jepko said he once spent more 
than two hours on the phone 
with a woman from California 
who was clicking the chambers 
of a pistol and threatening to kill 
herself. Calls from Salt Lake City 
brought authorities in time, he 
said.

Charter Revision Unit 
Juggles Hot Proposals 


By LYNN ZERSCHUNG 
Star Staff Writer 
Members of the city’s Charter 
Revision Committee apparently 
concluded Tuesday tnat two 
proposals were just too hot to 
handle and dropped them back 
into governmental limbo. 
The committee said too many 
“ cans of worms” would be 
opened if the charter were 
changed to allow the City Coun­ 
cil to set the fiscal year. 
The committee also agreed 
that a really big ‘‘can of worms” 
would crawl out of a proposal to 
hold a charter convention to 
reorganize the charter, the city’s 
constitution. 
The committee delayed action 
on both proposals. 
Mayor Helen Boosalis had 
proposed the committee con­ 
sider moving the city election 
date back from May to March or 
change the city’s fiscal year. 
Not Enough Time 
The mayor and some council 
members have remarked that in 
election years it is extremely dif­ 
ficult for new officials to review 
and set the city's million dollar 
budget in the short time allowed 
between the election and the 
start of the city's next fiscal 
year. 


For instance, Mayor Boosalis 
took office May 19. She had 
about six weeks to prepare the 
city’s budget for the City Coun­ 
cil. In off-election years, the 
mayor usually begins budgetary 
reviews in January. 
Alternatives Listed 
Charter Revision Committee 
member Bob Sittig suggested 
the 
com m ittee 
could 
recommend: 


— changing the fiscal year 
from Sept. 1 to Oct. 1, which 
would coincide with the federal 
government’s announced change 
to begin its budgetary year on 
Oct. 1. 
— Reduce the amount of time 
the council has to review and set 
the city budget. 
— Move the election dates 
back from May to March. 
— Leave the situation as is. 
Sittig suggested that the 
language setting the fiscal year 
could be erased from the 
charter. It would then be up to 
the council to set the budget 
year after several members 
voiced concern that the city 
couldn’t be sure the federal 
government wouldn’t change its 
budgetary year periodically. 
Member E rv Peterson 
theorized that a council could 
then start “playing politics” 
with the budget. A devious coun­ 
cil could then “slip something 
over" on the citizens, the former 
mayor said. 
Rewriting Opposed 
The group also sidetracked 
City Atty. Charles Humbles’ plan 
to rewrite the city charter. 
Many sections are repetitive, 
some are contradictory, much of 
the language is archaic, some of 
the sections are obsolete. 
Furthermore, Humble said, a 
revising of the charter would 
eliminate many sections which 
are too detailed and legislative in 
nature. The city charter, like a 
constitution, should not be so 
detailed inits requirements on a 
variety of subjects, he asserted. 
The committee blocked 
Humble's “Cadillac plan.’’ They 
didn’t buy a “ Pinto plan” either. 
Members balked at the idea of 


forming a bunch of task forces to 
reword the document. So many 
changes would be recom­ 
mended, they figured, that a 
charter convention would be 
called. 
“And we all know what can 
happen there,” members said. 
‘Dangerous Groups' 
Peterson said such a conven­ 
tion would open the charter up 
“ to a lot of dangerous groups” 
who would wait to "nail 
something into the charter” the 
committee didn’t want. 
Other members suggested it 
would be unwise to rewrite the 
charter in view of the potential 
merger of city and county 
government, which is being 
studied. 


Concerning the charter 
housecleaning proposal, Blair 
said, “We don’t have the time 
and effort to do it. Nobody else 
does it, why should we?” 
The committee also tentative­ 
ly set Jan. 20 and 21 to hold 
public hearings on several other 
proposed charter amendments 
agreed upon at their last 
meeting. 


Eight-Year Limit 
One amendment would 
restrict the mayor and council to 
two consecutive terms in office, 
or eight years in a row. The se­ 
cond amendment would 
eliminate the Lincoln Electric 
System ’s 
in-lieu-of-tax 
payments, allowing the council" 
to decide where the money 
should be spent. 
The City Council makes the 
final determination on whether a 
charter amendment should be 
placed on the ballot for voter ap­ 
proval. 
County Engineer Praised 
For Getting Federal Funds 


County Engineer Marv 
Nuemberger, who has brought 
more than $2 million in federal 
money into the county during 
the past 10 months, received 
mostly praise during a public 
hearing Tuesday afternoon. 
Nuernberger explained his 
department’s $4 5 million one- 
year road and bridge improve­ 
ment plan and a “very' conser­ 


vative’’ five-year plan during the 
County Board heanng. 
"Our success or failure 
depends on two variables, time 
and money,” Nuernberger said. 
“ Time can save money and 
money can buy time. 
“ We’ve already suffered a set­ 
back in local funding,” said

Star Staff Writer 
State Environmental Control 
Director Dan Drain Tuesday out­ 
lined conditions under which the 
Nebraska Public Power District 
can continue to burn air- 
polluting high sulfur coal at its 
Hallam power plant. 
The administrative order will 
expire Dec. 13 when the case will 
be considered by the State En­ 
vironmental Control Council. A 
public hearing on the issue is 
scheduled for that day. 
Emissions from the coal 
violate clean air standards. 
The violation has been 
referred to the county attorney, 
and “charges will be filed rather 
soon.” Drain said. 
State law provides for a 
maximum fine of $500 for each 
day of violation. 
Difficult To Get 
NPPD advised Drain that it 
has had difficulty in obtaining 
low sulfur coal for its Hallam un­ 
it. and is burning high sulfur coal 
whose emissions violate the 
state's sulfur dioxide standards, 
he said 
Indications are that emissions 
from the plant on a number of 
days have “ exceeded the stan­ 
dards practically 2 to 1,” Drain 
said. 
. 


In order to provide needed 
electrical energy, NPPD “didn't 
have too much choice,” he said. 


NPPD has a $4 million inven­ 
tory of 207,000 tons of coal (both 
high and low sulfur) at Hallam, 
Drain noted. 
His administrative order 
provides that NPPD. 
—inform his department of 
“ the steps taken to prevent a 
reoccurrence of the situation.” 
—burn oil or gas at Sheldon 
station when available as an 
alternative fuel. 
— take " a ll steps im ­ 
mediately" to acquire low sulfur 
coal and blend it with the high 
sulfur coal in sufficient quantity 
to achieve compliance with 
clean air standards 
—keep records of its coal con­ 
sumption activity at Hallam, 
available on request by the 
Lincoln-Lancaster County Air 
Pollution Control Authority. 
Scant Alternative 
Violation of the air quality 
standards “does not allow the 
department much of an alter­ 
native if it is to protect the en­ 
vironment,” Drain said. 
“The department has to con­ 
sider the state’s power needs, 
the economics concerned and 
preserve the integrity of the 
state's air implementation 
plan ” 


During the recent mild 
weather. Drain said, NPPD has 
been burning some natural gas, 
rather than coal, at its power 
plant. 


The department has fielded no 
complaints thus far from 
residents of the Hallam area, he 
said. 


Whether continued violation 
of the sulfur dioxide standards 
would be injurious to health, 
Drain replied; "I can’t say con­ 
clusively*” 
Relationship Denied 
Drain said Ha Ham’s shortage 
of low sulfur coal does not relate 
to NPPD’s guarantee to use low- 
sulfur coal at the controversial 
new Gentleman Station under 
construction near Sutherland 
"Over the longer term the 
availability of low sulfur coal can 
be more assured,” he said. 
Low sulfur coal is available, 
Drain said. " It ’s just not 
available physically at Hallam 
now ” 


His order cites specific NPPD 
violations from Oct. 25 through 
Oct 29. but noted that violations 
continue whenever high sulfur 
coal is burned’’ at the plant.

interest in establishing an inter- 
national reserve policy, accor- 
ding to speakers Tuesday at the 
Nebraska-Wyoming Wheat 
Growers Association convention 
here. 


Peter Pauli, director of the 


U.S. Agriculture Department 
export sales division, explained 
that a proposed reserve struc- 


ture has been submitted by the 
U.S. delegation to the Inter- 
national Wheat Council, which is. 
considering reserve policy as 
part of a new international 
wheat agreement. 


But, he noted, "Other coun- 


tries don't seem to attach the 
same degree of importance to 
food security as the U.S.'does. 
The European Common Market 
has already dropped out of the 
negotiations in London." 


The U.S. proposal called for an 


international reserve of 30 


million tons of food grain — 25 
million tons of wheat and five 
million tons of rice — a figure es- 
timated to offset 90% of the 
year-to-year variations in 
production. 


The U.S. would hold 25%, or 


about 250 million bushels, of that 
quantity, possibly through a 
structure involving private firms 
and a form of commodity credit 
agency. Adding normal working 
reserves, about 10% of produc- 
,tion, this country would hold an

Bellwood Sen. Loran Schmit, 


chairman of the Legislature's 
Agricultural Committee, said 
Tuesday that Gov. J. James 
Exon's' claim that Nebraska, 
North and South Dakota, 
Wyoming and Montana could 
build a joint college of 
veterinary science for $14 
million "is a lie." 


The figure came from a n>ws 


release issued by Exon's office 
late last week. 


Dr. Marvin Twiehaas, chair- 


man of the NU "Veterinary 
Science Department, told the 
Agricultural Committee the ac- 
tual cost would probably run 
from $40 million to $45 million, 
depending on tile type of clinical 
system used and on whether it 
would use newly constructed 
research and diagnostic 
buildings at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln. 


Twiehaus recommended that 


enrollment in the proposed 
school be held to 100 students a 
year for a total student body of 
400 with about 80 graduate 
students. 


"Whenever you get over 100 


students the quality of the 
veterinarians produced tends to 
drop because of a lack of clinical 
material available," he said. 


Several witnesses at the 


hearing indicated they would 
prefer the state completed staf- 
fing the new facilities at the un- 
iversity before undertaking any 
new efforts. 


Doyle Free, speaking :on 


behalf of the Nebraska Poultry 
Industries, suggested a separate 
budget be set up for the 
veterinary science department

to handle the new faculties. 
: Dr. J.C. Marcum of Spencer, 


..representing the, Nebraska 
-Veterinary Medical Association, 
indicated that a sharp increase in 
funds was needed to staff the 
new facilities and replace five 
departed staff members. 


"We will have a new facility 


and nobody to man it when it is 
completed in December. The 
research facility is also going to 
need additional personnel. We 
may need a college to educate 
veterinarians, but we need this a 
lot worse. If we can't fund this, 
we better forget a college 
because this is' peanuts com- 
pared to what that would cost," 
Marcum said. 


Sen. Schmit noted that there 


was widespread support for a 
new college to produce 
veterinarians but little interest 
in increasing taxes to pay the 
cost. 


"This is the-situation we face. 


It is like a 
2 baby — the initial cost 


is nothing to the total cost. 
Before we get this baby con- 
ceived, we better know what it is 
going to cost," Schmit said.

Omaha (UPI) — The three major forces in 


American Beef Packers Inc. bankruptcy 
proceedings said Tuesday they hoped ABP's plan 
of arrangement to pay creditors holding some S25 
million in debts could be confirmed by mid- 
December. 


The statement was issued following a closed 


door meeting in Chicago between ABP, its 
mainline creditor, General Electric Credit Corp., 
and the executive committee of the creditors 
committee in ABP's limited bankruptcy 
proceedings. . 


General Electric Credit has agreed to finance 


a $36.5 million new line of credit for ABP, but 
some creditors have felt GECC was hestiating on 
the offer. If ABP fails to obtain the GECC money, 
the meatpacker would be- plunged into full 
bankruptcy. 


However, the statement from the Chicago 


meeting said "based upon the closing of pending 
sales of the two ABP plants at Fort Morgan, 
Colo., and Council Bluffs, Iowa, GECC and ABP 
are proceeding with the drafting of agreements 
for a loan sufficient to fund the ABP plan of 
arrangement. 


"It is hoped the plan of ABP can be con- 


firmed on or about Dec. 15," the statement read, 


"and that the initial payment to creditors can be 
made immediately thereafter." 


The plan was to have been presented to 


Federal Bankruptcy Judge David Crawford in 
Omaha for approval Monday, but ABP and the 
creditors committee were granted a continuance 
until Nov. 26. Several creditors, including the at- 
torney for J. Gordon Roberts, the largest un- 
secured creditor, objected to the continuances 
and asked for a full disclosure to the bankruptcy 
court of negotiations between ABP and GECC.

Started By 


Electricity 


Nebraska has seen a marked increase in the 


number of fires started by electriq fences, accor- 
ding to Donald E. Westover, firfe management 
coordinator, for the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln Department of Forestry. 


"The dry, windy weather has made the tall 


grass along fence rows readily combustible. This 
possesses an obvious threat to not only adjoining 
fields, but also to livestock and farm buildings," 
Westover said. 


"The Nebraska state forester's office is 


reminding farmers that some electric fence 
chargers now on the market may fall below the 
safety standards set by Underwriters 
Laboratories. These units have excessive 


amperage and duration of charge, so their use in- 
creases the chance of fires starting from an dec- 
. trie fence," Westover said. 


"Farmers interested in purchasing a fence 


charger are urged to check for the Underwriters 
Laboratories seal before buying such a unit, he 
said. 
., . ,„ 
Another prevention measure would be to 


periodically mow vegetation under the wire to en- 
sure that it doesn't come in contact with tne 
fence, he suggested. Some states have been 
promoting the maintenance of a disced area two 
feet wide on each side of the fence whenever an 
electric fence is used, Westover said.

I" Start Of Divis Trial

Outstate Nebraska Bureau 
Wahoo — Neither side wasted 


time Tuesday getting to the crux 
of misdemeanor charges against 
Saunders County Sheriff Joe 
Divis for failing to arrest a per- 
son he allegedly knew possessed 
marijuana with intent to sell. 


Saunders County Atty. Curtis 


Bromm called his prime witness, 
Mrs. Violet Bonow, who told the 
jury she reported an alleged con- 
spiracy with Divis to sell 
marijuana after suffering moral 
misgivings about involvement 
with drug traffic. 


Defense attorney J. William 


Gallup told the Saunders County 
Court jury Mrs. Bonow was a 
"jilted, scorned woman," who 
was seeking revenge by involving 
Divis in the alleged conspiracy. 


Hearing Waived 


Divis 
earlier 
waived 


preliminary hearing on two 
felony charges of conspiracy to 
deliver marijuana and conver- 
ting county property to his own 
use. 


Trial date on the charges has 


not been set in Saunders County 
District Court, and Gallup said if 
the misdemeanor charge is dis- 
missed, he will request dismissal 
of the felony charges. 


Mrs. Bonow also faces charges 


in the alleged conspiracy, but 
said she expected leniency from 
the prosecution. 


Although testifying she now 


considers Divis an enemy, Mrs. 
Bonow said she had a close 
relationship with the sheriff. 


"It's a long story. It starts 15 


years ago and cost me a hus- 
band, cost me a home, cost me a 
stepson and my daugher's love," 
she testified. 


Mrs. Bonow admitted she was 


an alcoholic, but had reformed 
after treatment at the Lincoln 
General Hospital Chemical 
Dependency Unit about two 
years ago. 


After becoming involved with 


Divis, Mrs. Bonow said she lost 
her husband and began drinking 
heavily. 


"I was playing around with 


him (Divis) and Herman (her ex- 
husband) knew it," she said. 


Booze Caused Problem 


Gallup produced a letter from 


Mrs. Bonow to her sister Opal, 
which he quoted as stating "the 
cause of my problems with Her- 
man was booze." 


Sheriff Joe Divis 


The Valley attorney asked 


Mrs. Bonow why there was no 
mention of Divis as cause for the 
failure of her marriage. 


"I covered up fro him," she 


replied. 


Bromm told the four-woman, 


two man jury that Mrs. Bronow, 
52, voluntarily told him Oct. 1 
that she had 11 large garbage 
bags of marijuana in the upstairs 
of her home. 


Mrs. Bonow testified she had 


misgivings about the alleged 
conspiracy after seeing a TV 
show that showed her what 
drugs could do to her two 
grandchildren. 


After calling the State Patrol 


into the investigation, Bromm 
told the jury two conversations 
between the alleged conspirators 
were recorded using an elec- 
tronic transmitter attached to 
Mrs. Bonow. 


He said the first conversation 


Oct. 15 will show the sheriff had 
knowledge of the marijuana, and 
the second involves a transaction 
carried out with Patrol money, 
allegedly as payment for the sale 
of the marijuana. 


"She gave him his share of the 


money, which I believe the 
evidence will show he took," 
Bromm said. 


Gallup told the jury Divis ad- 


mitted to authorities at the time 
of his arrest he had just accepted 
§150 from Mrs. Bonow. 


Loan Repayment 


However, he said the sheriff 


assumed it was repayment on a 
$1,000 promissory note from 
Mrs. Bonow, which was in- 
troduced as evidence. 


Gallup said he took Mrs. 


Bonow's remarks that it was 
payment for a marijuana tran- 
saction as an idle quip.

Mrs. Bonow admitted having a 


severe temper and taking a shot 
at Divis with his own weapon 
and considering doing so another 
time.

Springfield, Mo., after her last 
meeting with Divis "to save my 
life." 


The prosecution also called E.

Citizens Teams. 


"I know it sounds like Joan of 


Arc, but we find red satisfaction 
in helping people in the limited 
ways we can," said Miss Flint, 
who lost her eyesight three years 
ago from complications of a 
basement fall. "There's nothing

like the challenge of bedside nur- 
sing, I learned in 16 years at 
Broken Bow's hospital. But now 
the best I can do is man this 
radio..." 


Her mother also claims to be 


well paid in satisfaction. For ap- 
proximately two years she has 
been sewing for the Hastings 
Regional Center. 


"The RSVP people came 


around to help me after I'd 
broken a hip," she reflected with 
a chuckle. "Next thing I knew I 
was one of their sewing 
volunteers. Nothing fancy, 
though, mostly just mending 
clothes for those unfortunate 
kids at the center." 


Living together approximately 


10 years since Mrs. Lee was 
widowed, the women comple- 
ment one another's handicaps. 
The mother does the reading and 
lighter household tasks, while 
Josephine handles any work 
demanding strong back and legs. 


Prior to her accident, the un- 


married daughter had been an 
outdoor sportsman even to the 
point of big-game hunting. 
Among her trophies were a 
caribou, moose, dall sheep and 
Alaskan Kodiak bear. 


She assumed the unpaid 


monitor position a year ago, 
"partly because I was getting in 
such a rut of staying home and 
doing nothing."

Omaha (AP) - Allegations 


that Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) 
agents are pressured to 


meet a quota system and treat 
taxpayers inconsistently and 
whimsically are unfounded, the 
district director of the Omaha 
IRS office said Monday. 


Declining to comment on 


specific charges in a federal 
study of the IRS made public 
Sunday, Everett Loury said he 
thinks there may be errors in the 
way the study results were 
reported. 


The $216,000 study was under- 


taken by a team of experts for 
the Administrative Conference 
for the United States, which 
studies government agencies and 
makes recommendations aimed 
at improving efficiency. 


The study, published by the 


New York Times, said taxpayers 
are treated differently, depen- 
ding on their income, place of 
residence and the agent's audit 
quota. 


He hasn't seen the study, 


Loury said, but hi more than 20 


years of IRS service, he has 
never encountered an IRS of- 
ficial who evaluated agents ac- 
cording to the number of cases 
they closed each month. 


Loury denied the study's 


charge that taxpayers are treated 
differently depending on where 
they live. 


He said various districts en- 


force tax laws differently but 
that "there are many cir- 
cumstances the study didn't 
show." 


"We're not heartless," Loury 


said. "If we know the money 
can't be collected because a man 
is making $150 a month instead 
of the thousands he was making 
previously, we're not going to try 
to collect that money." 


The study also found that the 


larger the government's initial 
claim against a taxpayer, the 
.smaller the percentage of the 
assessment 
u l t i m a t e l y 


recovered. 


Loury said he doesn't know 


whether that finding is valid.

Nebraska Supreme Court set a 
hearing next Tuesday on the 
order, saying the issues indicate 
that oral arguments are ad- 
visable, and that "procedural 
due process requires that we not 
act summarily." 


Simants, 29, of Sutherland, is 


charged with six counts of first- 
degree " murder in connection 
with the deaths of six members 


of a Sutherland family. 


Henry Kellie and five mem- 


bers of his family were shot to 
death in Kellie's Sutherland 
residence the night of Oct. 18. 


On Oct. 22, Lincoln County 


Judge Ronald Ruff imposed a 
"gag order" restricting news 
coverage of the case. 


The order was challenged in 


Lincoln Count}- District Court, 
where Judge Hugh Stuart dis- 
solved Ruff's order, but im- 
posed one of his own. 


Newsmen then took their case 


to the Nebraska Supreme Court, 
which accepted jurisdiction. But 
when the state's highest court 
failed to act immediately in 
staying the gag, the coalition 
took its case to the U.S. Supreme 


Court, causing the State 
Supreme Court to say it would 
delay its action until finding out 
whether the U S Supreme Court 
would accept jurisdiction. 


Late last week, U S Supreme 


Court Justice Harry Slackmun 
remanded the case to the Ne- 
braska Court, temporarily let- 
ting the order stand. 


But in sending the case back to 


Nebraska, Blackmun said the 
State Supreme Court should act 
promptly. 


In an 11-page opinion, Black- 


mun said Stuart's order "ob- 
viously imposes significant prior 
restraints on media reporting." 


However. Blackmun noted 


that the media may be prohibit- 
ed from publishing information 
about trials if the restriction "is 
necessary to assure a defendant 
a fair trial." The latter sums up 
the contentions of both Stuart 
and Ruff in issuing their orders. 


Blackmun said that he would 


take jurisdiction of the case if 
the Nebraska Court does not act 
promptly. 


However, 
early 
Tuesday 


morning, before the Nebraska 
court said it would hold a hear- 
ing. Omaha attorney Steve 
McGill, representing the news 
coalition, sent a telegram to 
Washington, again asking the 
U.S. Supreme Court to take ju- 
risdiction and to stay the order. 


McGill cited the Nebraska 


court's apparent inaction in re- 
newing the stay request. 


After learning that a hearing 


had been set next week, McGill 
said he sent a second telegram to 
Washington, informing me high 
court that the Nebraska court 
had set a hearing date. 


In a later, confirming letter to 


Francis J. Lorson, deputy clerk 
of the U.S. Supreme Court, 
McGill said George Turner, 
clerk of the Nebraska Supreme 
Court, advised him Monday 
afternoon that there were no 
new developments in the -case, 
and that "he did not know of any 


action either taken or con- 
templated. " 


G. Woodscn Howe, vice presi- 


dent of the Omaha World-Her- 
ald, who has acted as a spokes- 
man for the media group chal- 
lenging the gag, had no com- 
ment on Tuesday's actions.

Grand Rapids, Mich. (UPI) —

better care than they used to but 
emergency treatment is still "a 
hit or miss proposition" in most 
communities, a panel of doctors 
concluded. 


State sales tax collections 


during August were 6% higher 
than for the same month a year 
ago, but the rate of growth was 
less, State Tax Commissioner 
William Peters said Tuesday. 


Peters said collections for 


August totaled $11.3 million, 
compared to $10.6 million for 
August 1974. He said the rate of 
growth from Aupst 1974 to 
August of this year was 6%, com- 
pared to a growth rate of 9.9% 
from August 1973 to August 1974. 


He said for the fiscal year to 


date, collections totaled $22.8 
million, compared to $21.3 
million a year ago. He said this 
represented a growth rate of 
6.8% for this year, but was less 
than the 12.8% growth rate 
recorded one year ago. 


State individual and corporate 


income tax collections also were 
higher in August than for the 
same month a year ago, but the 
tax rates also increased during 
the past year. 


The individual income tax rate 


for 1975 was raised from 10% to 
12% in June, with the 
withholding rate increasing to 
13% by July 1. 


Total individual income tax 


receipts during August was $5.3 
million, compared to S4.9 


million in August 1974. Cor- 
porate income tax receipts for 
August were $1.5 million, com- 
pared to $1.1 million a year ago. 


Peters also said total mis- 


cellaneous taxes for August in- 
dicated an increase of 7.2% over 
the same period one year ago. 
Increases were recorded in 
liquor, pari-mutuel wagering 
and corporate occupation taxes, 
with declines reported in the 
growth of cigarette taxes and in- 
terest on investments.

NEW YORK (API - Renoun­ 
cing his revolutionary past, 
Eldridge Cleaver flew home 
from Paris Tuesday, ending 
seven years on the run. The 
former Black Panther leader, 
depicted as resigned to im­ 
prisonment, was immediately 
taken into custody by the FBI. 
Cleaver’s transatlantic flight, 
on which he had been accom­ 
panied by three FBI agents, 
landed in early evening at 
Kennedy Airport, where three 
more agents met the plane. In 
addition, U.S. Customs agents 


joined in forming a human 
barrier as some 75 reporters 
sought to interview the one-time 
black revolutionary. 
Already in custody, Cleaver 
was placed under formal arrest 
after he left the plane. 
In a letter to the New York 
Times, written before he left 
Paris and published Tuesday, 
Cleaver said: 
“ With all its faults, the 
American political system is the 
freest and most democratic in 
the world. The system needs to 
be improved, with democracy 


spread to all areas of life, par­ 
ticularly the economic. 
"All these changes must be 
conducted through our es­ 
tablished institutions and people 
with grievances must find 
political methods for obtaining 
redress." 
Meanwhile, Cleaver’s onetime 
Black Panther comrades dis­ 
associated themselves from him. 
David DuBois, editor of the par­ 
ty’s weekly newspaper, said 
Cleaver no longer is a Black 
Panther. 
"We don’t want our party to 


be associated with Eldridge 
Cleaver and we don’t want the 
work of the party to be 
associated with Eldridge 
Cleaver," DuBois added in a 
statement in Washington to 
National Public Radio. 


"His return to the country is 
not of concern to us tyeyond the 
fact that we are interested in 
guaranteeing . . . that he 
receives a fair trial." 
The 39-year-old Cleaver was 
relaxed and good natured before 
taking off from Paris for home. 


Cleaver joked and shook hands 
with one of the agents flying 
with him before kissing his wife, 
Kathleen, goodby. Laughing, he 
said he had received a telegram 
from a friend saying, "Stay away 
from my house.” 
At San Quentin Prison in 
California, Philip Guthrie, a 
spokesman for the state’s parole 
board, said the board has a 
warrant out for Cleaver’s arrest. 
“We would have no other 
course than to put him into 
custody," Guthrie said. "There 
is also a federal fugitive warrant. 


My understanding is the feds 
will put him in custody. Then we 
will work out how to get him 
back to California." 
His wife, who plans to come to 
the United States in December, 
was cheerful, but talked in 
graver tones to reporters. She 
said that since Cleaver fled the 
United States in 1968, he had 
hoped to return without going to 
prison. 
"He sees that’s not going to 
happen,” she said. "He made up 
his mind that he’ll go to prison. 
He feels that the situation in 


which he is returning is one m 
which he’ll be clearly un­ 
derstood.” 
Cleaver himself had told 
reporters that his decision to 
return grew out of what he 
believes is a change in mood in 
the United States that will assure 
him a fair trial. He violated 
parole and has a grand jury in­ 
dictment pending on assault 
charges growing out of an 
Oakland, Calif., shootout in 1966 
in which he and two policemen 
were wounded. 
Cleaver’s French lawyer, 


Roland Dumas, who was the at­ 
torney of Pablo Picasso, said the 
black leader "believes he can get 
a fair trial. We have been in con­ 
tact with the American 
authorities and all our dealings 
with them were correct and very 
straightforward.” 
At the airport Cleaver was 
handed a ticket by a U.S. govern­ 
ment representative. He greeted 
a number of friends, and then 
walked to the passport control 
area. He was carrying a 
typewriter case and wore a blue 
French fisherman’s cap.

WASHINGTON (API - A 
government study released 
Tuesday indicates that minority 
Americans scrimp on medical 
care, personal automobiles, 
recreation and education 
because they must spend a 
greater percentage of income 
than their white counterparts on 
food and shelter. 
The findings were contained in 
a Commerce Department 
analysis performed to help 
businessmen cater to what the 
report called the minority 
market. 
The department described the 
market as composed of 24.1 
million blacks and 3.2 million 
other non-white Americans who 
spent an estimated $64 billion 
for personal consumption in 
1973, making them "the ninth 
largest consumer market in the 
world.” 
Noting the lower income of 
non-whites as a group, the report 
showed that although they made 
up 11.5% of the nation’s 
population in 1973, they ac­ 
counted for a smaller share of 
personal spending, 8.5%. 
Census Bureau figures for 1973 
showed median income for 
white families of $12,600, com­ 
pared to $7,270 for blacks. The 
most recent survey showed black 
median income of $7,800 in 1974 
compared with $13,400 for 
whites. 
The study of spending habits 


showed that non-whites general­ 
ly spend a bigger share of their 
income than do whites on the 
general categories of food, in­ 
cluding alcohol and tobacco; 
clothing, including accessories 
and jewelry, housing and per­ 
sonal care, such as toilet articles 
and grooming. 
Food, for example, accounted 
for 22.4% of white personal con­ 
sumption and 25.8% for non­ 
whites. Whites devoted 29.6% of 
their personal expenditures to 
their housing and household 
expenses, while the percentage 
for non-whites was 31.1%. 


Non-white spending, again 
expressed as a share of personal 
consumption expenditures, was 
lower than whites for transporta­ 
tion, medical care, personal 
business, recreation and private 
education. 
Non-white spending on 
medical care, for example, was 
6.2%, compared with 8.1% for 


whites. For recreation, the com­ 
parative figures were 67c for 
non-whites and 6.7% for whites. 


The report said rising incomes 
of minorities has been accom­ 
panied by changing spending 
patterns but it’s impossible to 
tell how much of current 
patterns can be explained by 
differing tastes among whites 
and non-whites. 
"Although comparisons of 
spending between whites and 
minorities can be made, there is 
as yet no way to make current 
comparisons of spending of the 
two groups according to in­ 
come," the report said.

Graceful, Grotesque Combined; 
'Tango' Is A Remarkable Dance

The "Tango” is a remarkable 
dance. Its movement patterns in­ 
clude the graceful and grotesque 
combined. 
Slowomir Mrozek has chosen 
this dance to symbolize modem 
man’s attempts to understand 
and control his physical and in­ 
tellectual being 
"Tango.” now showing at the 
University of Nebraska-Lmcoln 
Experimental Theatre, is a com­ 
plex allegory’ and a political 
satire in which no solution to 
chaos is found but surrender to 
brute authoritarianism. 


It is dark in forecast, but not 
without generous touches of 
black humor which delight the 
audience while mocking 
mankind. Further, it is a study 
of political revolution. 
The family becomes the 
microcosm for modem society. 
Each member offers a different 
guide for action and a different 
solution to the philosophical 
problems of existence. 
Arthur, played by Jeff Otte, is 
a young medical student who is 
disturbed by the chaos of the 
world around him. His father, 
Stomil, led the revolution which 
led to society and his own 
family's dissolution. 
Stomil’s wife is unfaithful. He 
now spends his middle age 
writing puppet morality plays. 
In the course of the action, 
Arthur s revolution to again im­ 


pose order on political and 
moral chaos forces him to 
assume a Bismark-like power 
stance. 
Betrayed by his bride-to-be, 
his governing power crumbles, 
and a Hitler or Stalin-like figure 
of opportunism embraces the 
idea of the tango as form of 
entertainment. It appears all 
those remaining — after 
Arthur’s assassination — will 
follow Eddie, who has "no prin­ 
ciples and is proud of it.” 
Stomil, whose purpose in life 
was to "shatter existing forms,” 
is played by Paul Baker with 
strength and definition. His per­ 
formance is matched by Jeff 
Otte. 
Eric Sorensen is a strong Ed­ 
die, verbally and in movement. 
He could have been more 
sinister in his final moments, 
however. 
It was, however, Jim Sudik 
who 
created 
the 
most 
memorable character of the 
evening. Aided by superb move­ 
ment and make-up, his un­ 
derstanding of the old idealist 
Eugene was a touching delight. 
Only his character is fully 
grounded in reality in this 
production. This character is 
very well written, and Sudik is 
impressive. 
Charly D. Miller, as the am­ 
bivalent matron, had good 
moments but did not sustain the 
believability of her character in 
all situations. Becci Dawson did 


not have the variety to contain 
the very difficult shallow 
selfishness and destructiveness 
which is seminal to her 
character. Susan Guthrie was 
irregular in her understanding of 
motivation. As a result, her 
character seemed out of place at 
times. 
Scenically the show appeared 
to be too big for the experimen­ 
tal theatre. Sightlines were poor 
for several interior scenes. I felt 
the lighting lacked badly-needed 
variety and brightness, and was 
shadowed stage nght. 
Like most abusrdist drama, 
"Tango” does not embrace emp­ 
tiness. Man goes on seeking new 
forms to shape reality. But the 
final image of the play is the 
grotesque-graceful tango. 
It is not an easy dance, but its 
painful positions offer enough 
variety to allow the dancers to

KANSAS CITY — Well, so much for the 
legend of Bear Bryant. Not too many years ago 
the Bear was equated with John Wayne and the 
U.S. Marines as a symbol of toughness. 
We could envision him destroying the Barbary 
Pirates, defending the Alamo and damning the 
torpedoes to go full steam ahead. He was tall, 
tough-jawed and mean-eyed, the kind of man 
who could buckle a 250-pound lineman’s knees 
with a hostile glance. 
The Bear, we assumed, drank his whiskey 
straight and his football teams feared no oppo­ 
nent. Now the passing years, affluence and eight 
straight non-winning bowl appearances have 
softened Bryant and set him out looking for 
lesser opponents to conquer. 


Fresh from a victory over Southern Mississip­ 
pi, the Bear scored another triumph 
of 
ma t c h ma k i n g by adroitly avoiding a Big 
Eight opponent in the Sugar Bowl and lining up 
an engagement with Penn State, which has 
lost two games and has a chance to make it 
three Saturday against Pitt. 
“ 1 recommended it,” Bryant said of the Penn 
State selection at a time when his defenders 
were claiming that he was not the sort to duck 
an opponent. 
It was like hearing Arnold Palmer announce 
that he was going to start lagging up on the long 
putts or listening to Pete Rose explain that he 
wasn't going to break up double plays any more 
because he had his wife and kids to think of. 
Commenting on the accusation that he 
ducked the Big Eight, Bryant said, “ I’ve been 
called a lot worse than that. They are all fine 


m 


people out there, but it would take those young 
guys 15 or 20 years before they can wear their 
spurs regular. We have no apologies to make to 
anyone. I recommended it (playing Penn State) 
and I want those young coaches out there to 
know it.” 
Despite saying that he had no apologies to 
make, Bryant attempted to justify his action by 
saying, “ If they (the Big Eight) wanted us, why 
didn't they invite us to the Orange Bowl.” 
Oklahoma’s Barry Switzer answered that 
point earlier when he said that the Orange Bowl 
officials approached him at the time the 
Sooners played in Miami and asked him his opi­ 
nion about possible opponents for the Big Eight 
champion. 


“I told them to go out and get the best team in 
the country,” Switzer said. Alabama did not 
want to play the best available opponent and so 
Penn State got the call over Oklahoma or 
Nebraska Joe Patemo of Penn State declared, 
“ Alabama has one of the greatest football 
traditions in the country and the greatest foot­ 
ball coach in the country.” Patemo has reason 
to speak well o' the Bear since Bryant made a 
$450,000 pay day available to Penn State. 
In New Orleans, the reaction to the selection 
of Penn State has been negative. Peter Finney, 
sports editor of the New Orleans States-Item, 
said the people calling the paper have expressed 
a strong preference for the Big Eight runner-up. 


While Bryant’s decision to avoid a Big Eight 
opponent is out of character, it is under­ 
standable. The Tide’s inability to win a bowl 
game is becoming a source of embarrassment. 
This year's Alabama team does not appear to be 
as strong as usual and by playing Oklahoma or 


Nebraska, the Tide would have run the risk of a 
one-sided loss. 


Missouri is the only strong opponent Alabama 
ha met this season and the Tide lost to the 
Tigers, 20-7, in a game that was more one-sided 
than the final score indicates. Since losing to 
Missouri, Alabama has defeated Clemson, 
Vanderbilt, Mississippi, Washington, Ten­ 
nessee, T.C.U., Mississippi State, L.S.U. and 
Southern Mississippi. 
Alabama’s unpleasant experiences with Big 
Eight opposition date back to 1968 when 
Missouri routed the heavily-favored Tide, 35-10 
in the Gator Bowl. Colorado defeated Alabama, 
47-33, the following year. Then came a 24-24 tie 
with Oklahoma and a 38-6 loss to Nebraska. 
Over the last three seasons Alabama suffered 
bowl losses to Texas, 17-13, and to Notre Dame 
by scores of 24-23 and 13-11. This year’s season 
opener with Missouri was an unhappy reminder 
of the risk involved in playing the top Big Eight 
teams 


What Bryant needed was a bowl opponent 
with a big name that would not be too formi­ 
dable. Penn State proved to be just the sort of 
team he had in mmd, although a 15-14 loss to 
North Carolina State Nov. 8 made Penn State 
less attractive. If Penn State loses to Pitt Satur­ 
day the criticism of the Sugar Bowl will be even 
stronger. 
Bryant's search for a weaker opponent is 
much more understandable than the Sugar 
Bowl's willingness to let him arrange its game 
The possibility also exists that the Sugar Bowl 
was resentful because of the tie-up whereby the 
Big Eight sends its championship team to the 
Orange Bowl Cliff Kern, president of the Mid- 


Winter Sports Association which controls the 
Sugar Bowl, is believed to be the man respon­ 
sible for giving in to Alabama, 
“ He’s very pliable and he was afraid of losing 
Alabama,” a source close to the Sugar Bowl 
executive committee said. Kern defended the 
decision by saying that New Orleans would get 
more Eastern publicity and was able to obtain 
the leading team in the East. “ We would have 
come up with a loser in the Big Eight,” he 
said. “ Which is it better to have, a winner or a 
runner-up?” 
Despite Kern's claims, an Alabama-Penn 
State game is not likely to attract as much 
national attention as a pairing with a Big Eight 
team and the game does not appear to be es­ 
pecially attractive from a television standpoint. 
Except for the Orange, the major bowl schedule 
is not particularly good Ohio State could be re­ 
matched with UCLA in the Rose Bowl and 
Georgia ranks as a mediocre attraction for the 
Cotton Bowl. 
From the Big Eight's standpoint the most dis­ 
turbing thing about the situation is that the 
Sugar Bowl did nothing to indicate that a con­ 
ference team would not be acceptable, thereby 
eliminating the Big Eight's chances of making a 
better deal for itself. 
Kern lost credibility by first denying that 
Bryant had influenced the selection of Penn 
State. He was then refuted by Bryant. 
“Obviously the Sugar Bowl doesn't use the 
same formula that the Orange Bowl does by 
taking the highest rated team,” Switzer 
declared. “ It’s a disappointing thing because 
even if Oklahoma and Nebraska had both been 
10-0 coming into Saturday's game the same 
thing would have happened.”

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Charter Revision Unit 
Juggles Hot Proposals

Members of the city's Charter 


Revision Committee apparently 
concluded Tuesday that two 
proposals were just too hot to 
handle and dropped th£m back 
into governmental limbo. 


<( The committee said too many 
"cans of worms" would be 
opened if the charter were 
changed to allow the City Coun- 
cil to set the fiscal year. 


The committee also agreed 


that a really big "can of worms" 
would crawl out of a proposal to 
hold a charter convention to 
reorganize the charter, the city's 
constitution. 


The committee delayed action 


on both proposals. 


Mayor Helen Boosalis had 


proposed the committee con- 
sider moving the city election 
date back from May to March or 
change the city's fiscal year. 


Not Enough Time 


The mayor and some council 


members have remarked that in 
election years it is extremely dif- 
ficult for new officials to review 
and set the city's million dollar 
budget in the short time allowed 
between the election and the 
start of the city's next fiscal 
year. 


For instance, Mayor Boosalis 


took office May 19. She had 
.about six weeks to prepare the 
city's budget for the City Coun- 
cil. In off-election years, the 
mayor usually begins budgetary 
reviews in January. 


Alternatives Listed 


Charter Revision Committee 


member Bob Sittig suggested 
the 
committee 
could 


recommend: 


— changing the fiscal year 


from Sept. 1 to Oct. 1, which 
would coincide with the federal 
government's announced change 
to begin its b'udgetary year on 
Oct. 1. 


— Reduce the amount of time 


the council has to review and set 
the city budget. 


— Move the election dates 


back from May to March. 


— Leave the situation as is. 
Sittig suggested that the 


language setting the fiscal year 
could be erased from the 
charter. It would then be up to 
the council to set the budget 
year.after several members 
voiced concern' that the city 
couldn't be sure the federal 
government wouldn't change its 
budgetary year periodically. 


Member Erv Peterson 


theorized that a council couid 
then start "playing politics" 
with the budget. A devious coun- 
cil could then "slip something 
over" on the citizens, the former 
mayor said. 


Rewriting Opposed 


The group also sidetracked 


City Arty. Charles Humbles' plan 
to rewrite the city charter. 


Many sections are repetitive, 


some are contradictory, much of 
the language is archaic, some of 
the sections are obsolete. 
F thermore, Humble said, a 
revising of the charter would 
eliminate many sections which 
are too detailed and legislative in 
nature. The city charter, like a 
constitution, should not be so 
detailed in-its requirements on a 
variety of subjects, he asserted. 


The committee blocked 


Bumble's "Cadillac plan." They 
didn't buy a "Pinto plan" either. 


Members balked at the idea of 


forming a bunch of task forces to 
reword the document. So many 
changes would be recom- 
mended, they figured, that a 
charter convention would be 
called. 


"And we all know what jean 


happen there," members said.

Peterson said such a conven- 


tion would open the charter up

be considered by the State En- 
vironmental Control Council. A 
public hearing on the issue is 
scheduled for that day. 


Emissions from the coal 


violate clean air standards. 


The violation has been 


referred to the county attorney, 
and "charges will be filed rather 
soon." Drain said. 


State law provides for a 


maximum fine of $500 for each 
day of violation. 


Difficult To Get 


NPPD advised Drain that it 


has had difficulty in obtaining 
low sulfur coal for its Hallam un- 
it, and is burning high sulfur coal 
whose emissions violate the 
state's sulfur dioxide standards, 
he said. 


Indications are that emissions 


from the plant on a number of 
days have "exceeded the stan- 
dards practically 2 to 1," Drain 
said. 
. 


In order to provide needed 


electrical energy. NPPD "didn t 
have too much choice," he said. 


NPPD has a $4 million inven- 


tory of 207,000 tons of coal (both 
high and low sulfur) at Hallam, 
Drain noted. 


His administrative order 


provides that NPPD: 


—inform his department -of 


"the steps taken to prevent a 
reoccurrence of the situation." 


—burn oil or gas at Sheldon 


station when available as an 
alternative fuel. 


— take "all 
steps im- 


mediately" to acquire low sulfur 
coal and blend it with the high 
sulfur coal in sufficient quantity 
to achieve compliance with 
clean air standards. 


—keep records of its coal con- 


sumption activity at Hallam, 
available on request by the 
Lincoln-Lancaster County Air 
Pollution Control Authority. 


Scant Alternative 
, 


Violation of the air quality 


standards "does not allow the 
department much of an alter- 
native if it is to protect the en- 
vironment." Dram said 


"The department has to con- 


sider the state's power needs 
the economics concerned and 
preserve the integrity of the 
state's air implementation 
plan " 


During the recent mild 


weather. Drain said. NPPD has 
been burning some natural gas. 
rather than coal, at its power 
plant. 


The department has fielded no 


complaints thus far from 
residents of the Hallam area, he 
said.

Jim Ross is likely to be much 
busier now that he’s retiring. 
The veteran Nebraska football 
aide, who has coached the 
Husker freshmen the past seven 
years, ended his coaching duties 
last Friday when his 1975 NU 
yearlings ended the season with 
a perfect 5-0 record. 
But Ross, who also carries the 
title of assistant athletic director 
to Bob Devaney, will take on the 
responsibility of managing the 
new Fieldhouse complex. 
“The biggest question about 
my new duties is when they will 
start,” Ross says, observing that 
the completion date on the 
fieldhouse has been ever- 
changing. 
“They keep insisting that we'll 
get in there for some of the 
basketball season. And I hope 
they’re right. A lot has been 
done in recent weeks, but there’s 
still a lot left to be completed 
before the building can be 
opened.” 


Open In January 
Ross says the projected date is 
“ at the start of the second 
semester in mid-January. That, 
of course, is for basketball. 
That's the only part of the 
building we have a chance to 
finish this school year.” 
Swimming, 
gymnastics, 
wrestling and indoor track will 
also be housed in the building. 


Ross is a Michigan native who 
first became acquainted with 
Devaney when both coached at 
Alpena, Mich., High School 
following World War II. 
“ I was born in Grosse lie, 
Mich.,” Ross relates. “It’s a 
resort island in the Detroit river. 


My dad was the greenskeeper of 
the golf course. That’s what I 
was always going to be. I helped 
him at the club as a youth.” 
But Ross went off to college 
(Eastern Michigan) and got a 
coaching job at little Newaygo 
High upon graduation in 1939. 
His first football team rolled 
to a 7-1 record. 
Meets His Wife 
“That's where I met my wife 
Maurine,” Jim recalls. “I was 
also teaching history and she was 
the Latin teacher in the school. I 
always went to see her after 
school to have her teach me how 
to pronounce the Greek and 
Roman names so I could prepare 
for my classes.”

The Rosses have three 
married daughters and four 
grandchildren. Sharon is 
married to Maynard Smidt, who 
was on Nebraska’s first Cotton 
Bowl team. He is in the in­ 
surance business in North 
Platte. 
Middle daughter Peggy 
teaches at Clinton grade school 
in Lincoln. Her husband, Larry 
Honeycutt, is associated with the 
National Guard. 
Youngest daughter Kathy is 
also a teacher — at East Junior 
High.

After his first three years of 
high school coaching, Ross went 
into the army. While serving 
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with the 33rd Infantry Division 
in the South Pacific he was 
awarded the Bronze Star for 
gallantry in the Phillippines. 
Returns Fro m Serv ice 
“ When I got out of the service 
in 1946,” Ross remembers, “I 
was hired as the basketball 
coach at Alpena High and 
Devaney was named the football 
coach. We were together there 
eight years. 
“ Devaney was hired as an 
assistant at Michigan State when 
Duffy (Daugherty) got that job,” 
Ross continues. “He told me 
that if he ever got a head 
coaching job he wanted me to go 
with him.” 
That opportunity came three 
years later when Devaney was 
named the head coach at 
Wyoming. 
Devaney assembled an all-new 
staff at Wyoming. Ross and 
three others — Mike Corgan, 
John Melton and Carl Selmer — 
also made the move with 
Devaney from Wyoming to 
Nebraska.

with Devine in a closed team 
meeting. 
"It's a lie,” said Devine of the 
story. He said he told the squad 
last week there would be no 
meeting or talk of any bowl 
games. 
“By Thursday it became ap­ 
parent that the Cotton Bowl 
wanted some kind of indication 
as to how the players felt,” De- 
vine said. “ We had a meeting 
which Moose Krause (athletic 
director) attended and the play­ 
ers took a vote. I do not know 
what the vote was. The votes 
were sealed and sent to Father 
Joyce (Rev. Edmund P. Joyce, 
head of the athletic board*.” 
But here there were also dif­ 
fering versions of the story. 
Field Scovell, selection com­ 
mittee chairman for the Cotton 
Bowl, said Notre Dame was not 
invited to play in the New Year’s 
Day game “ before or after the 
Pittsburgh game.” 
“ We made no proposition to 
Notre Dame,” said Scovell. “ We 
told them that they were one of 
four teams we were considering 
and that no decision would be 
made until 6 p.m. (Saturday).” 


Scovell watched the Pitt-Notre 
Dame game and then on Sunday, 
the Cotton Bowl selected 
Georgia to face the Southwest 
Conference champion. Had 
Notre Dame been invited after 
the loss? 


before he took the less deman­ 
ding head freshman job.

The “Big Game” against the 
University of California may not 
be the only contest on Stanford 
University’s gridiron this Satur­ 
day.

from

students. 
It was learned that the Band, 
which performs at Stanford foot­ 
ball games, has been urged by 
Assistant Dean of Student Af­ 
fairs Alan Strain to eliminate its 
traditional fanfare because In­ 
dian students object to its tom­ 
tom beat, and also the band's 
traditional “ax” formation, a 
part of Stanford spirit for as long 
as anyone can remember. 
In addition, Strain said the In­ 
dian students object to the 
Stanford “dollies,” the band's 
pom-pom girls, wearing feath­ 
ers in their hair and using a 
zigzag Navajo design on the 
skirts of one of their uniforms. 
The request from Strain to the 
band, which lies outside the un­ 
iversity’s control, came fol­ 
lowing Stanford’s game with 


Washington State Oct. 25. The 
dollies have removed the 
feathers, but band leader Bill 
Wick said the tom-tom fanfare 
and “ax” formation will be part 
of its Big Game show, as usual. 
“The band isn't going to 
change under pressure from the 
university, and we are also not 
going to be bought by the alum­ 


ni,” Wick said. And he said the 
band would have an additional 
comment 
on 
the situation 
during its performance Satur­ 
day. 
The campus is scheduled to 
vote early in December on 
whether to change the mascot 
from the current “Cardinals,” 
perhaps back to Indians An 


“underground” movement sell­ 
ing the once-popular Indian 
decals has sprung up in recent 
weeks, and Lowell Berry, a 
spokesman 
for 
an 
alumni 
group, 
the 
New 
Founders 
League, says “the Indian is alive 
and in the hearts of a lot of alum­ 
ni.” 
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“ Absolutely not,” said Sco­ 
vell. 
But, Devine said, “ Even after 
we lost, there still appeared to 
be interest by the Cotton Bowl. I 
don’t know how big, but enough 
so that another vote was taken. 


"As far as I'm concerned, I 
considered it a great com­ 
pliment to the coaching staff, the 
team and myself that the Cotton 
Bowl people thought I could 
make a bowl representative out 
of our club even after losing to 
Pittsburgh.” 


Ed Bauer, captain of the Irish, 
denied that the team had 
rejected any bowl bid because of 
Devine. 


“ Speaking for myself only,” 
he said, “ it was the over­ 
whelming fact of Saturday’s 
game that had to be the major 
factor in the decision we made 
Sunday afternoon. Taking a poll 
was merely to get the sentiment 
of the team.” 


Asked about reported team 
feelings against Coach Devine, 
Bauer said: “No, there's no 
truth to that. There’s nothing to 
it at all. We re going to be there 
Saturday (for the Miami, Fla. 
game) and we re going to be 
playing in our 11th game the 
same way we played in our 
first.”

Walking th rough th e crowded 
lobby , th ere would be h undreds 
of ey es turned in Karras’ direc­ 
tion. Ch ances are, th e cab driver 
would recognize h im, too. 
As h e entered th e stadium 
th rough th e press gate, fans wh o 
never saw Karras play as an all- 
pro defensive tackle for th e 
Detroit Lions would wave and 
sh out "Good luck, tonigh t, Alex. 
Say h ello to H ow ard and 
Frank.’’ 
T h at’s th e way it is, now 
w h erever th e ABC Monday 
Nigh t Football team travels. 
Alex Karras, Howard Cosell 
and Frank Gifford are better 
known th an almost any of th e 
play ers wh ose performances 
th ey dissect. It is th e age of th e 
critic as star. 
Alex Karras, th e one-time 
tough neck from Gary , Ind., 
snorted as h e th ough t about 
wh at h is life h as become in th e 
past few y ears and wh at pro 
football h as come to mean in th is 
country . 
"People h ave lost th eir minds 
and th eir souls try ing to play th is 
game or even follow it,” Karras 
said in a loud voice. 
He never talks softly . He 
carries a big stick, but Alex 
Karras does not talk softly . 
" It’s now on a parallel to going 
to Sunday Sch ool. Yeah , it’s 
reach ed th at status in our coun­ 
try . It really is interesting wh ere 
our h eads are. 
"It’s weird. It’s Like th e old 
Roman Empire. To be President 


of th e United States is no longer 
great, but if y ou could be th e 
quarterback of th e St. Louis Car­ 
dinals? Th at would be wh at y our 
daddy really would want.” 
A ph one rang. Karras snatch ed 
it off th e cradle and sh outed into 
th e receiver. „ 
It turned out it was a man with 
a business proposition. Karras 
listened politely . He gets a lot of 
business propositions th ese day s. 
He listens to th em all. He 
knows much more about money 
and h ow it works th an y ou migh t 
expect. 


Karras h ung up th e ph one. 
"No, 1 don't th ink I’d want my 
boy s to grow up to be defensive 
tackles like I was. I'd rath er h ave 
th em be doctors (Karras' fath er 
was one) or lawy ers or any th ing 
th ey could h ave fun w ith 
ph y sically with out violence." 
It’s a popular misconception 
th at Karras suddenly emerged as 
a full-blown ch aracter one nigh t 
a couple of y ears ago in th e ABC 
booth on Monday Nigh t Foot­ 
ball. 
"I was up in Canada five y ears 
ago doing color on TV and even 
some play -by -play ,” Karras said.

I 
h ad been running a little betting 
sh eet. At least Pete Rozelle and 
th e owners th ough t it was a bet­ 
ting sh eet. I called it "Alex 
Karras: Pro in th e Know.” 
“So th ey told Roone I was too 
controversial and th at I h ad a 
very bad image with th e public.

State coach Earle Bruce left no 
doubt about it.

Bruce said after h is club fell 52-0 
to second-rated Nebraska 
"But I’ll say righ t now, I'm 
going to figh t to keep my job.” 
Bruce was questioned about 
rumors th at h e may be on sh aky 
ground because of th e Cy clones’ 
late tailspin — five straigh t 
losses after a 4-1 start. 
" I’m a football coach . I've 
worked damn h ard h ere. 
"We are try ing to build a solid 
program and h ave a lot of y oung 
kids — th ere aren t many seniors 
on th is squad. 
"I’ve worked too h ard to give 
it up with out a figh t.” 
Bruce is on th e th ird y ear of a 
five-y ear contract. 
Iowa State closes its season 
Saturday at h om e against 
Oklah oma State and needs a vic­ 
tory to escape a th ird straigh t 4-7 
season under Bruce. 
"As far as I know, th ere is no 
pressure to remove Earle,” said 
ISU a th le tic director Lou 
McCullough , 
"Th at would h ave to come 
from our president W. Robert 
Parks and th e ath letic council. 
"Th e are th e powers th at be at 
Iowa State. I’ve just got one of 
th e 16 votes on th e ath letic coun­ 
cil.” 
Bruce came to Iowa State in 
19 73 from Tampa and replaced 
Joh nny Majors, wh o took th e 
h ead job at Pittsburgh . 
If Bruce is fired, it will cost 
th e sch ool about $50,000 to pay 
off th e remaining two y ears of 
h is contract 
Injuries, especially to quarter­ 
back Buddy Hardeman, h ave 
h urt th e Cy clones since Big 
Eigh t Conference play opened 
six weeks ago. 


So Rozelle told ABC, or at least 
suggested, th at th ey lay off me.

Karras was as close to being 
an instant success as any one 
could expect. He was funny . He 
was irreverent. He knew h ow to 
h andle Howard Cosell with out 
growing surly as Williamson h ad 
done. 
He di dn' t 
p osse ss th e 
h omespun Western ch arm on 
Dandy Don, 
but h e h ad 
someth ing else th at was equally 
important.

Hayes Brushes 
Off Newsmen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - 
Ohio State coach Woody Hayes 
might have set a record for 
brevity Tuesday night after prac­ 
tice when he brushed off waiting 
newsmen in one minute and 37 
seconds. 


That’s all it took Hayes to tell 
a small group of writers, in­ 
cluding one who came from 
Chicago, what the top-rated 
Buckeyes worked on Tuesday in 
preparation for Saturday's Big 
Ten title clash with No. 5 
Michigan.

Ann Arbor, Mich. (UPI) - 
Michigan adhered to its normal 
practice schedule Tuesday, 
holding a heavy two-hour 
workout in preparation for 
Saturday’s Big Ten showdown 
with Ohio State. But the players 
admitted a difference in intensi­ 
ty- 
junior fullback Rob Lytle 
explained “ it’s a week where 
everybody is really psyched. 
Players are psyched. Coaches 
are psyched. It actually makes it 
a lot of fun because everything 
seems to come together.” 
The game, which will decide 
the league championship for the 
seventh time in eight years, is 
definitely emotional but coach 
Bo Schmebechler discounts the 
need for added incentive. 
“You don’t need any extra in­ 
centive for this game,” he said, 
“because it’s Michigan and Ohio 
State and that’s all you really 
need.” 
Schembechler even played 
down the home field advantage, 
which has been a factor since 
1968, the year before he took 
over. 
“Neither team has been able 
to win on the road,” he said, 
“ but we have played two pretty 
good games down there and they 
have played well up here. So I'm 
not sure the home field is much 
of an advantage in a game this 
big.” 
He did say, however, the home 
field would mean something for 
the Michigan seniors, since it 
would be their last home game. 


Hayes, who has held shorter 
conferences following infre­ 
quent losses, usually is more 
talkative at the prearranged 
m eetings during Michigan 
week. 


“Defensively, we worked on 
almost every phase,” Hayes said. 
He then ran down those specific 
phases: running, passing, goal 
line and 
punt 
return. 
“ Everything but kickoff re­ 
turns,” he said. 
Woody then routinely went 
over what the offense had 
worked on, no big surprises 
there either, adding that he kept 
the No. 1 offensive unit a little 
longer than usual to practice 
field goals. 


Tom Klaban booted four field 
goals in last year’s 12-10 Bucks 
victory over the Wolverines. 
"We'll work about an hour and 
a half tomorrow,” said Hayes, 
who then turned and walked 
away, leaving the small 
gathering standing in the dimly 
lit hallway outside the Buckeyes 
training quarters. 
Although Hayes had little or 
nothing to say in person, he did 
comment on the magnitude of 
the nationally televised game on 
Ohio State’s telephone “sports 
line.” 
"This is the ultimate for the 
entire season,” Hayes told in­ 
terviewer Steve Snapp, OSU 
assistant sports information 
director. "The game we need to 
set the whole thing off. It means 
an extreme amount to each one 
of the players and for the team, 
it means everything.” 
For the second consecutive 
day, the Buckeyes practiced un­ 
der sunny skies with temper- 
tures in the mid 60s.

“ We don’t have the money in 
the budget to hire somebody 
else, and it definitely looks like 
we’re not going to get any money 
for this,” Danenhauer said. 
“We’ve asked for the money 
many times, but have always 
been turned down.” 
Danenhauer said "every body 
we’re playing has at least one 
more full time assistant than we 
do, so we re undermanned to 
begin with.” 
Leahy, a former standout 
quarterback at Marquette 
University, was head football 
coach at Creighton Prep in 
Omaha for 17 years. At one time, 
he also was an assistant coach 
with the Omaha Mustangs. 
“It’s really great we have a 
man who is qualified as he is to 
give time to football coaching,” 
Danenhauer said. “ Mr. Leahy 
has been highly successful as a 
football coach.” 
Danenhauer said his budget 
allows for four full time assistant 
coaches, two graduate assistants 
and himself. 
“We are all teachers as well,” 
Danenhauer said. “We have our 
classroom duties as well as our 
coaching duties. Our problem is 
the money type of thing.” 
UNO chancellor Ronald 
Roskens approved the placing of 
Leahy as a football assistant. 
The Mavericks closed their 
1975 campaign Saturday, losing

000 persons are bitten by snakes 
in the United States each year, 
but only about five of them die. 


"If you did nothing in all of 


the cases, probably 99% would 
recover. Just don't foul up the 
patient with bad medicine," he 
said. 


Arnold won support from 


William Haast, director of the 
Miami Serpentarium, which 
produces anti-venom for shipr 
ment throughout the world. 
Haast. who has survived 122 
snake bites, including several by 
king cobras, said, "for 10 years 
that (the Arnold regimen) has 
been our treatment."

The saga of former state Sen. 


Terry Carpenter will continue, 
apparently for another three 
weeks at least.

gially cast for Carpenter in the 
48th District legislative race, but 
later ruled void'by Secretary of 
State Allen Beermann.

The lawsuit asks a ..three-judge 


federal panel to issue a 
declaratory judgment that the 
state law cited by Beermann is 
invalid, and Beermann's actions 
under that law, which was 
amended by the last legislature, 
are invalid. 


If Urbom denies the dismissal 


motion, the case would be hard 
by the three judge panel'. 


If the suit ultimately suc- 


ceeds, it would mean Carpenter 
won the election by three votes. 
Beermann's action made Car- 
penter a 68-vote loser to Nichol. 


Carpenter had initially taken 


his challenge of the election to 
the legislature, but the Unica- 
meral cited a technicality in a 
failure to post a bond; and de- 
cided not to consider the mat- 
ter. 


Carpenter contended Nichol's 


68-vote victory should be over- 
turned by the validation of near- 
ly 100 of his write-in votes which 
were thrown out for mis- 
spellings, lack of a first name or 
initiation, or improper desig- 
nation of office. 


Carpenter, long a dominant 


force in the Unicameral and the 
firebrand of Nebraska politics, 
had resigned the legislatuve seat 
after losing the Democratic 
nomination for lieutenant gover- 
nor. He later mounted the 
w r i t e-in campaign against 
Nichol.

Exon is trying to duck the blame 
for increasing next year's tax 
rates. 


Mrs. Batchelder, in a news 


release, said Exon is attempting 
to blame the increases on the 
legislature or "if need be, the 
State Board of Equalization." 


Mrs. Batchelder claims Exon 


has "played politics with the tax 
rates through his first term to 
build his image of a fiscal con- 
servative." 


She said the governor has 


"carefully orchestrated a be- 
lieve . . . that he is a holding- 
the-line advocate/' 


However, Mrs. Batchelder, 


the unsuccessful GOP candidate 
for lieutenant governor last year, 
noted that the state spent S300.2 
million in general fund money 
during 1974-75, compared with 
$163.6 million during the last 
fiscal year in the administration 
of the state's last Republican 
governor, Norbert Tiemann. 


Even allowing for an esti- 


mated--32.6 per cent hike in costs 
attributed to inflation, Mrs. 
Batchelder said the state, under 
Exon, spent more than $92 
million more last year than 
during Tiemann's last year in of- 
fice. 


"Governor Exon is the only 


governor in the history of Ne- 
braska to have general fund ex- 
penditures in excess of ?200 
million in a fiscal year," said 
Mrs. Batchelder, adding, "The 
governor controls almost all 
spending." 


She said the governor is not 


obligated to spend all of the 
money appropriated by the leg- 
islature, and can make further 
reductions in spending by the 
departments in the executive 
branch of the state government.

Members of the City County 


Common directed the Ralph 
Parsons consulting firm to look 
into the conversion of solid 
waste into electricity and the 
construction of a plant to 
produce steam heat for down- 
town Lincoln and the University 
of Nebraska. 


That action came only after 


the elected city and county of- 
ficials authorized one action, 
rescinded that action and 
decided on the expenditure of an 
additional $20,000. The City 
Council, County Board and 
mayor already are paying $120,- 
000 for the solid waste report. 
However, since the officials 
already had budgeted an extra 
$11,000, the group will have to 
shell out only another $9,000. 


The common has delayed 


making a decision on the gar- 
bage question for several weeks. 


Initially, the common ordered 


the consultant to study the 
steam plant option. Under that 
plan, the consultant also would 
have reported on the production 
of electricity at a generating 
plant. 


Councilman Bob Jeambey said 


that proposal would "just be a 
way we can get the most of our 
money." 


However, consultant Bob 


MitcheE recommended the com- 
mon forgo the steam plant study 
if the group really was not in- 
terested in that option. 


Council members have voiced 


concern that it won't pay to con- 
vert solid waste into steam 
because there is no guarantee 
there will be customers to buy

New York — If someone 
breaks into your house and steals 
the silverware, will your in­ 
surance policy pay you what it’s 
worth'’ The answer depends on 
your policy — and on your proof 
of what the silver cost. 
Let's start with proof, since 
that's what people most often 
neglect. Not many families keep 
lists of what their homes con­ 
tain. even though they read over 
and over again that it’s a good 
idea. Should they suffer a loss 
(from theft, fire or vandalism), 
they have to construct their 
possessions from memory', guess 
when they were bought, and how 
much was paid. 
If the insurance company 
thinks your estimates are too 
high, and refuses to accept them, 
you have little recourse. Without 
proof, you pretty much have to 
go along with what the insurer 
thinks. 
To make sure you get your 
money’s worth out of your fire- 
and-theft insurance, back up the 
policy with an inventory' of your 
possessions. Take pad and pen­ 
cil, and an afternoon. Go 
through every room in the 
house, writing down precisely 
what’s in it (including make and 
model», when you bought it and 
about what it cost. Don’t forget 
the closets and cupboards. 
Keep the list in a fireproof 
strongbox. 
If you have a loss, this inven­ 
tory list show's the insurance 
company that you aren’t sudden­ 
ly coming up with inflated es­ 
timates of what your things were 
worth. But don’t try to steal a

If the insurer thinks 
your estimates are too high for a 
person of your means he’ll knock 
them down, regardless of your 
list. 
Sales Slips Helpful 
For this reason, it’s helpful to 
have sales slips (and snapshots) 
for items of particular value, like 
furniture and appliances. Any 
heirlooms or purchases of un­ 
usual worth must be separately 
appraised if you hope to recover 
anything approaching their 
value. A store in town will likely 
do appraisals, or at least be able 
to tell you where to get them 
done. Keep the sales slips and 
appraisals along with your inven­ 
tory’ list. 
If anything is stolen, report it 
immediately to the police, and 
put the same value on it that 
you'll report to the insurance 
company »they’ll likely check the 
report« Small losses you’ll have 
to cover yourself. You policy 
probably carries at least a $50 
deductible and perhaps one 
that’s much higher. 
Even when the loss is fully 
covered you generally won’t get 
the full replacement value of the 
stolen goods. The insurance 
company estimates what the 
stolen item would cost today, 
and reduces that amount for 
every year you owned it. To 
replace it. you'll have to ante up 
more money of your own. Some 
companies sell policies with full- 
replacement clauses for fairly 
new items, but they’re more 
expensive than regular policies. 
You usually don’t buy a theft 
policy all by itself. It comes as 
part of your homeowner’s, 
renter's, 
or condominium- 
owner’s policy. You’re covered 
up to a specific ceiling men­ 
tioned in the policy; more 
coverage costs more money.

Natural gas rates will increase 
beginning Dec. 27 for 37 Cengas- 
served Nebraska communities 
supplied by Northern Natural 
Gas Co., Cengas announced 
Tuesday. 
C. L. Wilcox, Lincoln division 
manager of Cengas, a division of 
Central Telephone & Utilities 
Corp., Lincoln, said the increase 
will amount to about 40 cents 
per month for the average 
residential heating customer. 
He said Northern Natural filed 
evidence with the Federal 
Power Commission permitting it 
to increase rates to recovery the 
higher field cost of gas. 
Pending before the commis­ 
sion is another Northern Natural 
rate Application which resulted 
in an increase, subject to reduc­ 
tion and refund, on Oct. 27,1974, 
The initial hearing will be Feb.

Policies typically cover you for 
all losses from your home and 
garage, including the theft of 
rented items; the losses of your 
guests; losses away from home 
up to a specific ceiling, and 
thefts from a locked car.

Higher Deductibles 
You can lower the cost of a 
policy by taking higher deduc­ 
tibles. A $100 deductible may 
save you 10% in premiums, and 
a $500 deductible, 20%. You may 
also be able to lower costs — and 
perhaps improve coverage — by 
switching insurance companies. 
Ask your neighbors about their 
coverage, to see if it’s better 
than yours. If your policy turns 
out to be the best on the block, 
make sure people know about it. 
You find good insurance com­ 
panies mainly by word of mouth. 
If you want more insurance 
for special items, the company 
will write it for you. Expensive 
furs and jewelry, for example, 
are typically covered by a 
"floater" policy. Tell your in­ 
surance agent what possessions 
or collections you have of special 
value, to find out whether 
they’re covered or not. No sense 
letting yourself in for a nasty sur­ 
prise. 
If you live in a high-crime area 
and can’t get private insurance, 
investigate federal coverage. 
Write to Federal Crime In­ 
surance, P.O. Box 41033, 
Washington, D.C. 20014, or call 
toll-free 800-638-6780, to find out 
if your state is part of the crime- 
insurance program, and if so 
who sells it. 
You can get residential 
coverage up to $10.000. If it's any 
consolation, you’re also covered 
if you’re mugged. The govern­ 
ment requires a deadbolt lock on 
your door, but won’t cancel your 
insurance or raise your rates if 
you're robbed again and again. 
Rates are higher than normal, 
but for the protection it’s a small 
price to pay.

Barg e Traffic

St. Louis (AP) — The U.S. 
Coast Guard has announced that 
it will begin closing the Missouri 
River to barge traffic Nov. 28, 
the day after Thanksgiving. 
On that day, the Coast Guard 
cutter Gasconade gets into posi­ 
tion behind the last commercial 
barge at Sioux City, Iowa, and 
begins removing buoys. 
Two more river tenders will 
take up the job as work 
progresses down river 732 miles 
to St. Louis. 
Dec. 10 the river will be closed 
at St. Louis, after removal of 
more than 1,000 buoys and elec­ 
trical equipment from nearly 
half as many shore lights. 
During the winter months the 
Coast Guard maintains its 
navagational aids, painting the 
buoys, checking batteries and 
bulbs and overhauling the ships. 
Dec. 1 the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers will limit the flow of 
water into the river over the 
spillway at Gavins Point Dam, in 
Yankton. S.D. to the minimum 
level required for generation of 
electricity. 
From then until mid-March, 
when the river is reopened to 
commercial traffic, four lakes 
will store enough water to insure 
an 81 a-foot channel and plenty of 
hydro-electric power for the 
coming summer

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C/eaver Ends Seven Years In Exile; Denounced 


NEW YORK (AP) - Renoun- 


cing his revolutionary past, 
Eldridge Cleaver flew home 
from Paris Tuesday, ending 
seven years on the run. The 
former Black Panther leader, 
depicted as resigned to im- 
prisonment, was immediately 
taken into custody by the FBI. 


Cleaver's transatlantic flight, 


on which he had been accom- 
panied by three FBI agents, 
landed in early evening at 
Kennedy Airport, where three 
more agents met the plane. In 
addition, U.S. Customs agents 


joined in forming a human 
barrier as some 75 reporters 
sought to interview the one-time 
black revolutionary. 


Akeady in custody, Cleaver 


was placed under formal arrest 
after he left the plane. 


In a letter to the New York 


Times, written before he left 
Paris and published Tuesday, 
Cleaver said: 


"With all its faults, the 


American political system is the 
freest and most democratic in 
the world. The system needs to 
be improved, with democracy 


spread to all areas of life, par- 
ticularly the economic. 


"All these changes must be 


conducted through our es- 
tablished institutions and people 
with grievances must find 
political methods for obtaining 
redress." 


Meanwhile, Cleaver's onetime 


Black Panther comrades dis- 
associated themselves from him. 
David DuBois, editor of the par- 
ty's weekly newspaper, said 
Cleaver no longer is a Black 
Panther. 


"We don't want our party to 


be associated with Eldridge 
Cleaver and we don't want the 
work of the party to be 
associated 
with Eldridge 


Cleaver," DuEHs added in a 
statement in Washington to 
National Public Radio. 


"His return to the country is 


not of concern to us Beyond the 
fact that we are interested in 
guaranteeing . .. that he 
receives a fair trial." 


The 39-year-old Cleaver was 


relaxed and good natured before 
taking off from Paris for home. 


Cleaver joked and shook hands 


with one of the agents flying 
with him before kissing his wife, 
Kathleen, goodby. Laughing, he 
said he had received a telegram 
from a friend saying, "Stay away 
from my house." 


At San Quentin Prison in 


California, Philip Guthrie, a 
spokesman for the state's parole 
board, said the board has a 
warrant out for Cleaver's arrest. 


"We would have no other 


course than to put him into 
custody," Guthrie said. "There 
is also a federal fugitive warrant. 


Panthers 


My understanding is the feds 
will put him in custody. Then we 
will work out how to get him 
back to California." 


His wife, who plans to come to 


the United States in December, 
was cheerful, but talked in 
graver tones to reporters. She 
said that since Cleaver fled the 
United States in 1968, he had 
hoped to return without going to 
prison. 


"He sees that's not going to 


happen," she said. "He made up 
his mind that he'll go to prison. 
He feels that the situation in 


which he is returning is one in 
which he'll be. clearly un- 
derstood." 


Cleaver himself had told 


reporters that his decision to 
return grew out of what he 
believes is a change in mood in 
the United States that will assure 
him a fair trial. He violated 
parole and has a grand jury in- 
dictment pending on assault 
charges growing out of an 
Oakland, Calif., Shootout in 1966 
in which he and two policemen 
were wounded. 


Cleaver's French lawyer, 


Roland Dumas, who was the at- 
torney of Pablo Picasso, said the 
black leader "believes he can get 
a fair trial. We have been in con- 
tact with the American 
authorities and all our dealings 
with them were correct and very 
straightforward." 


At the airport Cleaver was 


handed a ticket by a U.S. govern- 
ment representative. He greeted 
a number of friends, and then 
walked to the passport control 
area. He was carrying a 
typewriter case and wore a blue 
French fisherman's cap.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


government study released 
Tuesday indicates that minority 
Americans scrimp on medical 
care, personal automobiles, 
recreation and education 
because they must spend a 
greater percentage of income 
than their white counterparts on 
food and shelter. 


The findings were contained in 


a Commerce Department 
analysis performed to help 
businessmen cater to what the 
report called the minority 
market. 


The department described the 


market as composed of 24.1 
million blacks and 3.2 million 
other non-white Americans who 
spent an estimated ?64 billion 
for personal consumption in 
1973, making them "the ninth 
largest consumer market in the 
world.'' 


Noting the lower income of 


non-whites as a group, the report 
showed that although they made 
up 11.5% of the nation's 
population in 1973, they ac- 
counted for a smaller share of 
personal spending, 8.5%. 


Census Bureau figures for 1973 


showed median income for 
white families of $12,600, com- 
pared to ?7,270 for blacks. The 
most recent survey showed black 
median income of $7,800 in 1974 
compared with $13,400 for 
whites. 


The study of spending habits 


showed that non-whites general- 
ly spend a bigger share of their 
income than do whites on the 
general categories of food, in- 
cluding alcohol and tobacco; 
clothing, including accessories 
and jewelry; housing and per- 
sonal care, such as toilet articles 
and grooming. 


Food, for example, accounted 


for 22.4% of white personal con- 
sumption and 25.8% for non- 
whites. Whites devoted 29.6% of 
their personal expenditures to 
their housing and household 
expenses, while the percentage 
for non-whites was 31.1%. 


Non-white spending, again 


expressed as a share of personal 
consumption expenditures, was 
lower than whites for transporta- 
tion, medical care, personal 
business, recreation and private 
education. 


Non-white spending on 


medical care, for example, was 
6.2%, compared with 8.1% for 


whites. For recreation, the com- 
parative figures were 6%, for 
non-whites and 6.7% for whites. 


The report said rising incomes 


of minorities has been accom- 
panied by changing spending 
patterns but it's impossible to 
tell how much of current 
patterns can be explained by 
differing tastes among whites 
and non-whites. 


"Although comparisons of 


spending between whites and 
minorities can be made, there is 
as yet no way to make current 
comparisons of spending of the 
two groups according to in- 
come," the report said.

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Tango' 1$ A Remarkable Dance 


By BILL WALUS 


The "Tango" is a remarkable 


dance. Its movement patterns in- 
clude the graceful and grotesque 
combined. 


Slowomir Mrozek has chosen 


this dance to symbolize modern 
man's attempts to understand 
and control his physical and in- 
tellectual being. 


"Tango," now showing at the 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
Experimental Theatre, is a com- 
plex allegory and a political 
satire in which no solution to 
chaos is found but surrender to 
brute authoritarianism. 


It is dark in forecast, but not 


without generous touches of 
black humor which delight the 
audience while mocking 
mankind. Further, it is a study 
of political revolution. 


The family becomes the 


microcosm for modern society. 
Each member offers a different 
guide for action and a different 
solution to the philosophical 
problems of existence. 


Arthur, played fay Jeff Otte, is 


a young medical student who is 
disturbed by the chaos of the 
world around him. His father, 
Stomil, led the revolution which 
led to society and his own 
family's dissolution. 


Stomil's wife is unfaithful. He 


now spends his middle age 
writing puppet morality plays. 


In the course of the action, 


Arthur's revolution to again im- 


pose order on political and 
moral chaos forces him to 
assume a Bismark-like power 
stance. 


Betrayed fay his bride-to-be, 


his governing power crumbles, 
and a Hitler or Stalin-like figure 
of opportunism embraces the 
idea of the tango as form of 
entertainment. It appears all 
those remaining — after 
Arthur's assassination — will 
follow Eddie, who has ''no prin- 
ciples and is proud of it." 


Stomil, whose purpose in life 


was to "shatter existing forms," 
is played by Paul Baker with 
strength and definition. His per- 
formance is matched by Jeff 
Otte. 


Eric Sorensen is a strong Ed- 


die, verbally and in movement. 
He could have been more 
sinister in his final moments, 
however. 


It was, however, Jim Sudik 


who created the most 
memorable character of the 
evening. Aided fay superb move- 
ment and make-up, his un- 
derstanding of the old idealist 
Eugene was a touching delight. 
Only his character is fully 
grounded in reality in this 
production. This character is 
very well written, and Sudik is 
impressive. 


Charry D. Miller, as the am- 


bivalent matron, had good 
moments but did not sustain the 
believafaility of her character in 
all situations. Seed Dawson did 


not have the variety -to contain 
the very difficult shallow 
selfishness and destructiveness 
which is seminal to her 
character. Susan Guthrie was 
irregular in her understanding of 
motivation. As a result, her 
character seemed out of place at 
times. 


Scenically the show appeared 


to be too big for the experimen- 
tal theatre. Sightlines were poor 
for several interior scenes. I felt 
the lighting lacked badly-needed 
variety and brightness, and was 
shadowed stage right. 


Like most abusrdist drama, 


"Tango" does not embrace emp- 
tiness. Man goes on seeking new 
forms to shape reality. But the 
final image of the play is the 
grotesque-graceful tango. 


It is not an easy dance, but its 


painful positions offer enough 
variety to allow the dancers to 
continue movement.

afternoon was geared to preparing for Oklahoma Saturday in 
Norman. Coach Tom Osborne, however, took a brief moment 
after the workout to comment on Monday's decision by the 
Cornhuskers to turn down an opportunity to play in the Fiesta 
Bowl. 


"I'd like to have our fans know and the Fiesta Bowl people 


know that the vote certainly was not addressed to the Fiesta as 
being a minor bowl or that we were too good to go," he said.

Fiesta Might Be Best Deal 


Except for the money involved, which doesn't match the 


major bowls (but pays $70,000 more than the Sun Bowl), 
Oklahoma coach Barry Switzer believes the Fiesta might be a 
better deal than all the bowls. Of course, he'd just as soon not 
play there — or, rather he'd prefer the Orange Bowl for what it 
stands for — a Big Eight Conference championship. 


"I've been told the Fiesta does the best job of accom- 


modating and hosting a team than any other bowl," Switzer 
said. "It's a first class operation in every way and we might have 
a better deal than all of them." 


Bill Shover, a Fiesta committee member, watched 


Nebraska defeat Colorado here several weeks ago and told of 
future plans for the bowl, which will have its fifth game this 
year. 


"We have two enlargement projects on the drawing board 


for the stadium and within four years we'll have over 70,000 
seats," he said. "Right now, if we could get Nebraska, we'd be 
able fb give them just a little over 9,000 tickets. In a few years, 
that will be considerably higher." 


With such expansion in the future, it might behoove the Big 


Eight Conference to attempt to work out a deal to send its 
runnerup to Phoenix every year — or even its champion. 
Phoenix is just as nice a wintertime resort as Miami. 


The 1975 Fiesta game will be the richest since the first game 


back in 1971, mainly because of a CBS television contract. When 
expansion comes, it most certainly will rank right up there with 
the Orange, Cotton and Bryant bowls. 


Orange Is A Sellout 


Under NCAA rules, the Orange Bowl Committee has to set 


aside one-third of tickets printed for the two teams selected. 
That means each competing school is allotted about 12,500 
tickets. 


Those 25,000 tickets are the only ones remaining for the 


42nd Orange Bowl classic on New Year's night. Orange Bowl

ticket director Lee Hutcheson said back on Oct. 13 he had more 
orders from the public than can be processed. It's one of the 
earliest sellouts in OB history. 


By contract, fans of the Big Eight champion will sit on the

All tickets not sold and returned to the Orange Bowl com- 


mittee will be offered on a first refusal basis to the other school. 


The 1976 game will generate between $675,000 and $700,000 


for each team. That's triple the amount of money paid by the 
Orange Bowl ten years ago. 


All told, eleven bowls paid the 22 competing teams in excess 


of $8,250,000 last season.

Hayes, the crusty, old football 
coach of top-ranked Ohio State, 
says he enjoys the intense dislike 
Michigan fans show for him. 


"It doesn't hurt my feelings at 


all. It's the greatest compliment 
I could have," Hayes told 
newsmen as Ohio State retained 
its No. 1 ranking in The 
Associated Press poll with 46 
first place votes to 11 for 
runnerup Nebraska. 


"They (the 
Wolverines) 


couldn't beat me with two 
Michigan coaches. So they had to 
come down here and take a 
coach (Bo Schembechler) I 
trained. 


"And they haven't beaten me 


with him yet. He was my first 
graduate assistant at Ohio State 
and later a fine line coach for 
me," 
Hayes 
said 
of 


Schembechler. 


Hayes holds a 3-2-1 edge over 


his former assistant going into 
their summit meeting Saturday 
for the Big Ten title and accom- 
panying Rose Bowl berth. 


Overall, Hayes is 15-8-1 against 


the Wolverines, who are ranked 
No. 4. 


Hayes has won all three games 


in Columbus, 20-9 in 1970,14-11 
in 1972 and 12-10 last year. 


Schembechler's triumphs 


were 24-12 in his first Michigan 
season in 1969 and 10-7 in 1971. 
The 1973 contest ended in a 10-10 
tie. 


Someone asked Hayes if he 


would play for another deadlock 
since that is all his team needs to 
go the Rose Bowl for a fourth 
straight season and fifth in the 
last six years. 


"I've tried to think about 


everything that might come up 
in the game. But I won't talk 
about it until after the game," 
responded Hayes. 


The Ohio State coach refused 


to discuss any strengths or 
weaknesses of the Wolverines, 
saying only 
"They're an 


extremely tralented team. That's 
the only comment I'm going to 
make." 


Hayes did concede it's a 


problem preforming before the 
more than 100.000 fans at Ann 
Arbor. 


"It's a disadvantage to play 


away from home," iie said. 
"We'll try to overcome that." 


Following tradition, Hayes 


drilled the 10-0-0 Buckeyes 
behind the locked gates of Ohio 
Stadium, saving, Tra bitter. I'll 
stay that way." 


The short-fused Ohio State 


coach recalled he let a writer 
view pracfaee when he was at 
Miami Ohio, worked on a new 


offense for Cincinnati rival 
Xavier. The writer revealed the 
strategy. Miami lost 7-0. 


"Another year we got all we 


needed about a fine Wisconsin 
team from their student 
newspaper. Without that infor- 
mation, we could not have 
won," contended Hayes. 


The Ohio State coach was in a 


good, low-key mood Monday. 
But that may have been a front. 


"I am never happy as long as a 


football game is coming up," he 
said. "Contentment is for cows.

The only team other than Ohio 


State or Nebraska to get first 
place support in the AP poll was 
No. 3 Texas A&M, which 
received one No. 1 vote.

Morgan of the Cincinnati Reds, a 
little guy who beats you in a lot 
of big ways, Tuesday was a 
landslide winner of the National 
League's Most Valuable Player 
Award and said he felt winning 
the trophy was good for baseball 
because it proved there is more 
to the game than just being able 
to swing a bat. 


The 5-foot-7,155-pound second 


baseman, whose 'brilliant all- 
around play sparked the Reds to 
the National League pennant 
and the World Series, received 
21'2 first place votes and 321^ 
points from the 24-member 
committee—two from each NL 
city—of the Baseball Writers 
Association 
of 
America 
to 


easily beat out outfielder Greg 
Luzinski of the Philadelphia 
Phillies. 


Luzinski, the major league 


leader in runs batted in with 120, 
did not receive aky first place 
votes and was far behind with 
154 points. Morgan's 167 '2 point 
margin over Luzinski is the 
greatest plurality in MVP history 
in either league. Morgan was the 
only player named on all 24 
ballots and he's the first second 
baseman to gain NL MVP 
honors since Jackie Robinson of 
Brooklyn in 1949, 


Outfielder Dave Parker oi the 


Pittsburgh Pirates was third 
with 120 pounts and two of 
Morgan's teammates, 
catcher 


Johnny Bench and third 
baseman Pete Rose, finished 
fourth with fifth respectively. 
Bench, who won MVP awards in 
1970 and 1972, had 117 points 
while Rose, the 1973 winner, had 
114. Rose received the other two 
and a half first place votes as one 
writer split his vote between 
Rose and Morgan.

He also 
scored 107 runs, led the league in 
walks with 132, hit 17 homers, 
drove in M run?, stole 67 bases 
and was the fielding leader 
among second baseman, making

His style of play was so out- 


standing that his biggest booster 
was Rose, whose own aggressive 
style has had a lot to do with the 
Reds' success over the years. 


"I'm a baseball fan und Joe 


Morgan is my favorite player," 
says Rose. "When you talk about 
the 'Big Red Machine' this year, 
you are talking about Joe 
Morgan and Johnny Bench. Joe 
did an unbelievable job for us, 
both on offense and defense, and 
he's in scoring position so often 
that I kept telling Bench that the 
only time he shouldn't get a ran 
batted in is when he strikes 
out." 


Luzinski. who missed most of

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Bryant's Toughness Symbol Softened

KANSAS CITY - Well, so much for the 


legend of Bear Bryant. Not too many ye>ars ago 
the Bear was equated with John Wayne and the 
U.S. Marines as a symbol of toughness. 


We could envision him destroying the Barbary 


Pirates, defending the Alamo and damning the 
torpedoes to go full steam ahead. He was tall, 
tough-jawed and mean-eyed, the kind of man 
who could buckle a 250-pound lineman's knees 
with a hostile glance. 


The Bear, we assumed, drank his whiskey 


straight and his football teams feared no oppo- 
nent. Now the passing years, affluence and eight 
straight non-winning bowl appearances have 
softened Bryant and set him out looking for 
lesser opponents to conquer. 


Fresh from a victory over Southern Mississip- 


pi, the Bear scored another triumph of 
m a t c h m a k i n g by adroitly avoiding a Big 
Eight opponent in the Sugar Bowl and lining up 
an engagement with Penn State, which has 
lost two games and has a chance to make it 
three Saturday against Pitt. 


"I recommended it," Bryant said of the Penn 


State selection at a time when his defenders 
were claiming that he was not the sort to duck 
an opponent. 


It was like hearing Arnold Palmer announce 


that he was going to start lagging up on the long 
putts or listening to Pete Rose explain that he 
wasn't going to break up double plays any more 
because he had his wife and kids to think of. 


Commenting on the accusation that he 


ducked the Big Eight, Bryant said, "I've been 
called a lot worse than that. They are all fine 


people out there, but it would take those young 
guys 15 or 20 years before they can wear their 
spurs regular. We have no apologies to make to 
anyone. I recommended it (playing Penn State) 
and I want those young coaches out there to 
know it." 


Despite saying that he liad no apologies to 


make, Bryant attempted to justify his action by 
saying, "If they (the Big Eight) wanted us, why 
didn't they invite us to the Orange Bowl." 


Oklahoma's Barry Switzer answered that 


point earlier when he said that the Orange Bowl 
officials approached him at the time the 
Sooners played in Miami and asked him his opi- 
nion about possible opponents for the Big Eight 
champion. 


"I told them to go out and get the best team in 


the country," Switzer said. Alabama did not 
want to play the best available opponent and so 
Penn State got the call over Oklahoma or 
Nebraska. Joe Paterno of Penn State declared, 
"Alabama has one of the greatest football 
traditions in the country and the greatest foot- 
ball coach in the country." Paterno has reason 
to speak well o( the Bear since Bryant made a 
$450,000 pay day available to Penn State. 


In New Orleans, the reaction to the selection 


of Penn State has been negative. Peter Finney, 
sports editor of the New Orleans States-Item, 
said the people calling the paper have expressed 
a strong preference for the Big Eight runner-up. 


While Bryant's decision to avoid a Big Eight 


opponent is out of character, it is under- 
standable. The Tide's inability to win a bowl 
game is becoming a source of embarrassment. 
This year's Alabama team does not appear to be 
as strong as usual and'" by playing Oklahoma or 


Nebraska, the Tide would have run the risk of a 
one-sided loss. 


Missouri is the only strong opponent Alabama 


ha met this season and the Tide lost to the 
Tigers, 20-7, in a game that was more one-sided 
than the final score indicates. Since losing to 
Missouri, Alabama has defeated Clemson, 
Vanderbilt, Mississippi, Washington, Ten- 
nessee, T.C.U., Mississippi State, L.S.U. and 
Southern Mississippi. 


Alabama's unpleasant experiences with Big 


Eight opposition date back to 1968 when 
Missouri routed the heavily-favored Tide, 35-10 
in the Gator Bowl. Colorado defeated Alabama, 
47-33, the following year. Then came a 24-24 tie 
with Oklahoma and a 38-6 loss to Nebraska. 
Over the last three seasons Alabama suffered 
bowl losses to Texas, 17-13, and to Notre Dame 
by scores of 24-23 and 13-11. This year's season 
opener with Missouri was an unhappy reminder 
of the risk involved in playing the top Big Eight 
teams. 


What Bryant needed was a bowl opponent 


with a big name that would not be too formi- 
dable. Penn State proved to be just the sort of 
team he. had in mind, although a 15-14 loss to 
North Carolina State Nov. 8 made Penn State 
less attractive. If Penn State loses to Pitt Satur- 
day the criticism of the Sugar Bowl will be even 
stronger. 


Bryant's search for a weaker opponent is 


much more understandable than the Sugar 
Bowl's willingness to let him arrange its game. 
The possibility also exists that the Sugar Bowl 
was resentful because of the tie-up whereby the 
Big Eight sends its championship team to the 
Orange Bowl. Cliff Kern, president of the Mid- 


Winter Sports Association which controls the 
Sugar Bowl, is believed to be the man respon- 
sible for giving in to Alabama. 


"He's very pliable and he was afraid of losing 


Alabama," a source close to the Sugar Bowl 
executive committee said. Kern defended the 
decision by saying that New Orleans would get 
more Eastern publicity and was able to obtain 
the leading team in the East. "We would have 
come up with a loser in the Big Eight," he 
said. "Which is it better to have, a winner or a 
runner-up?" 


Despite Kern's claims, an Alabama-Penn 


State game is not likely to attract as much 
national attention as a pairing with a Big Eight 
team and the game does not appear to be es- 
pecially attractive from a television standpoint. 
Except for the Orange, the major bowl schedule 
is not particularly good. Ohio State could be re- 
matched with UCLA in the Rose Bowl and 
Georgia ranks as a mediocre attraction for the 
Cotton Bow). 


From the Big Eight's standpoint the most dis- 


turbing thing about the situation is that the 
Sugar Bowl did nothing to indicate that a con- 
ference team would not be acceptable, thereby 
eliminating the Big Eight's chances of making a 
better deal for itself. 


Kern lost credibility by first denying that 


Bryant had influenced the selection of Penn 
State. He was then refuted by Bryant. 


"Obviously the Sugar Bowl doesn't use the 


same formula that the Orange Bowl does by 
taking the highest rated team," Switzer 
declared. "It's a disappointing thing because 
even if Oklahoma and Nebraska had both been 
10-0 coming into Saturday's game the same 
thing would have happened."

Jim Ross is likely to be much 


busier now that he's retiring. 


The veteran Nebraska football 


aide, who has coached the 
Busker freshmen the past seven 
years, ended his coaching duties 
last Friday when his 1975 NU 
yearlings ended the season with 
a perfect 5-0 record. 


But Ross, who also carries the 


title of assistant athletic director 
to Bob Devaney, will take on the 
responsibility of managing the 
new Fieldhouse complex. 


"The biggest question about 


my new duties is when they will 
start," Ross says, observing that 
the completion date on the 
fieldhouse has been ever- 
changing. 


"They keep insisting that we'll 


get in there for some of the 
basketball season. And I hope 
they're right. A lot has been 
done in recent weeks, but there's 
still a lot left to be completed 
before the building can be 
opened." 


Open In January 
Ross says the projected date is 


"at the start of the second 
semester in mid-January. That, 
of course, is for basketball. 
That's the only part of the 
building we have a chance to 
finish this school year." 


Swimming, gymnastics, 


wrestling and indoor track will 
also be housed in the building. 


Ross is a Michigan native who 


first became acquainted with 
Devaney when both coached at 
Alpena, Mich., High School 
following World War H 


"I was born in Grosse lie, 


Mich.," Ross relates. "It's a 
resort island in the Detroit river. 
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My dad was the greenskeeper of 
the golf course. That's what I 
was always going to be. I helped 
him at the club as a youth." 


But Ross'went off to college 


(Eastern Michigan) and got a 
coaching job at little Newaygo 
High upon graduation in 1939. 


His first football team rolled 


to a 7-1 record. 


Meets His Wife 
"That's where I met my wife 


Maurine," Jim recalls. "I was 
also teaching history and she was 
the Latin teacher in the school. I 
always went to see her after 
school to have her teach me how 
to pronounce the Greek and 
Roman names so I could prepare 
for my classes."

The Rosses have three 


married daughters and four 
grandchildren. 
Sharon is 


married to Maynard Smidt, who 
was on Nebraska's first Cotton 
Bowl team. He is in the in- 
surance business in North 
Platte. 


Middle daughter Peggy 


teaches at Clinton grade school 
in Lincoln. Her husband, Larry 
Honeycutt, is associated with the 
National Guard. 


Youngest daughter Kathy is 


also a teacher — at East Junior 
High.

After his first three years of 


high school coaching, Ross went 
into the army. While serving

in the South Pacific he was 
awarded the Bronze Star for 
gallantry in the Philippines.

"When I got out of the service 


in 1946," Ross remembers, "I 
was hired as the basketball 
coach at Alpena High and 
Devaney was named the football 
coach. We wera together there 
eight years. 


"Devaney was hired as an 


assistant at Michigan State when 
Duffy (Daugherty) got that job," 
Ross continues. "He told me 
that if he ever got a head 
coaching job he wanted me to go 
with him." 


That opportunity came three 


years later when Devaney was 
named the head coach at 
Wyoming. 


Devaney assembled an all-new 


staff at Wyoming. Ross and 
three others — Mike Corgan, 
John Melton and Carl Selmer — 
also made the move with 
Devaney from Wyoming to 
Nebraska. 


"My first impression of Lin- 


coln was our facilities," Ross ad- 
mits, "We had better offices in 
Wyoming than in the old place 
(Coliseum)." 


"I was also impressed with the 


size of the kids we inherited," 
Ross says. "We never had kids 
the size of Bob Brown, Lloyd 
Voss and Bill Thornton at 
Wyoming." 


With a five-man staff in those 


one-platoon days, Ross coached 
the offensive and defensive ends 
plus the defensive backs. 


Ross was named assistant 


athletic director five years later. 
Two more seasons went by

Notre Dame Coach Dan De- 


vine and bis players branded as 
"a lie" a published report that 
the Fighting Irish voted not to 
play in the Cotton Bowl because 
the players were upset with 
Devme's leadership. 


The furor began Tuesday mor- 


ning when David Israel, a colum- 
nist for the Washington, D.C., 
Star, quoted sources as saying 
that Notre Dame players had 
been offered a bid to the bowl 
even after losing to Pittsburgh 
last Saturday and that they 
turned it down because they 
were disturbed with Devine. 


Cotton Bowl officials denied 


that a bid had ever been of- 
fered, although Notre Dame 
players said they voted on two 
different occasions concerning 
the bowl. 


Notre Dame officials said the 


school was approached twice by 
the Cotton Bowl, once before the 
Pitt game and once after. Each 
time, they said, bowl officials 
wanted to learn the team's 
sentiment if a bid were 
extended. 


The results of the first vote 


could not be learned, but the 
players did vote against playing 
the second time. Meanwhile, 
players and coaches reacted 
angrily to Israel's story which 
quoted the sources as saying the 
players voiced 
dissatisfaction 


with Devine in a closed team 
meeting. 


"It's a lie," said Devine of the 


story. He said he told the squad 
last week there would be no 
meeting or talk of any bowl 
games. 


"By Thursday it became ap- 


parent that the Cotton Bowl 
wanted some kind of indication 
as to how the players felt," De- 
vine said. "We had a meeting 
which Moose Krause (athletic 
director) attended and the play- 
ers took a vote. I do hot know 
what the vote was. The votes 
were sealed and sent to Father 
Joyce (Rev. Edmund P. Joyce, 
head of the athletic board)." 


But here there were also dif- 


fering versions of the story. 
Field Scovell, selection com- 
mittee chairman for the Cotton 
Bowl, said Notre Dame was not 
invited to play ia the New Year's 
Day game "before or after the 
Pittsburgh game." 


"We made no proposition to 


Notre Dame," said Scovell. "We 
told them that they were one of 
four teams we were considering 
and that no decision would be 
made until 6 p.m. (Saturday),"' 


Scovell watched the Pitt-Notre 


Dame game and then on Sunday, 
the Cotton Bowl selected 
Georgia to face the Southwest 
Conference champion. Had 
Notre Dame been invited after 
the loss? 


"Absolutely not," said Sco- 


vell. 


But, Devine said, "Even after 


we lost, there still appeared to 
be interest by the Cotton Bowl. I 
don't know how big, but enough 
so that another vote was taken 


"As far as I'm concerned, I 


considered it a great com- 
pliment to the coaching staff, the 
team and myself that the Cotton 
Bowl people thought I could 
make a bowl representative out 
of our club even after losing to 
Pittsburgh." 


Ed Bauer, captain of the Irish, 


denied that the team had 
rejected any bowl bid because of 
Devine. 


"Speaking' for myself only,'' 


he said, "it was the over- 
whelming fact of Saturday's 
game that had to be the major 
factor in the decision we made 
Sunday afternoon. Taking a poll 
was merely to get the sentiment 
of the team." 


Asked about reported team 


feelings against Coach Devine, 
Bauer said: "No, there's no 
truth to that. There's nothing to 
it at all. We're going to be there 
Saturday (for the Miami, Fla. 
game) and we're going to be 
playing in our llth game the 
same way we played in our 
first."

The "Big Game" against the 
University of California may not 
be the only contest on Stanford 
University's gridiron this Satur- 
day. 


Another battle is shaping up 


between the antic-filled Stan- 
ford Band and the university ad- 
ministration. 


The dispute is over whether 


the band should eliminate the 
last 
remaining vestiges as- 


sociated with the university's 
iormer mascot, the Indian, 
which was changed in 1972 after 
protests 
from 
Indian 


students. 


It was learned that the Band, 


which performs at Stanford foot- 
ball games, has been urged by 
Assistant Dean of Student Ai- 
fairs Alan Strain to eliminate its 
traditional fanfare because In- 
dian students object to its tom- 
tom beat, and also the band's 
traditional "ax" formation, a 
part of Stanford spirit for as long 
as anyone can remember. 


In addition, Strain said the In- 


dian students object to the 
Stanford "dollies," the band's 
pom-pom girls, wearing feath- 
ers in their hair and using a 
zigzag Navajo design on the 
skirts of one of their uniforms. 


The request from Strain to the 


band, which lies outside the un- 
iversity's control, came fol- 
lowing Stanford's game with 


Washington State Oct. 25. The 
dollies have removed the 
feathers, but band leader Bill 
Wick said the tom-tom fanfare 
and "ax" formation will be part 
of its Big Game show, as usual. 


"The band isn't going to 


change under pressure from the 
university, and we are also not 
going to be bought by the alum- 


ni," Wick .said. And he said the 
band would have an additional 
comment 
on 
the situation 


during its performance Satur- 
day. 


The campus is scheduled to 


vote early in December on 
whether to change the mascot 
from the current "Cardinals," 
perhaps back to Indians. An 


"underground" movement sell- 
ing the once-popular Indian 
decals has sprung up in recent 
weeks, and Lowell Berry, a

League, says "the Indian is alive 
and in the hearts of a lot of alum- 
ni."

Karras displayed a brilliant foot- 
ball mind. 


"What do I do before a 


game?" Karras said now, 
restating the question. He 
laughed out loud. 


"I don't do anything. I know 


I just 
figure out who should win and 
why and for the rest I play it 
loose and hope I can come up 
with some fun. Hopefully, I can 
always have some funny things 


to say. 


"Our cameramen will get

"There's no clash up there in 


that booth among Howard and 
Frank and me.

leaving his hotel room.

“What we need is early iden­ 
tification and early programs,” 
former State Sen. David 
Stahmer, initiator of the state 
special education bill (LB403), in 
1973, told the council. 
State law makes handicapped 
persons between 5 and 18 years 
old eligible for state-aided 
programs. Schools may offer 
programs for preschoolers and 
18- to 21-year-olds but must 
finance them themselves. 


The advisory council asked the 
State 
Department 
of 
Education’s staff to report on 
state and 
federal 
aid 
requirements and possible 
sources of funding before the 
council makes a recommenda­ 
tion to the State Board of Educa­ 
tion. 
The council was established to 
identify and recommend 
solutions to problems with the 
implementation of LB403.

An amendment is needed to 
allow preschool programs for 
the handicapped without 
requiring them for all children, 
he said. 


In other action, the council 
directed the Education 
Department’s staff to prepare a 
proposal for increasing budget 
accuracy by basing state special 
education payments on the 
previous year’s expenses. 
Payments now are made 
during the year based on es­ 
timates from the school districts. 
If a district underestimates its 
expenses, the necessary state 
funds will be unavailable, coun­ 
cil members said. In addition, 
when handicapped students 
transfer to other districts, the 


state funds do not go with them, 
they said. 
The council also directed the 
department’s staff to list alter­ 
natives to the present method of 
paying for initial diagnosis of 
handicapped children. 
State law requires all special 
education students to have been 
diagnosed as handicapped. 
School districts are required to 
pay for that initial testing. 
Stroh said diagnosis is part of 
each distgrict’s special education 
program and so should be paid 
for by the state. 
Stahmer said diagnosising 
everyone at state expense 
“would be so expensive finan­ 
cially that we couldn’t support 
it.” He suggested that the state 
only pay for the initial testing of 
children accepted into a special 
education program. 
The council also voted to 
recommend to State Education 
Commissioner Anne Campbell 
that the Legislature, the at­ 
torney general, those working on 
a Beatrice State Home settle­ 
ment and others advise it as it 
discusses special education 
probelms.

Hayes Brushes 
Off Newsmen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - 


Ohio State coach Woody Hayes 
might have set a record for 
brevity Tuesday night after prac- 
tice when he brushed off waiting 
newsmen in one minute and 37 
seconds. 


That's all it took Hayes to tell 


a small group of writers, in- 
cluding one who came from 
Chicago, what the top-rated 
Buckeyes worked on Tuesday in 
preparation for Saturday's Big 
Ten title clash with No. 5 
Michigan. 


Michigan 
Intensity 
Different 


Ann Arbor, Mich. (UPI) — 


Michigan adhered to its normal 
practice schedule Tuesday, 
holding a heavy two-hour 
workout in preparation for 
Saturday's Big Ten showdown 
with Ohio State. But the players 
admitted a difference in intensi- 
ty. 


Junior fullback Rob Lytle 


explained "it's a week where 
everybody is really psyched. 
Players are pcvched. Coaches 
are psyched. It actually makes it 
a lot of fun because everything 
seems to come together." 


The game, which will decide 


the league championship for the 
seventh time in eight years, is 
definitely emotional but coach 
Bo Schmebechler discounts the 
need for added incentive. 


"You don't need any extra in- 


centive for this game," he said, 
"because it's Michigan and Ohio 
State and that's all you really 
need." 


Schembechler even played 


down the home field advantage, 
which has been a factor since 
1968, the year before he took 
over. 


"Neither team has been able 


to win on the road," he said, 
"but we have played two pretty 
good games down there and they 
have played well up here. So I'm 
not sure the home field is much 
of an advantage in a game this 
big." 


He did say, however, the home 


field would mean something for 
the Michigan seniors, since it 
would be their last home game. 


Hayes, who has held shorter 


conferences following infre- 
quent losses, usually is more 
talkative at the prearranged 
m e e t i n g s during Michigan 
week. 


"Defensively, we worked on 


almost every phase," Hayes said. 
He then ran down those specific 
phases: running, passing, goal 
line and p u n t 
r e t u r n . 


"Everything but kickoff re- 
turns," he said. 


Woody then routinely went 


over what the offense had 
worked on, no big surprises 
there either, adding that he kept 
the No. 1 offensive unit a little 
longer than usual to practice 
field goals. 


Tom Klaban booted four field 


goals in last year's 12-10 Bucks 
victory over the Wolverines. 


"We'll work aboutan hour and 


a half tomorrow," said Hayes, 
•who then turned and walked 
away, leaving the small 
gathering standing in the dimly 
lit hallway outside the Buckeyes 
training quarters. 


Although Hayes had little or 


nothing to say in person, he did 
comment on the magnitude of 
the nationally televised game on 
Ohio State's telephone "sports 
line." • • ' 


"This is the ultimate for the 


entire season," Hayes told in- 
terviewer Steve Snapp, OSU 
assistant sports information 
director. "The game we need to 
set the whole thing off. It means 
an extreme amount to each one 
of the players and for the team, 
it means everything." 


For the second consecutive 


day, the Buckeyes practiced un- 
der sunny skies with temper- 
tures in the mid 60s. 


The fence at the open end 


of the giant horseshoe Ohio 
Stadium 
was covered with 


canvas and extra university 
police were on duty to keep out 
spectators.

Omaha for 17 years. At one time, 
he also was an assistant coach 
with the Omaha Mustangs. 


"It's really great we have a 


man who is qualified as he is to 
give time to football coaching," 
Danenhauer said. "Mr. Leahy 
has been highly successful as a 
football coach." 


Danenhauer said his budget 


allows for four full time assistant 
coaches, two graduate assistants 
and himself. 


"We are all teachers as well," 


Danenhauer said. "We have our 
classroom duties as well as our 
coaching duties. Our problem is 
the money type of thing."

Inventory Of Possessions 
Helps Support Loss Claim 


By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
New York — If someone 


breaks into your house and steals 
the silverware, will your in- 
surance policy pay you what it's 
worth? The answer depends on 
your policy — and on your proof 
of what the silver cost. 


Let's start with proof, since 


that's what people most often 
neglect. Not many families keep 
lists of what their homes con- 
tain, even though they read over 
and over again that it's a good 
idea. Should they suffer a loss 
(from theft, fire or vandalism), 
they have to construct their 
possessions from memory, guess 
when they were bought, and how 
much was paid. 


If the insurance company 


thinks your estimates are too 
high, and refuses to accept them, 
you have little recourse. Without 
proof, you pretty much have to 
go along with what the insurer 
thinks. 


To make sure you get your 


money's worth out of your fire- 
and-theft insurance, back up the 
policy with an inventor}' of your 
possessions. Take pad and pen- 
cil, and an afternoon. Go 
through every room in the 
house, writing down precisely 
what's in it (including make and 
model), when you bought it and 
about what it cost. Don't forget 
the closets and cupboards. 


Keep the list in a fireproof 


strongbox. 


If you have a loss, this inven- 


tory list shows the insurance 
company that you aren't sudden- 
ly coming up with inflated es- 
timates of what your things were 
worth. But don't try to steal a

march on the company by 
jacking the price of everything 
up 10%. If the insurer thinks 
your estimates-are too high for a 
person of your means he'll knock 
them down, regardless of your 
list. 


Sales Slips Helpful 


For this reason, it's helpful to 


have sales slips (and snapshots) 
for items of particular value, like 
furniture and appliances. Any 
heirlooms or purchases of un- 
usual worth must be separately 
appraised if you hope to recover 
anything approaching their 
value. A store in town will likely 
do appraisals, or at least be able 
to tell you where to get them 
done. Keep the sales slips and 
appraisals along with your inven- 
tory list. 


If anything is stolen, report it 


immediately to the.police, and 
put the same value on it that 
you'll report to the insurance 
company (they'll likely check the 
report). Small losses you'll have 
to cover yourself. You policy 
..probably carries at least a $50 
deductible and perhaps one 
that's much higher. 


Even when the loss is fully 


covered you generally won't get 
the full replacement value of the 
stolen goods. The insurance 
company estimates what the 
stolen item would cost today, 
and reduces that amount for 
every, year you owned it. To 
replace it, you'll have to ante up 
more money of your own. Some 
companies sell policies with full- 
replacement clauses for fairly 
new items, but they're more 
expensive than regular policies. 


You usually don't buy a theft 


policy all by itself. It comes as 
part of your homeowner's, 
renter's, 
or condominium- 


owner's policy. You're covered 
up to a specific ceiling men- 
tioned in the policy; more 
coverage costs more money.

Policies typically cover you for 


all losses from your home and 
garage, including the theft of 
rented items; the losses of your 
guests; losses away from home 
up to a specific ceiling, and 
thefts from a locked car. Typical 
limits on recovery are $500 for 
furs, $500 for jewelry, $100 for 
cash and $50 for securities. Each 
policy has its own special 
wrinkles, however, and you 
should read yours to see if it's 
really what you want. 


Higher Deductibles 


You can lower the cost of a 


policy by taking higher deduc- 
tibles. A $100 deductible may 
save you W7o in premiums, and 
a $500 deductible, 20%. You may 
also be able to lower costs — and 
perhaps improve coverage — by 
switching insurance companies. 
Ask your neighbors about their 
coverage, to see if it's better 
than yours. If your policy turns 
out to be the best on the block, 
make sure people know about it. 
You find good insurance com- 
panies mainly by word of mouth. 


If you want more insurance 


for special items, the company 
will write it for you. Expensive 
furs and jewelry, for example, 
are typically covered by a 
"floater" policy. Tell your in- 
surance agent what possessions 
or collections you have of special 
value, to find out whether 
they're covered or not. No sense 
letting yourself in for a nasty sur- 
prise.

Coast Guard has announced that 
it will begin closing the Missouri 
River to barge traffic Nov. 28, 
the day after Thanksgiving. 


On that day, the Coast Guard 


cutter Gasconade gets into posi- 
tion behind the last commercial 
barge at Sioux City, Iowa, and 
begins removing buoys. 


Two more river tenders will 


take up the job as work 
progresses down river 732 miles 
to St. Louis. 


Dec. 10 the river will be closed 


at St. Louis, after removal of 
more than 1,000 buoys and elec- 
trical equipment from nearly 
half as many shore lights. 


During the winter months the 


Coast Guard maintains its 
navagational aids, painting the 
buoys, checking batteries and 
bulbs and overhauling the ships. 


Dec. 1 the U.S. Army Corps of 


Engineers will Emit the flow of 
water into the river over the 
spillway at Gavins Point Dam, in 
Yankton. S.D. to the minimum 
level required for generation of 
electricity. 


From then until mid-March, 


•when the river is reopened to 
commercial traffic, four lakes 
will store enough water to insure 
an 8! i-foot channel and plenty of 
hydro-electric power for the 
coming summer.

Eicher stressed that the go- 
ahead for Lincoln campus Direc- 
tor David Buettncr contains "no 
suggestion" of building a new, 
consolidated campus. 


Dr. Buettner agreed, saying 


the study will simply be a tool. 
"It's not going to answer your 
question for you, what your solu- 
tion will be." 


There's "no question" that the 


Lincoln educational programs 
are "sound," Buettner said, but 
they're "plagued" by space 
problems. 


2 Classes Same Place 


For example, he said two 


classes inadvertently occupying 
the same space simultaneously 
"shouldn't occur." The campus 
leases space, often unsuitable for 
some SeTech 
training, 


throughout Lincoln. 


"It's a 10 to 15-minute trip 


from any program to the other," 
with few exceptions, Buettner 
said.

Eicher said SeTech has es- 


tablished "credibility" for using 


construction tax revenues. 
Board Chairman Robert

Eicher said the "greatest

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Executive Board OKs 
Study Of Public Power

On a 6-3 vote, the Legislative Council's 


executive board Tuesday authorized a $30,000 
study of major public power district rates and 
operations. 


The review of Nebraska Public Power 


District and Omaha Public Power District will be 
undertaken by O'Brien and Gere Engineers, Inc., 
of Syracuse, N.Y. 


Executive Board Chairman Eugene Mahoney 


of Omaha cautioned senators not to approve the 
contract in view of approaching legislative 
budgetary problems. 


The Legislature must cut $85,000 from its 


current internal budget in order to institute the 
3% cut proposed by Gov. J. James Exon and ap- 
proved, in part, by this month's special legislative 
session. 


"I don't know where to start cutting," 


Mahoney said. 


Not The Place 


But Sen. Richard Lewis of Holbrook, the 


sparkplug behind the public power rate survey, 
said that project was not the place to start slicing. 


Nebraskans may rightfully protest "if the 


Legislature sits on its hands" and does not study 
the reasonableness of what may be a 30% to 507o 
electric rate increase for most citizens next year, 
Lewis said. 


"We have an obligation to take a close look at 


that." 


Mahoney warned that a legislative study of 


public power rates could "jeopardize" the stan- 
ding of the districts in the bond market, leading 
to higher interest rates and additional costs for 
the ratepayers. 


'Favorite Argument' 


"I've heard that bogeyman ever since I've 


been down here," Lewis said. "That's one of their 


favorite arguments" against legislative action. 


Voting with Lewis to approve the contract 


with the New York engineering firm were Sens. 
Wally Barnett of Lincoln, Loran Schmit of 
Bellwood, Ralph Kelly of Grand Island, John 
Cavanaugh III of Omaha and Dennis Rasmussen 
of Scotia. 


Joining Mahoney in dissent were Sens. Jules 


Burbach of Hartington and John Savage of 
Omaha. 


Savage said the Legislature could not buy "a 


valid rate study" for $30,000. 


Noting that the proposed study had already 


been scaled down to fit a $30,000 price tag, Bur- 
bach suggested that the 1976 Legislature recon- 
sider the issue and provide additional funding, if 
it is needed to complete the survey. 


O'Brien and Gere had placed a $48,000 price 


tag on the original request prepared by the 
Legislature's Public Works Committee. 


First Phase Only 


"We then tailored the request to meet the 


$30,000 figure," Lewis said. That funding could 
complete the first phase of the survey, he noted, 
with additional money required later if the initial 
results point toward the need for further study. 


Kelly said the two major power districts now 


have debts which total $2 billion. 


Any organization which is publicly owned 


and which incurs such obligations should be able 
to stand the test of legislative scrutiny, he said. 


Mahoney said he will offer the board at a 


later date some suggestions on how to reduce 
legislative spending. 


A reduction in staff numbers is one option. 
Mahoney is encouraging savings in travel 


expenditures by reducing the number of 
legislative study committee hearings scheduled 
prior to next January's regular session.

has on the treatment of female 
offenders — is also more 
prevalent in other areas, Ms. 
DeBrown added, explaining that 
judges may treat females who 
come before them differently 
than they do males.

program, 


although sometimes "parents 
. . . want us to be the 
punishers." 


Ms. Wall said she is troubled 


by the fact that the female 
offender has "ceased to be 
regarded as a person with depen- 
dent needs." She said her 
experience has shown that 
women will often "escape" into 
pregnancy, drugs, etc. as a 
means of ensuring that she will 
be cared for. 


"We need to look at their 


needs." she continued. "When a 
woman 'escapes' ... she is 
looking for structure, and 
program and direction." The 
fact that these are not always 
available should be "faced up 
to" by those working in correc- 
tions, she said.

Authority executive director 


Rollie Harr told the board that 
Smarte Carte, Inc., of White 
Bear Lake, Minn., has installed 
similar vending machines in 
large airports.

carts in Lincoln as an experi- 
ment to see if they will pay at a 
smaller airport 


The board also agreed to in-

Special Ed Advisors For Brooder Programs

' The Nebraska Special Educa- 
tion Advisory Council indicated 
support Tuesday for broadened 
special education programs 
which would serve the han- 
dicapped from birth to age 21. 


Council members said han- 


dicapped people under age 5 and 
over age 18 need the programs 
but only receive them now if 
they are funded locally. 


"What we need is early iden 


tiflcatlon and early programs," 
former State Sen. David 
Stahmer, initiator of the state 
special education bill (LB403), in 
1973, told the council. 


State law makes handicapped 


persons between 5 and 18 years 
old eligible for state-aided 
programs. Schools may offer 
programs for preschoolers and 
18- to 21-year-olds but must 
finance them themselves. 


The advisory council asked the 


State 
Department 
of 


Education's staff to report on 
state and federal aid 
requirements and possible 
sources of funding before the 
council makes a recommenda- 
tion to the State Board of Educa- 
tion. 


The council was established to 


identify and recommend 
solutions to problems with the 
implementation of LB403.

education payments on the 
previous year's expenses. 


Payments now are made 


during the year based on es- 
timates from the school districts. 


If a district underestimates its 


expenses, the necessary state 
funds will be unavailable, coun- 
cil members said. In addition, 
when handicapped students' 
transfer to other districts, the 


state funds do not go with them, 
they said. 


The council also directed the 


department's staff to list alter- 
natives to the present method of 
paying for initial diagnosis of 
handicapped children. 


State law requires all special 


education students to have been 
diagnosed as handicapped. 
School districts are required to 
pay for that initial testing. 


Stroh said diagnosis is part of 


each distgrict's special education 
program and so should be paid 
for by the state. 


Stahmer said diagnosising 


everyone at state expense 
"would be so expensive finan- 
cially that we couldn't support 
it." He suggested that the state 
only pay for the initial testing of 
children accepted into a special 
education program. 


The council also voted to 


recommend to State Education 
Commissioner Anne Campbell 
that the Legislature, the at- 
torney general, those working on 
a Beatrice State Home settle- 
ment and others advise it as it 
discusses special education 
probelms.
